| frengthofthe ſame, not the leaſt in bews 
tie and greatnes of all others to be com- 
= mended, The ſcituatton of which (being 
= 1n the Ille of Metelene) hath enuirones 
WE DJ rounde about it, a continuall (pzinge of 

>} frefhe,ſweete and deyntie water, the iſſne 
| whereof floweth from the Seas, and ouer 
the ſame are builded manie bewcifull and fine bzidges , wzought 
and curioullp poliſhed of fapze white ſtone. The ſhewe and bza« 
uerie of all which, giueth ſo large and goodly demonſtration vnto 
the eyes , as he that behelde the ſame at a ſodainc, woulde rather 
bon it, an Illand of it ſelfe,then chemeere ſcituation ofone ſole 

tie, 

Not karre from thence (as is acruſfomed vnto the molt riche 
and popular cities of Grecce) one ofthe wozthieft and noble per 
ſonages ofthe ſame, had in the countrie by, about two oz 
miles from the towne, a goodly Pannour houle, fog the 
ſeate, and holſome foz the dwelling , wherevneo were 


ninge 
diuers fapzc and welthie poſſeſſions,cnlarged fo commoditie, and 
exceeding fo pleaſure : as namely, Jags hie and goodly moun⸗ 


Daphnrs and (loc 


taines , where were nouriſhed and bzed ſundzie ſoztes ok wilde 
beaſtes , groundes all couered with vines, plaines, ſtozed with 
all manner of fruits and graines, and with molt fertile paſtures, 
whereon to feede and nouriſhe their cattell, the chicfeſt whereof 
laye fo2 che moſt part, alongeſt the waters ſide , which foz that 
cauſe, rendꝛed the plate, ſomething the moze delectableTUithin 
theſe groundes, Lamon a pooze goatheatd , whileſt warely,he ofs 
ten continued to keepe his charge, founde by chaunce ayoung 
childe,the life of which was onely pꝛeſerued by the ſucke it recei⸗ 
ued from one of his ſhee-goates, and nowe ſee the maner howe. 
There was about the place where he fedde his flocke , a certaine 
thicket all ouergrovane with bzembles and thozncs, and compaſs 
ſed about with furzes,vnder the couert whereo? grewe a ſoft fine 
and delicate kind of graſſe, the turfe thick,as in ſuch ſhadie places 
is often accuſtomed, wheron laid this tender infant. Thither ozdi⸗ 
narily ranne one of his ſhee - goates, the cuſtome whereof made 
the heardſman oftentimes to miſſe her, and knewe not where ſhe 
was hecome, fo that leauing hir young kiddes vncheriſhed , thee 
onely agatuſt nature gaue heede to the feeding and nouriſhment 
of this pꝛeetie babe. 

Lamon piteing the ſelie young ones, that thus were abandos 
ned by their Dam, began to marke and watche the goate whe: 
ther ſhe went, and one time amongſt the reſt in the heate of the 
dape, ſued her trace ſo neere, that he ſawe howe ſhe paſt vnder the 
thicket and that with ſo tender & warie touch, as ö with her hoofs 
going in, ſhe might no wayes hurte the babe: and there being en⸗ 
tred in moſt loning lot, enclined her teates vnto the infant, who 
hungerly ſucked the lame no otherwiſe, then ikit had beene the 
bzeſtes of a naturall mother, At the ſight of this, the heardſman 
wonderfully abaſhed, dzew pet at the laſt moze neere, g ſerching 
further, founde it was a male childe , well growen fe his age, of 
be aut ie marueileus, and farre moe richly att ired, than beſeemed 
any wapes the infelicitie of his foꝛtune, abandoned ſo miſerablie 
as he was, and laid fozth,to everce common adnenture , The vel⸗ 
ture wherin he was wzayped was a rich mantle ok purple veluet, 
the compaſſe faFned about his necke with a bzooch of gold, and 


by his ſide was lapde a ſhoꝛt fine [wozwe of moſfercellent woꝛke⸗ 
manſhip 
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manſhip, all curiouſly guilt, on the biltes and the handle thercof, 
of the mot pꝛec ious puozie. 


Lamon / greedie at the firſt of the riche iewels he ſawe ) res 
ſolued onelp to beare them awape, and to leaue the childe as hee 


kounde it, to ſome other foztune , but hauing conſidered a while of 


that purpoſe, a baſhfidll ſhame quicke ly ſurpꝛiſed his thoughtes, 


that beeing a man, bee Gould bee leſſe pitifull and humaine than 


the pooze beaſt it ſelfe, that be thereto had with ſo great regarde 
attended and nouriſhed it. In lo much, that when night teme on, 
hee tooke both childe and other attire about it, and caricd them 
home vnto his wife , whoſc name was Myrtale, and therewüh⸗ 
all the (hee-noate that thichertohadde cheriſhed and bzought it 
vp, 
Myrtale, aſtonniſhed at the vewe , demaunded ik it were pol⸗ 
ſible that goates in their ſelke kinde , could produce poung ones 
of ſo maruetlous ſhape and pꝛopoztion, but Lamon ſuppꝛeſſing 
in her the ſimplicitie of that conceit, reuealed both the manner 


bowe he fqunv the babe, and in what ſozt , and with howe great 


delicacie, bee ſawe the beaſt enclining vnto it, and therewithall 
fozgatę not to pꝛeſeribe vntoher and bim a greater cauſe of hu⸗ 
manitie, conſidering that a beſtiall nature, deuopde ok reaſona⸗ 
ble Kuing, had by the gentle condit ion thereof, taitgght them (a 
readie. a waye vnto the ſame; Myrtale, ( whoſe humozs ſauou⸗ 
red in nothing of a crab tree ock) did not at all diſcommend her 
huſbandes regerde herein, but ioyning in one moode of mannerlp 
enterteinement togethers, as houſewifely as ſhee could, ( heuing 
neuer had any of her owne ) ſheelulled the babie , and locking vp 
the oznamentes and iewels in a faſt barred cheſſe , they both 
thencefoozth endeuoured to foſter it vp, fn no other ſozt. noz by 
any other kinde of deliuerance then as their owne, And to the 
intent it might as well in name as otherwpſe, reſemble the place 
ok education, where it was bꝛed, they called it by the name of 
Daphnis, 

Two peares were not fullye paſt and expired, ere one Dryas a 
ſheepeheard keeping his ſheepe in great qumtitpe vppon the 
plaincs and downes thereabouts, happened after this allo vppon 
the like , 02 verie ſelfe ſame e was K. roo 
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MAmoſt between either of thoſe places, a certaine great caue, ſtan⸗ 

ding inarocke,ſacred ſometimes tothe Nimphes, and therefoze 
called by the name of the Nimphes Caue, ſomethinge crooked 
within, but altogether round without, In the inward part wher⸗ 
of were diuers ſtatues of Goddeſſes q other Nimphes, wzought 
fine ly out of ſtone, the feete vnſhod,the armes all naked, e th'atire 
buckled on the ſhoulders, their haites caſt one ly vpon their necks, 
without treſſing at all, girded they were vpon their lopnes, the ir 
lookes ſweetly lmiling, and their countenaunces (ſuch, as ſeemed 
with interchaungeable fanour in delicate (ozte cogreete eache 
other. 

Right vader the hollowe rifing ok this caue, ſpꝛang in the mid⸗ 
ve{* of the bottom a lweet fountaine, which raiſing it ſelfe,with a 
ſofte bubling, gathered into a pleaſaunt ſpzinge, where with the 
freſh and fruitkull greues round about the ſame, were continuallp 
watered. Duer the mouth of the caue, where the overflowinge 
waues with Criſtall humoz, had wꝛought from the earth, ſondzie 
kindes offlawers amdhearbs of delicate vewe, hong diuers flutes, 
Pipes, and Flagiolots, made of teedes, which the auncient ſhep« 
heards had olten cofoze-time ſacted vnto the Nimphes foz their 
greateſt offrings, 

To this caue, a ſheepe from out of Dryas flocke, that newly had 
peaned her lamb,oftentimes in the dap frequented, and that with 
\uchcontinuaunce,as the ſhephearde thinking it manie times to 
bee loſt, endeuoured at the lack, to makeſomegveuice whereby to 
conſtraine it to feede in companie , without wandzing any moze 
as it was actuſtomed. And going to the Taue to ſeeke the ſheep, 
with an Oſter twig wzeathed iu his hande , where with to faſten 
the necke and foote thereof togethets, a ſight-moze Traunge then 
looked fo2,pzeſenced it ſclfe vnto him, Foz the Ewe(framed as it 
ſeemed by nature, to the puping of diſtreſſed creatures) hauing 
there found aſwecte babe, did in moſt ſoft and gentle maner, vi⸗ 
ſite it manp times with her teats, and that with ſo meek and tens 
der handling. as if it had bin the pꝛoper Nurte. The childe vnuſed 
ta any differente, eſfeemed it as a naturall diet, ano without crys 
ing oz other viſtemperatcure at all, firft on the one ſive , and after 
an the other, as the Ewe turned her ſcife , with the ay” 
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(which was Cweete and pleaſaunt to behold)ſucked the fame. The 


Dheepe ſeeming tderevnto to haue bozne amof Nraunge and pe⸗ 
culiar affection , which one while with the licking of her tongue 
on the viſage, and ancther while with ſofre and depntie coping it 
with her head, it exceedingly did manifeſt, 

Dryas,though he were clubbiſhe in condition, pet not herein e⸗ 
fraunged from that pietie, which the gentle beaſt had thus alreas 
die poztraied vnto him thought himſclfe alſo in nature bounde to 
tender the inkant, and percetuing it was a gir!e;and there withall 
what oznaments(teſtimonics that the place whence it came was 
of na meane reputation were allo annercd vnto it, hauing on the 
head a copfe curiouſly wzoughe and imbꝛoidꝛed with golde, ie w⸗ 
els anv other pꝛecious things, not to be deſpized : he adiudged the 
chaunce thereof not to haue happened vnto him, without ſome dts 
uine pzeparation : TAherefoze taking it vp in dis armes, he glad⸗ 
ly receined the charge thereof, and making bis papers to the 
Nimphes, that with good ſucceſle he might afrerward bꝛing her 
bp, whom as an humble Suppliant.left / as it ſeemed)to their pas 
tronage) he had found laid at their fect, he departed, 

Nawe when night came, that he was to dꝛiue his cheepe home 
to their kolde, hauing ſccretly in the meane time conueied all the 
iewels and oznaments into his bouget, aſſoone as he was retur« 
ned to his houſe, he began to recompt vnto his wife al that he had 
ſeene, and ſhewed her alſo what hee had founde: Nape was the 
Sheperdeſſe called, to whoſe eſpecial care her huſband with manp 
woꝛds recommended the regard of the difreſſev inkant, comman⸗ 
ding her thencefozward to repute it as her own natural daughter, 
f in ſuch ſoꝛt only to nourtſh and pꝛouide foz it. The woman was 
not ſfony harted , but accozding to her ſhepheards guiſe began to 
imbzace and entertain the gitle, decming already that ſhe became 
a mother vnto it, by mecre affection, her conceit grew tender oner 
it, and with ſuch feruent louc.and continuall watching did ſhe en⸗ 
deudur to fo ter it, as that he feared leſt the ſheepe that whilome 
ſucked the ſwatheled impe, chould in the beafly regard it ſhewed 
be p2eferred befoze her. And fo2 that her care Fretched that the 
girle in farther ſpꝛinging peres might the ſooner be taken and re⸗ 
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puted fo hers, ſhe gaue it thence-fro a m_ Paſtozall, and * 
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Theſe two childzen in p2oreſle of time grew to be great, and 
chewed well by thep2 beautie and other complements , that their 
parentage was not meane , no their deſcent deriued from out of 
old thatched cotages. And about the time that the elder of them, 
was come to the age of fikceene yeares, and the ponger about two 
ares leſſe: Lamon and Dryas at one very inſtant, and in the 
lfe-ſame night interchangeably (as it fell out )dzeamed in this 
ſozt togithers. It ſeemed vnto them both, that the Nymphs, 
whole fatues and images were in the caue (where you heard bes 
foze the fountaine was, and where Dryas (as is repozted) had 
found his daughter took Daphnis & Chloc, and chem both ioint⸗ 
ly delivered to the guidance and pꝛotection of a verpe poong bop, 
gentle in all kinde of behauiours, but of beautte moſt wonderful, 
fruſtrate was his bodp of garments, his ſhape curious, his ſkinne 
pure as alablaſter, his ſhoulders feathꝛed as wings, his left hand 
\uppozted with a ſlender bowe , a (mall quiner at his backe, and 
a fine arrowe in his right hand. Whs touching them both with 
one and the fame dart, gaue charge vnto Daphnis thence-fozward 
to feed his goats on the paſtures, and to the other immediatlie 

to keepe flockes of ſheepe. | 
The heardlmen both at once deepely conceiuing of this viſi⸗ 
on, were ſodenly quailed of al their fozmer expectation, inſomuch 
as the fruits of theit carefull nurſeries, ſeemed thus contrarie to 
that they hoped , and what their ſeuerall badges, might befoze 
that, reſpectiuely baue pꝛeſaged, to be deſtined at one inffantto 
the keeping of cattell togethers. Foz that the markes of they2 
birth, had offered vnto their fozmer notice, ſo manifeſt intend⸗ 
ments of farre greater foztune , in full purſute whereof, their 
carefull endeuozs had thitherto ſought to conduct them, and that 
in karre moꝛe delicate and daintte maner, than beſeemed the chil- 
den of heardſmen, as wel in an honozed kiude of vſage to theyz 
perſons, as in liberall training them vppe in letters, and other 
conuenient (kill and demeanours, whereof their peares at that 
inſtant were nothyng ignozant, and that ſo farre foozth as the 
Iargeſſe of their country dwelling, coulde anye waics affoozde 
vnto them. Meuertheleſſe, fozlomuch as the iniunction appea⸗ 
| red 
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red to be deriued altogither from the pleaſure of the gods; they 
determined in their obedience, rather to giue place vato thepz 
commaundes, whole pꝛouidence had ſaued them both from their 
former perilles, than to peelde vnto their cwne pꝛoper fancies, 
whoſe greateſ reſpett of care they were ſure coulve leaſt of all az 
uaile them. i 

Nat long after, theſe two neighboz-dwellers found meanes 
to conferre at full, touching both their viſions, and by one toins 
tonſent, they fir agreed ta go vnta the caue ofthe nomphs, and 
there to offer ſacrifices, fo2 the better pꝛoſpetitte and happy pꝛo⸗ 
ceedings of their ſeuerall charges, which offering ot theirs, 
they by one vowe togethers, deuoted to the faire poong bop, vnta 
whole pꝛotettion, by the lame Nymphs, thepꝛ nurceries had bene 
befoze committed , whome they called by the name of the win ⸗ 
ged god, fozothcrwile by anpe more ſpectall title oz particular 
effect they had not diſcerned hym . TUhichvoone, they iointly in⸗ 
ferring, whatſoeuer after care ofthe two pouthfull and ſweeteſt 
of ail natures creatures , vppon hin, both Lamon aud Dryas 
recoꝛdes as a ſumme of all their expectation, theſe foure verſes 


to remaine on the wall of the nymphes, as a perpetualt memo⸗ 
tiall: 


To thee thou win ged God, what ere thou bee 

( 4 god thow art) we ſheepheards fruits do bring 
Let Daphnis and his heaxds be deare to thee, 

And Chloes flocks eft caſt this ſacred ſpring, 


Hauing herewith greatly (atiſfiedtheir longing deſires, and 
manifolde well-wiſhinges vnto their tender koſterlings, Lamon 
returned to hys Myrtale, and Dryas to Nape, and bp aſſi nt of 
both their wiues, diſpatched the nert day with all kind of neceſſa« 
ries , the twodarlings of the earth to their ſcuerall heards,ſweee 
Daphnts to his goates, and faire Chloe to hir ſheep, inſtructing 
them ſcuer ally, in at things belonging to aheardſmans office, Ag 
how to dziue their beats to paſturing befoze the heat of the daie, 
aud in the coole of the euening againe holne to guide them: what 
times, q where to water them, whe to bzing them home at night, 
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and how inthe moznings likewiſe to dzine them to the ſteld. In 
what ſoꝛt, and vpon what occaſion tovſe the /:/7/e-P:pe,and how 
at another time co call with their voice alone. 

Theſe Images of Beautie, mildly peelding them ſelues to what 
herein to them intopned , receaued as willinglie their charges, 
and with as deepe contenting pleaſure, as though they therwith 
had received ſome great and notable ſignozte, Daphois teuezing 
bis goates, and Chloe hex ſheepe,and that with ſo entier and moꝛe 
then common affzction at cu tomablie vſed among ſheapeheards, 
as well ſhewed, that hee foz his part had ſome reaſon to induce 
him, and ſhee foz her part could not omit it without ſeeming vn- 
thankefull, 

The ſeaſon was then of the peare, about the beginning ofthe 
ſpzing, when the verp delicacte of F/orasſelfe was growen to her 
molt naturall pꝛime, and ſhe as Lady and queene of chat iollie bes 
ing, had by a meere earthly Chew of moſt exquiſite perfourmance, 
coloured her walkes and paſſages, with bloſſomes of \weeteſt vers 
dure and die moſt perfect, fo2 the moze ample beautifixng and en⸗ 
_ richment of all her ſeemly creatures. eat bs then began to be in 
their fozce, trees in their p2ive, fielvs in their bzauerie, floures in 
their Cweetenes, and the earth in her delicacie, The birds had fes 
licitie to reſound the it variable notes to the woods, & to acquaine ' 
the hedge rowes with their warbling tunes, the lambes and ten⸗ 
der kids \ kipped vpon the hillockes, the pong rammes hurtled on 
the bankes with their wzeathed hoznes, & had pleaſure to pearch 
to the higheſt mount aines, the bees {weetIlye murmured from vn⸗ 
der their hiues, and all that frequented the pallures had vniuer- 
ſall gladnes. 

The marke ol Love him ſelfe , combined within the verie eie⸗ 
liddes of theſe two excellent creatures, ſeing all things thus dain⸗ 
telie decked and trimmed vp, by ſo curious wozkemanſhippe,kin- 
dled in their mindes the le lfeſame ſparke and common deſire of al 
naturall enfozxcements , whereby each of them became ſfudious, 
actoꝛding to their humaine nature and diſpoſition to immitate by 
liks equalitie, what they then perceaued to be graſfed in all other 
tenderlinges . Jn ſo much as with the birds they lang, ſeing the 
kids leape, they daunced, and after the bees they gathered floures, 
wich. 
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with ſome part wherofthey trimmed their bolemer, and of cthcrs 
made pꝛetie ſmall chapelcts, the bzaneft of which they caried vn- 
to the Viper, and therewith crowned their heades. Finally as 

tt were valted in one continued linke ok amitie the ſe let mely po 

traictures of well pleaſing pouth, Icuingly alwaies accempanicd 

each other, and euermoze on the pad ures fed thein hoardes toge* 

ther. 

Manie times befell it, that when her ſheepe were anpe wales 
Fraied, Daphinis with great deſite woulo lpeede him lelke before 
her to gather them in againe : And when the mon harvie of bys 
pong kids, and tender goals had meunted to the top of ſome hie 02 
ſteepe rocke , ncatlyc would likewile Chloe applic her (cife to 
make them dzawe downe the ſame with eaſle pace againe , Due 
while guided ſhe both herds het lelfe, whileſt he vled his paſtime, 
and another while ozdered he the flockes, whileft ſhee ſpoztedher 
ſelfe vnder the ſhadie toppes . Their exerciſes were in Sheape- 
bearde games, and the pleaſurcs they intertained, ſuch as beſce* 
med the nonage of their outgrowing childhood, fo2 fome part of 
their time, they ſpent in gathering bulruſhes, wherewith Chloe 
would make pꝛetie bird-cages and there in put the graſboppers. 
Daphnis on the other ſive often times cut downe the reedes, and 
vncloſing their toints, gle wed them ozderlie together againe with 
ſoft ware, and ol theſe found diuers paſtimes where with to occu⸗ 
pie them ſelues togethers. Theit vſages were holie , as vnex⸗ 
perienced of euill, and ſuch whoſe delicate imaginations , were 
neuer ſurpꝛizd with the leaſt taint at all of harmefull thinking. 
Enterchangeablp did they ech to other. impart their milke, their 
wine, and what other vitailcs, the ſimplicitie ol ihe ir ſewe, and 
countrie being could be ſides affoꝛd. To conclude, it might ſceme 


a thing moꝛe ozdinary,to ſee their flocks aſunder lcattred, than at 


any time to ſee Chloe from him, oz Daphnis tem her to be diui⸗ 
ded, Now as they thus paſſed their time in ſuch kind of daliance 
Loue, the grand Pzince and Doueraigne of their vnmacheable 
bewties, had by this time pzepared a ſecrete ambuſh wherewith 
to frame ſome notable bzeache,into the vudefenſine imaginations 
ok theſe two innocent loners, and thus ſtoode the caſe. There 
was not farre from the place where theſe two gentle Shepheards 
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kept their haunts a ſhe · wolke that newly hauing calt ber whelps, 
accuſtomed there · vpon to run often- times into the flockes thers 
abouts, and there to tauin the ſmall cattell, to carrie to her pong 
ones: By occaſion whereof the huſband-men and ſhe apheards ins 
habit ing the villages about, and ſeeing their cactell thus to bee 
deſtroyed, deuiſed in the night to make ſundzie decpe pittes and 
trenches and them ſubtilye to touer againe with thin earth caſt 
vppon ſmall twigges whereby to make the place ſeeme plaine, ſo 
that what ſo euer tame running there · vppon, were it ofthe \mas 
leſt waight that might bee reaſonablie conce iued, the twigges 
would pꝛeſentlie fall vnder them, and whelme them there- with 
into the pitte , A number of ſuch like trappes both in the moun⸗ 
taines and plaines, were caſt, wherewith to catch the ſubtill 
beaſt; but ſhee accuſfomed to thoſe wiles, ſhunned the traine and 
them continuallie diſcouered , notwichſtanding manie ſheepe 
and goates were thereby vefroycd , and Daphnis him ſelfe bp 
that one ly inconuenience was like to haue periſhed. 

It happened that two of the faireſt buckes of all his heard bee⸗ 
ing vehemẽ tly chafed one againſt the other vpon along fight tos 
xether , ruſhed at the laſt ſo rudely vppon each other, that wich 
the greatnes ofthe ſtroke , a hozne ok one of them was bzoken, 
whereof feeling great paine , the bucke thus diſarmed of one of 
his hoznes turned him-ſelfe to flight. The victoz (pꝛoude ofthe 
ronqueſt wonne) purſued not withſtanding, and haunted the poze 


' bealt both with ſtrokes and pate ſo buſilie, that he hardly gaue it 


fo much leaſure as to gather a licle bzeath , Daphnis grieued at 
che miſhap, to ſee ſo faire a beaſhchus vnhappely ſpoiled, and vexed 
alſo in mind to behold the vnquenchable fur ie and hote purſute of 
the other, which with the hurt done could not be ſatiſfied,buc with. 
further cruelty,ſought to opp2eſſe him whom alredie he had mat- 
med, tooke vp a cudgell in the one hand, and his whiſtle pipe in 
the other, and followed the purſuer , laping fill at him as hee fol⸗ 
iowed, in minde to beate him, The beaſt, ſhenning the ffrookes, 
and he inoze enraged to hit him, then circumfpect howe oz where 
he followed him, the buck lo feare,and he fo2 haſte ,tombled both 
together into one ofthoſe pics, the beaf firff, and Daphnis vpen 
him, the chaunce whereof(as it fell out) ſaued his life, fo2 that the 

be all 
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deaſt fir ſt ſuſteined the hard ſroke,q himſelfe with leſſe damage, 
fell the moge eaſely vpon him. But Daphnis ſceing himſclfe thus 
pitifully viffreſſevin ſo deepe a paſſage,could do no other but crie 
out, and with plentie ofteares lament his hard hap , attending if 
happely ſome one oz other comming that way, might chaunce to 
here him,andſo pꝛoture meane to telicue him. 

Chloe, whoſe eie was ſeldome eſtraunged from ſome ( moꝛe the 
oꝛdinarie) care of her regareed companion, albeit ſhe was then a 
great way from Daphnis when he fell, perceiued pet his ſodaine 
vaniſhmenc,# was not vamirufifull at all ok his pꝛeſent harme. 
And fo} chat ſhe was altogether ignozant what it might bee, and 
pet doubting the euill ſhe knew not, becauſe ſhee ſawehim not as 
gaine, ſhe had ned to the place where her ſight had loft him, withal 
ſpeede poſſible. There beholding the great depth of the pit, x ſer · 
ing contrary to tcxpettation, that he was ſound & altue, ſhe thence 
ſped her pace quickly to a Coweherd that fed cattell hard by, xe / 
quiring his pꝛeſent aide to helpe Daphnis fozrh of that grieuous 
place, who ſerching vp and down ſoz a cozde, and finding none of 
length ſuffictent: Chloe with great deſire vntreſſed quickly her 
golden wirie lockes, and with the ſilkin twine that bound vp the 
ſame, eftſones dobled togethers in manie cõpaſſes, ſupplied what 
wanted to the foxmer ſhoztneſle , by faſlning it to the coꝛdes end 
that by the Cowherds meanes , they had there already pꝛepared. 
And this done, ioyning both their aides together, they did ſo much 
Daphnis without great hurt, was goten fozth again. 

The louelp ſhepehard thus raized vp from ſo depe a dongeon. E 
by p gentle trauaile ot þ Nimph freed of the great feare wherin 
to he was falne , caſting many times his baſhfull # deep pet 
countenances towards her, could not foz the pzeſent deniſe wi 
what kinde of ſpeaches (ſufficient to lo —— a benefit ) ta ſalute 
her, And much the rather was he nowe ſo maze , foz that at that 
infant moze then at any time befoze , it ſeemed there harbozed 
in her delicate ſpirits a moe ſtronger effcacie,then euer hee had 
ere then perceiued , in her lookes , were caried an eſpectall exe 
marke of he knewe not, what kynde of moſt ſweete and pleaſing 
delight, ſome onething moze then common, reffev as he thought 
in the pzecious content, of her * — 
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her lpeeche was not as the ozdinarie ſound of her accuTomed des 
liuerance, her gefures (amiable of themſelues were fraught as 
now to his leeming , wyth a moze eſtranged kinde of excellence. 
Neither knew he, whence the humoz hereof pzocecved, albeit he 
felt himſelfe euen then deepely touched, but embzacing wpth an 
vnacquainted deſire , the conceit where-into hee was carried by 
the pzeſent obiect, he only framed ſome few ſpeeches, in acknow⸗ 
ledgement of this firlk conceiued benelit, which by the watchfull 
regard of Chloe he had already recetued , And turaing bymſelle 
likewiſe to Dorcon (foz ſo was the cow- heard called) giuing a 
multitude of chankes vnto him foꝛ his traucll caken, his lookes 
and ſpeech at one inſtant, were therewith both lurpziled toge⸗ 
thers. 

This being the firff publike place wherein leue, either by looke 
oz geſbure had made wap into the ſecret though is ot theſe two los 
uets to be diſcerned , Daphnis as pet ignozant of his paſſion, and 
holding himlelfe highly pleaſed , but nothing lefle chan latiſſied 
in beholving of Chloe, repoſed his chiefeſt content to gaze vppon 
bir, and the moſt pzecious part of his delight in kiſſing bir, wher⸗ 
in, redoubling efcſoones the plealures,thercbp concetucd a ſwees 
tet bumoz than that which the hony Bee vy nature congealeth,oz 
the Candy ſugar in caſte deliuereth, iſſued as hee thought) from 
ber en „hir lookes were as piercing arrows. and Cupid him⸗ 
ſelte lecmed to lodge in the verp eie · bzowes of hir counte naunce. 
Roſie, nap far moze ozient was the hew, that hir haſtie paſe and 
pet panting bzeathing to relieue him had ſetled vpon her cheekes, 
the delap mingled, where · vpon was the very die of the white and 
pureſt marble. Mir lockes diſperſed on hir ſhoulders, in colour 
like the burniſht pellow of the fineſt gold. made hir to appe are as 
one of the nymphs, whom Tupiter cr(f fauozed, oz Apollo with 
atden flames whilom eagerſp purſued. Pleaſing, and moze than 
pleaſing was ſhee co be ſcenc at that infant, and ſuch as where⸗ 
in not Daphnis alone, but the poze cow-heard Dorcon alfa moze 
than ozdinarilp reioiced, | | 
The ſimple.cow-heard , bnacquainted befoze time, with ſuch 
adm irable features, and not accuſfomedto the contemplation of 
lo diuine & far ſurpaſſing mealyres,eTecmed ove while of Chloe, 
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that accozying to ſo rare and erceeding beautie , ſomewhat re⸗ 
mained graffed in hir countenaunce Hat appeared moze ſin- 
gular than was to be attributed co the te pꝛopogt ion of e- 
ucrie other creature , Another while, conſider ing the meaneneſſe 
of bir foꝛtune, being but in common reckoning the daughter of 
Dryas hir ſelte, but as a limyle ſheepeheerdeſſe, invꝛed only to the 
downes, he then deemed hit greatnes to ve no moe than as the 
reputation of every other common dweller . And thougb his ru- 
rall condition had not cill then made en imate of any thing, moze 
than his countrie feeding, nepther in all his pleaſures hadought 
erempred moze peculiar than his cattel keeping : pet by the deep 
impꝛeſſion of hir ſight the grand maiſter of al humane affections, 
had led him to an imagination of far moze greater conlequent,yea 
the blunt neſſe of his fozmer conce it ( (uch as ſeldome falleth out 
in men of baſe and ſeruile reckoning ) began bere- with to be mas 
lifted , his ſpirics grofly weighed befoze wyth an earthly nutri⸗ 
ment wared now moze tender. Mis one ly houſholo care turniſhed 
till then with a couetous regard of pꝛofit and huſband-like deſire, 
by hat dned labours, to ſee his cattel{pzoſper , was turned into a 
ne we kinde of obſeruaunce : his mozning walkes whecewith he 
wonted ext to viſit his paſfures, were conuerted into a becde full 
attendance of bliſfull Chloe, and her moſt datntie paſſages. Now 
gan he to aduert the bolidaps, and to long fo} the pleſant ſeaſons, 
wherein heardſmen without checke 02 controlment doe celebzate 
their interchangeable patimes : him ſeemed the boi rous lea⸗ 
ther, and laboꝛſome ſweate, died wyth the dip ſeaſon vpon his 
wzinckledeie-biowes, diſgraced atone inſfant both his perſon 
and countenaunce, he meerely wared wearp of his habite, and 
grew into great miſlike, that he were not pzeſentlp here, other- 
wiſe he might be decked 02 changed. uch was it that he thoghe 
in himſelfe, where with he might afterward be better contented, 
and hir uh m he loued) by a like toniecture) to be both the loner 
pleaſed and ſatiſfied. 

Thus and in ſuch manner wꝛoucht the vnknowing conceipts 
of theſe two heardſe-men cache vnto the other Daphnis by reas 
ſon of too much youth and ſmall experience, ncither capable of 


n nog iniured to anie ſleight oz ſubtiltie, and leaſte of all 
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coniecture, that thereby could ſolie ariſe in the opinion of Daph- 
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ſurmizing what hee coulde oz woulde go about to doe, to winne 
vnto himlelfe the effect of that where · vnto, though in trueth hee 
were lo farre fo:ith inclined, he was pet able of che lame to frame 
no perfect end 02 di2inguiſhment,not fo much as mifruffed at al 
theſc ſodaine alterations bꝛed in the minde of hys newe acgitatnz 
cance Dorcon, fo2 that neither knewe hee his owne deſire to be 
deſined by any title oz name of loue , oz that any other might be 
a copartuer, 02 become an impatient rivall ofhis lo vehement a 
paſſton . But wading with all kinde of implicitie into che furie 
ok his affection, inclined to whatſocuer in accompenieng his dere⸗ 
ly tegarted Chloe, was by the lubtilty of the cow heard atters 
ward of him requited, 

Here-vpon Dorcon hauing taken leaue fo? the pꝛeſent, con⸗ 
telued thence- fo ward in his minde , that the place of his inter⸗ 
tainment, ſolicited vnto his remembzance, a reſpecte moze curi⸗ 
ous in all his actions, than to-foze time accufomen, and foꝛgat 
not in his holid iyſhirt, and cleane waſhed doublet vnbut toned to 
the girdle, and there faſtened to the waſte of his hoſe wpth a 
newe greene ſilken point, impo2ting thereby, that all his c u. b 
was not pet fully ſpent , oftentimes to take occaſion to viſit theſe 
louers. And foz that their pureſt conceits, harmeleſſe of euill, 
and neuer ſo muche as tainted with any ſimilitude of guile, gaue 
both ſcopgand courage, whereby wythout ſuſpicion , this newe 
ericked cow-heard might be receiued into their companies. Hee 
the better nowe to inſinuate him ſelfe into their fatours , one 
while indenozed to pzeſent them with his new made freſh chee⸗ 
ſts, couered wpth a faire white napkin , and ſfrowed ouer 
wyth che molk ſweete and delicate floures , therewithall woulde 
hee bꝛing of his beſt and mozning ſkimmed creame, ſpice-cakes, 
and other pꝛeatie conceits. To Daphnis beſides gaue hee a 
poong fatte calfe from the damme, and manpe other faire to- 
kens to Chloe, ſuche as eyther his countrie crauell hadde pur- 
chaſed, oz wherewith hir lweete conceited ſpirits were any ways 
delighted. 

This ſudden alteration of Dorcon, both in habite and other 
demeanoꝛs there vnto accoꝛding, not ſo much by any abilitie of 
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nis, as by the generall notice and common ſpecch of all the 8: 
ther heardlmen, made cuerp where knowne,that hee was beeeme 
a louer , and who but fatre Chloe was (hee, to whome the man 
was ſo farre deuoted in affection , inſomuch as Daphnis alfo 
among the teſt grewe nowe to be partaker thercof, the manver 
of which, neither place, time, oz company, had taught him betoze 
to diſcerne. Yet knewe hee not fo2 this, what was it to be ma⸗ 
ted wyth a companion of ſo vnuſi d iollitie, nepthet did hee foz 
ought hee heard oz lawe, emulate at all the cow-heardes pꝛot⸗ 
fered courteſte , This onelye marked hee, which all men elſe 
had ſpet tally noted, that ſithence Dorcon firſt had framed his 
{pirics to loue, hee became indeede farre moze gap, pleaſant, and 
trimmer arcired, his tteſſes as woonted, lap not ſcattred oz hat d 
knurled vppon his head, but faire kembed and rounded fine vnder 
bis eares, neatly ſhaucn was he, as the bzaueſt of the other ſheep* 
beards . and not on the holiday alone, but every mozning faſting 
pinned he (laced in aſilkerivband/ on his buttoned cappe, a faire 
and floziſhing noſegap, well gartered and ſtroked vp were his ho» 
ſen with a croſſe bound caddis ribon, his buckled hooes, ſeemed 
vnweldie and curtoſitte of the reſt, made him at the leaſt to be⸗ 
ſfow on him ſelfe a paire of calues leather pumps fo; gis wea- 
ring. 

Wbete onelp being ſpecially tonſidered vppon of Daphnis, 
aud therewythall how paſſiag cunning hee bad framed the notes 
ok his old tuned pipe, where-upon he divers times plated (undzis 
country laies, in the hearing of Chloe, dꝛaue him at one time a. 
boue the reſt into a little melancholie, not fo) that he Coode igno⸗ 
rant howe much the Nymphe was vnto him aboue all others ins 

elined , oz that he miſtruſted Dorcon, oz enuied his purſute, but 
fo2 the vehemencic ok his paſſion being lo feruent, as had alreadp 
maſtred and ouerwearied his imaginations, neither experience 
of manly knowledge, had pet ſo farre inſtructed him , as that 
he was able to determine the ſame vpon any certaine limits, no2 
any other inſight directed him, in what ſoꝛt the operation therof 
might with moze facility be caried beth of which(as he thought) 
Dorcon bp this liking of his body & bzauery wherin he marched, 


had already atchieued : inſomuch as ſeing one dap the - 
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2 | yl his delights to haue taken vppon her the feeding of both their 
y bearos,he pꝛiuilie ſecluded him ielfe fo a while tnta che thicket 
| of a y2eatte pleaſant groue adiopning, and repoſtag his pouthfull fl 
limmes on the (oft and tender graſſe, nere vnto one of che nimpy- 
like ſpzings whereof che wood euerte where was mai aboun⸗ 
daut. the ſolemne tunes of a mot ſweece ſounding flute (wherein 
both pꝛiuate pꝛactize and the common viage of the councrie, had 
made him excellent) gaue muſique to his marip}ed thoughts, 
whereupon his mollifieo ſpicits lo pꝛeſled with che weights that 
k which crovlev him, enfozced him ti the barke of a fine Popler tree 
ſtanding thereop to graue theſe fewe verſes following,

02 amt able to determine the qualitie. Is it poſſible , the ſippes 
whereof the pꝛellure is ſo delicate, and the cloſare ſo excellent, 
map be atteinted with poiſon , oz that within the medicinable 
compaſle of fo ſweete a refreſhing may be included a matter fo 
monſtrous as may b2eede iufection. Mo, no, ſoz thin with che far 
piercing venim therok, had mp death long ere this time beere ac⸗ 
quired , Wihat then map J tearme it whereof inſueth ſo great a 
languiſhment % See, ſce, the Nightingale howe melodiculip (ee 
Chaunteth, and my Flute hath kozgotten hir wonted muſike: Ve⸗ 
hold how the pong kiddes [kippe vpon encry hillocke, and J Utte 
beere laden with teares , The flcurcs are nowe in their chiefeſt 
pꝛime, and Dorcon alone maketh chapelets and noſegaies: the 
Cliolet and the Oalep haue couered the paſtures with their beau» 
ties, and Daphnis languiſhing by bis maladie withereth onelie 
in flame. Dorcon is in his gaietie, and ſhoztely will become 
fairer than J. Thele, and ſuch like ſhepeheards lamentat ions de⸗ 
liuered hee foozth, till wearied with the remembꝛance and ſearch 
of that griefe, whereto he knewe neither remedy noz end hee left 
the de lolate groue, and with a counterfet excuſe returned againe 
to his Chloe, wha long ere this time had awaited his pꝛeſence. 
Now Dorcon, whoſe riper peares had inabled his clowniſh 
ſconce,both wich larger Ckil,and greater exþerience,triumphing 
on the harmeleſſe ſimplicitie of either of theſe two louers, lifed 
not to ſpend much time in the long and needelefle wooing (as he 
thought) ol hir, whome though of her ſelfe he were repulled, pet 
by imparting ſome part of that whereof hee had ſuffic tent, to the 
couetouſnefſe oł him that guided hir) he pzeſumed he might when 
he liſt purchaſe at all times ot hir ſuppoſed father, firing therfoze 
his eies on his ſtoꝛt᷑ of cattell and other coine, where with bis la⸗ 
bozing peares were plentifully inough ſtozed, hee onelpy wanted 
but time and meete occaſion, to further his pretended conke⸗ 
rence , fo2 which hee tbence fozth attentiuely waited, Making 
therfoze a ſure reckoning of Dryas, whom ant ient neighbozhocd, 
and long acquaintance had linked vnto him in ſome particular 
knowledge, it fell out, that by a pꝛeatie occaſion, his intends 
ment grewe lpeedilye to bee effected. Dryas hadde a peece of 
ground adioynyng not farre from the dwelling of the cow-heerd,

whereuppon, whileſt hee was there buſic d, in plant ing an arboz, 
Dorcon made the often ſurutew chereot a meanes of his tommu⸗ 
nicatton: and greeting him eucry bp, and his people with lundzp 
neceſlartes where with to cale their tar let pꝛouiſtion, as well of 
cheeſes, bzead, and other vittelles, he oue dap among the reſt bes 
gon to enter in purpoſe @ renouation of their anticng continuance 
their peres both being alike, their keping ok cattel togithers, and 
ſuch like remembꝛzances, wherewith men of common account are 
wont to commend their acquaintaunce , In continuall harping 
where vpon, he laſtly lell on termes of Chloe, and to diſcourſe of 
bir marrtace. 

Much was it that the cow-herd,after his ſubtil clowniſh guiſe, 
info2cer vato Dryas, wherbp the better to make him ſelfe ſecme a 
man adapted to ſuch a purſute, ⁊ the rather to inco2age Dryas to 
make him his ſon in law, beſids the much reputation of his welth 
eucrinoze thzuſt foxward, to giue vato him alſo the greater and 
moze cuident demonſtration, chat he ſhould not marry bis daughs 
ter to a beggar 02 apinch fit , hee cendzed vnto him ſoz his good 
wil, many faire and huſband-like pꝛelents, rich fo2 the fate of a 
cow-heard as he was, wherof he p2aid him to wake acceptance;# 
to giue his good will to the martage . A poke of fayꝛe large oxen 
would!he giue fo2 the plough, 4 hiucs of bees, fiftic foote ſquare 
of the beit part of his oꝛchard, an ox hide large # thicke fo2 lether, 
x euerp pere beſides a faire Ep2inctpal hecfar , That Dryas was 
couctous Dorcon had good expericnce,and therfoze intruded vps 
pon him lo manpe faire offers: the delicacie and wealth wherof 
tickled indeede ſomething erceedinglpe the minde of the man, 
and had it not beene , that a certaine doubtfull feare over-tooke 
him, of ſome vnlooked fo; after-clappes, bee bad peraduenture, 
22 of that commoditie conſented to the determined pur⸗ 
pole, Ap | 

But conſidering afterwardes better of the caſe , andeffecming 
by the likelihoods of thoſe oꝛnaments which with Chloe hee had 
had receiued, that hit deſcent was not ſo meane, as to reſpecte 
a place of ſo bale a calling, no2 a ſhape ſo far nioze than ſecmelp, 
reſting in hir excellent pꝛopoꝛtion, ought to be beſtowed vppon a 
creature ſo far out fauour, and altogither ſeruile: hee vtterly ab- 
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ffained any further to harken to the ſute of Dorcon , reckoning 
fully with himſelfe, that if euer after it did happen, that ſhe were 
recognized by hir parents, c that then it ſhould be known, that fox 
conctouſnes ok gaine, hee Had in ſo bad and vile maner miſpꝛized 
bir, it could not but turne to his great decriment © irtctuperable 
vndoing, ik at the ical wiſe he might vpen che knowledge thereof 
be infranchized from veath:Led therfs)e es he was by the regard 
of theſe donvts, he therevppon pꝛated Dorcon fo; very ncigbboz⸗ 
hooves ſake , to pardon hun, and excuſing in other ſozt the mats 
ter, willed him from thence-fozth that hee woulde ſue no further 
vnto him. 

This conteited fo2e-caff of Dryas, was nothing at al pleaſing 
to Dorcon, who ſeeing himlelke now the lecond time, with ſo flat 
reſolution put off, could almoſt (what betweene love and griele of 
ſo manp good gikts, that hee had in vaine beſfowed) haue become 
deſperat. It vered the pooꝛe ſoule to the hart, to ſce, that his moz⸗ 
nings milk cheeles, his fat calues, and bacon, were thus vnto the 
chuffe Dryas imparted, and all fo2 nothing: he could haue wht⸗ 
ned dut · right foz ſozrow, and his humozs rumbled togither with 
ſo bad a medley, as made his ſenſes wzing foozth diuers tender 
paſſions from cut his wzinckled countenance. But pet recemfoz⸗ 
ted quickly /as to ſuch it often hapneth) of theſe vnceuth pengs, 
the ſuttle clown began by a new deuiſed fraud now to c5pas that 
which beto2e he found ſo difficult, watching fo2 this cauſe a con: 
uenit᷑t time to find Chloe(if it were poſſible alone) d to thts end, 
bethought himſelke, that vpon cutome cche after others they vs 
ſed to d2ine their flockes at one certain time of the dap togithers 
to dꝛinke, the one of them dailp, as it kel out after the other, Heres 
of Dorcon tooke heede, and onely expected the day when ſhee as 
lone ſhould dziue them, which being come, the ſeelie cow- heard 
thinking to woke a great maiſkerie in the ſimplicitie of chele 
ſoules, tooke vppon hym adecett of maruellous finenclfc (refs 
ſpecting , that it was wzought out of ſo hammer-headied a 
trunke)and the deuiſe was this. Me took the (kin of a orc at welle 
which one of his bulles fighting by charmce had kilicd with his 
hoznes, and ſpꝛead the ſame all ouer his backe, and Hot lo eps 
the foze-feete thereof, fell iuſtlp beſoze him right cucr his hbends, 
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and the hinder legges alſo couered his thighs do wne bnto his 
becles, the head, as a vilard, lay all ouer his face, and thus 
dilguiſcd as hee was, by likelihoode in the full ſhape and pꝛopoz⸗ 
tion of a woolfe , hee dꝛewe himſelke right vnto the fountaine, 
whither ſhould come the flockes of Daphnis and Chloe to be was 
tered, The ſpꝛing was ſcituate in a valley verye intricate and 
crooked, and all the place rounde about fo2 the moſt part enuiro- 
ned with bzembles , ſharpe pzicking furzes , and lowe declining 
ginipers, in ſo2t, that if a woolfe in very deede he had beene, he 
might eaſily haue couched himlcife thereabouts to haue doone a 
ſpoile, Dorcon buſled himſelfe in the thickeſt of thele couerts, 
waiting the houre when Chloe ſhould come, aſſuring himlelfe, 
that by the fearfull ſhewe of his ſhape , bee coulde not chooſe but 
amaze hir, and in ſuch amaze might eaſily ſeaʒe vppon hir, and do 
what he liſt vnto bir. 

Not long had the woolfe · like cow-heard couched himſelfe, but 
the ſhepheardeſſe ( as wonted) came with hir dainty flocks, hauing 
left hir Daphnis behind, buſted in cutting downe of the moſt ten⸗ 
der twins and boughs, foꝛ his goats to bꝛowze vpon, againſt they 
were returned to paſture, the dogges neuertheles, as accuſtomed 
gar ds vnto bir ponglings, at that in tant accompanieng her. And 
as it is a thing vnto them naturall, to hunt vp and do wn, range 
round about the field, ſo at the lad ic befell, that drawing neere 
vnto the buſh where this diſguiſed cow - heard lay ccuching, they 
perceiued him buſſing, end deeming it ſome beaft , began ta bate 
apaſe : the ficrceit of them here vpon began to ſnap at the woolfe, 
and the rei, hardned with this ouſet, ſet alſo vpon him. Dorcon 
was now in an ertaſte, anv not varing to ſand vpꝛig ht, fe; feare 
and ſhame of the diſguiſe by him without effect pꝛetended, the 
dogges vn weet ing ol the fraud, tooke no moze knowledge of him 
than whi om did the hounds of Acteon vpon their maſter, dilgui⸗ 
ſed as he was in the ſhape of a Hatt, but harcicng fa? vppon the 
tow- heard, one in one plate, and an other in an other place, ſo 
rudely ruſhed vpon him, as tearing the woolfes (kinne from his 
ſhoulders, they made him diſtouer him ſelfe at the laſt to be no 
moe than the pooze and ſimple tow heard Dorcon. 

By this time the maſke grew vrterlp to be marred,# the ſharp 
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percing teeth of thoſe mercilefle dogs pinched ſo neere his but⸗ 
tockes, as Dorcon wastaine to fart, Chloe fearefull of the e- 
uent,+ dꝛeading the furie of ſome wilde beaft, ſkreched a maine, 
whereof Daphnis hauing tegarde, ſped himſelke in all haſt to her 
reſkue, But Dorcon contrarie to expectation, hauing ſuſteined 
moe penance than he required, and peſtered with the continuall 
biting ofthe dogges, could no other waies releene him ſelke then 
in diſcouering what bee was, where with incite againſt his will, 
he cried vehemently to Daphnis. The ſimple pouch luſpecting as 
little fraude, as his innocent peares miniſtred vnto him occaſion 
of euill, wondering at the accident, and thinking that it had bene 
done onclp but as aieſt, wherewith to haue fraped them, appꝛo⸗ 
ched the Coweherde,and bothhe and the Shephardeſle rating the 
dogges, and D2awing them thence with their common whillle- 
pipe tooke pooze Dorcon with much paine from out of the cos 
uert, whom ſcarce being able to ſtande fo} the many hurts in di⸗ 
uers parts about him reteiued, hauing nothing wherewith to 
fende him ſelfe,thep led betweene their armes tothe fountaine, 
and waſhed his woundes , which done, they bzought him bp the 
hand vnto his wate, and recomfozting his decated ſpirites by all 
meanes poſſible let him at the laſt to the peculiar in ſight, g con⸗ 
ſideration of his owne euils, vnknowing alas were theſe to har: 
die guiles and enterp2izes of Loue, vnto thoſe tender Ie, no 
did they at all participate anye parte of the frawde to the ſame ins 
cident oz belonging, whole charie regarde of well-doing, bes 
came the onely ſuppoꝛte ot their meere ſimplicitie and good mea- 
ing. 

: 3 now ſolitarily conceiuing of this ſo firange au alte⸗ 
ration. had all his imaginations thencefozth vererlp benommed, 
foꝛ enerthereafter to continue a loucr. And in this hurlie burlie, 
the vnaccuſtomed baying allo ofthe dogges, had ſo farreſcattergy 
abꝛoade the flockes and herdes , as both Daphnis him ſelfe and 
Chloe has much paine, til night to dʒꝛawe them together againe, 
the one part whereok being climed to the hieſt rockes and moun⸗ 
taine toppes that might be, and the other fearefully Ureggled in 
diuers partes downe towardes the ſea coafes, And albeit , their 
joynt herdes were otherwiſe ſo well oꝛdzed and taught by their 
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guides, as that with the leaſt clap of handes, whiTle ,'02 other 
lounde of voyce that might bee, they woulve dzawe to their 
companies, pet nowe were they lo farce frighted with this vn⸗ 
couth noyſe, as that with all the trauell to them vſed, thep could 
ſcarce be wholie bzought together againe to accempante , But 
night, that bzingeth in concluſion cuer ie labour to cude, had at 
thela% conducted allo theſe heardes into their ſcucrall toldes. 
And weriſomnes of the patuefull trauel lucteined, ſetued them as 
a meoicine to bzing into the thoughtes of theſe palſionate der⸗ 
lings the accuTomed ref, from whence a good while ſinte they 
had beene bercued, Sleepe made them to forget their loucs, and 
the ferucncte of the ir palſton {waied thereby a great deale Icife 
in the diſturbance of thoſe their mutuall affectes. But the bzight 
ſhining day, which ts the diſconerer 4 common rene wer of cuerpe 
craſed fantaſte,put her and him in minde againc, of their wonte d 
mileaſe. The ruddie raies bꝛandiſhing the Eaſterne ſkies, reuea⸗ 
led a new the lreſh & quick ſpreading flames of their late reccucd 
paſſions , the enteruewe ok each bꝛeding on the firſt ſight, a nos 
uell griek, ilſuing interchauncheablie from him to her, aud her to, 
him, not fo} that they ſawe eche other, in either of whom the cons; 
templation was a mithzidate to a peſfered conceipted minde, but 
Pp the deep percing in ſight therby ſuFened conceived in each vew 
ſo wonderfull and ſtraunge an effecte , as in concluſion con⸗ 
uerted the fozmer phyſicke it received, to a moſt encreaſing 
and almo{t trrecupcrable maladie, | 
Infinite were their deſires (koz to couet, is to mankinde natu⸗ 
rall) but what it was they deſired, oz wherein conſiſted the deter⸗ 
minate concluſton of che ſame, that by their ſimplicitie, could no 
wales be defined, Ik they coueted to ſee each other they law, ik to 
plate togethers, they plated, if to ſpeake, they ſpake. if mutuallye 
td embzace, they imbꝛaced, and hecreof there was vntothem at all 
no kinde of controlment, At their libertie they enioyed what they 
liſted, and hauing all that they would, they could not pet, conceiue 
therein the pꝛincipall part, of that they moſt deſired. Tontent⸗ 


ment repoled it ſelfe vppon their deeyeſt diſquiet, and from their 


greateſt miſcontentment ſpꝛang vppe againe their chiekeſt eaſe, 
Now was it in the decreaſing time of the ſpzing, and freſheſt 
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Sommer yerking in her gapeÞ pꝛyde made waye to her entrance, 
the flowziſhing growth or etterte living ting, wared piowde 
of their beeing. owe blollomen were the keuites on trees, 
aud Ceres in her tillage, and Pomona tn her ozchardes, bꝛethed 
in the freſſh2tt apze their (weetelt ſanours, Titan hauing 
wound bym ſelke in the Cravbe , dꝛiewe facto the Lions 


cabbin , whereby the ſeaſon growng hoote , it leemed 


the Riuers ana xrauclke ſpzinges, placed in moſt coole and 
temperate ſhades, inuited each pauchkull gallant , co thepz 
ſweete p:caing baynes ; TAhereunto Zephyrus gentlie bul⸗ 
ling thozowe the twigges of the loftie ines his comkozta⸗ 
ble biates , appeared by the pleataunt murmare thereof, to 
make a kynae of Maſique, by mcanes of which trilled ſome⸗ 
tymes downe befoze them the {w?ere ſmelling appels from 

the hyeſt bzaunches, | 
Phoebus ſpozting him ſelfe to glaunte thꝛough the thics 
keſt grooues vppon their naked ſhapes , made Daphnis ( enflas 
med both by an in warde laue and heate of the pꝛeſent ſeaſon) to 
viſite the ſprings, where cating him ſelke into a delicate Riuer, 
one whple would hee chaſe the Swannes alofte , and an other 
whyle cat him ſclfe to the bottom catching therewithall at the 
ſmoothe gliding fiſhes . Often would hee gulpe into his en⸗ 
trayles a great quantit ie of the coote water , and then lwimme 
again waſhing'& turning himſelte in the frcame deſirous to ſee ik 
there-withall the hotte parching heate hee ſuſkeined, mighe 
anie waycs bee cooled: but all invaine, fo2 that the fozce theres 
of, by afarre moze vehement furie, was inwardlye luppozted. 
Chloe hating by this time dꝛawen foo2th her ſheepe and goats 
to be milked, remained ſo mich the lenger thereaboutes, fo2 that 
the ſharpe ſinging flies buzzing round about her vnſtained vis 
ſage hadde in the dzawing downe of the ſonne ſomething buſilte 
vered her, wherevppon hauing waſhed her face in one of che 
neereſk founcaincs , (hee gatheredof all ſoztes of fowers , and 
them weathed, inthe bzaunches and tendereſt twygges of the 
Yine-trees, whereof ſhee made a chapelet, and therewith crows 
nedher amber coloured treſſes , and hauing carded her ſelfe in 
the(kinne of a mightye heart, buckled fait on her even pꝛeſled 
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ſholders, ſhe filled one pot of wine and another of milke,and there⸗ 
with came to entertaine her deerlie favoured Daphnis. TUho 
kaſtening his carneſt lookes on her admirable bewtics made 
waie to illue trom the riuer, and ſhe ſtroking againe his delicate 
limmies with freſh prepared clothes, finding nothing therein to be 
repzehended, { ſo rightly pꝛopozcioned was hee in all kewtures) 
wich many lweete embzacings clothed ſhe him apace in his ſhep⸗ 
geards garmentes. In all this demeanour were not the conceites 
of Daphnis, in beholding her graces altogether vnoccupieo, 
who ſeeing her compaſſed in ſuch nymphlike attire, ſuppoled 
one while that ſhe was as the fayꝛe Læda, who fo2 her exceading 
ſhape, deſcrued ſolie to become the mother of the moſt beautifull 
Helena, an otherwhile him ſeemed that ſhe was ſome Io, onely 
meete to be reſerued to none other but fo2 the mightie Jupiter, 
ſometimes hee likened her to one of the Vy-phes in the Caue, 
whole lookes as he thought, carted of her behauiour a moſt nota* 
ble reſcmblaunce , and holding her pot in her handes of wine any 
milke cowardes him, hee was wholie confuſed by Leue the fozce 
whereofdiflilling amaine toithin him, had wzouche to his moſk 
ſecret entrailes - Smilingly therefoze taking the Chapelet from 
her head, and with great deuotion kiſſing it, he put it on his own, 
and taking in hand an harpe, whereon his ſoktened ſtrokes were 
varied with moff excellent conning, he tuned the ſame kozthwith, 
and ſong thereunto in her pꝛaiſes this dittie following, 


Sweete ſreetned be the houres,the daies, the monthes and times, 
Wheress with ſweete conceipts my ſoule, thy ſweetned fauor climes 
Smeete be thy lookes,thy touch thy peach, ty gate and all 
Ten thouſand ſweets betide thee ſtull, whoſe ſweetnes ſtaines them all, 
Ye flouret whoſe motlie hues dopranke im Natures pride, 
Do ſtrowd your ſelues,and for my ſweete, your beauties lay aſide. 
Fr temprate weſterne winds,» hoſe aire yeulds ſmeetned breath 
Denie your ſireete to be as hers,whoſe ſweet yeelds life or death 
Ye deintie tuned fowles whoſe notes do decke < ſprin 
Confeſſe in hearing of her ſoundes,your ſweets ſmall pleaſure bring

Whoſe pleaſant walkes her paſſage decks, and Spreading fauours die 
Apree 
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Aree with me in this, my ſireete (ſurpaſſorg far ) 
Exceli the ſweetnes of you all, aud doth your pleaſmres bar. 


Vis ſong concluded in the delicacic of this ſo great a commens 
eacion, Chloe tooke no lmall plealute , in ſeeing her (elie thus 
brechlie to he magnified in the liking of him, whom aboue al other 
ſhe moſt en:ierlp fanoured,whercfoze ent lining her lookes to his 
werte di$1!ltng fauours, ene while tonceiued ſhe great pleaſure 
in parting of his locks,bzown in colour as the irtle berrics,res 
ſembling therein che comlie ſhape of Adonis, lulled ſometimes in 
che lap of Venus, and denot ing in particuler termes the ſom of al 
his perfections , with many lugred ſpeches ſhee bi gan to admire 
him, which kindling in Daphnis an earneſt zeale in contemplas 
cion of all her fattours, made him in farther demonſtrat ion of the 
great felicicce he thereby concetued,to adde vnto his fozmer p}ais 
{es alſo, theſe ſucceding verſes, 


Thoſe hear: the golden wiers of my wel tuned ſounde, 
Become the pleaſure of my panget, and make my iopes abounde. 
Theſe ſcemely cies the glaſſe whereof my femture ſbaies, 
And forehead large, the field on which depends my blisfwll raies.

dꝛawing his flute, gaue him ſcife theteupon to gaze at full upon

about him co countermaund his demeanozs, bee began letretly 

thus to deliuer in him ſelle. Oh howe lweetlie thele eie liddes of

vnto her the kozce of her wing, not withſtanding, che birde came 
ſo neere that with fluttering vp and downe about her face, ſbee 
awakened Chloe out of her fleepe , the feare whereof , made the 
Nymphe , ( fo} that ſþee knewe not what it was) to ſkritche

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The graſhopper was pet betwecne her bzeſſe®,and as on t de⸗ 
liuered as it [ſeemed from danger, and in the kinve it bare, wil⸗ 
ling to ſhewe it ſclfe thankekull, began to chante where ſbce ſate, 
remunerat ing thereby the good turne at her handes recciued, bp 
reaſon of which, Chloe not pet experienced of the accident, cricd 
outright , and Daphnis againe laughed a pace at the ſpozt, and 
loathing to gricue her ouermuch, conueicd thereupon his hande 
betweene her bzeaTes,and tooke out the graſſchopper, which pet 
thankefulbof bir lauegarde continued chaunting betwecne his 
handes, whereupon the faire Shepheards knowing what it was, 
tooke it againe & returned it ſoꝛthwith into her boſcme, S hotly 
hereupon it befell that a certeine Ringdeue ſitting in a groue 
hard by, began to ſing, in whoſe ſong Chloe taking great delight. 
demaunded of Daphnis the reaſon thereof, wherupon the gentle 
Goatheard deſirous of her vtmoſt ſatilkaction, began to recompe 
vnto her, this ſtozie following. 

There was (mp dete) lapd hee, in times paſſed, a young das 
moſell fapꝛe of ſhape , and in the pꝛime of her age, bewrifull as 
pour (elfe, who keeping her cattcil vpon thele paſtures, had right 
excellent (kill, both to ſing and playe vclicately . Ver beaſles 
had pleaſure in her tunes, and ſo delight full was the ſounde of 
her voyce and pipe, that ſhee gouerned them at pleaſure, and was 
able to dꝛawe them whether ſhe would. 

This beautifull Nymphe (itting vnder a ſtatelie Pine, ha⸗ 
uing her head crowned with the leaues thereok, one dape haps 
pened to ſing a ſong in the honour of Pan, wherewnh her beaſtcs 
began ſo earneſtly to be enclined, as that they dꝛewe them cloſe 
to her ſoundes. Necre vnto her was there ikewyſe keeping of 
Cattell a certaine poung youth , freſhe and froolicke as her ſelle, 
who right well hand!ed his pipe, and could thercon plape manie 
deint ie dittits. One date amongſt the reſt, with intent to ſbewe 
that his comming was not bad, hee tocke his pipe in hende, and 
thereon in diſdaine of rhe \Vy--phe , placed ſe ſucetelp and melo» 
diouſly, as that with the onerpleaſing ſounde thereof, bee dꝛewe 
from her eight of her fapzeft beaſfes, purſuing the \weetneſle of 
his Pipe, doe what Hee could, and made them to topne to 
his companie, where-with the pooze wenche vered loz griete & 
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intollerabſe dilpite, to ſee hir flockes ſo muche to be diminiſhed, 
and chie fly alſo, that ſhe was thus ouercome in hit olun cunning), 
tooke ſo great a griefe of the ſame, as that ſhee pꝛaied the gods, 
and they vouchſafed to chan ze hit into a foule, rather than any 
moꝛe wyth ſuch inkamie to returne to hir dwelling . This per⸗ 
foꝛmed, and ſhe, as pou ſce, being made a bird of the mountaine, 
in accuſlomed ſozt, followeth vp and downe, plaining hir ill hap 
amd loſſe of hir beaſts, whome ſhe leeketh, being thus as ſhe was 
vnluckily ouercome, and ſinging as ſhe was woont to doe, retei⸗ 
neth pet ſome part of hir auntient tunes and ſozowfull complai⸗ 
nings. 

Tn theſe, and ſuch like dcuiſes, ſpent they the diſpoꝛtes of the 
pleaſant Summer, till Autumne dzawing on, the vintage began 
to appꝛoch, fo2 that the grapes grew fully to be ripened, in which 
time certaine rouers of Tyre, hauing a Foiſt rigged and manned 
lately from Carye, hapned to come aland vppon the Jſland, and 
roming vppe and downe here and there vppon the countrep, they 
pilled and (potled all places where they came, and armed as thep 
were, ranne into euerp cozner to take what they could get, where⸗ 
by, as chance hapned, thep tooke great ſfo2ze of wines, graine, and 
honp, the naueltie whereof was ſuch, as it was pet in the ware, 
and therewithall robbed and ſpoiled the ſcelie Dorcon of all his 
beats and cattell, leauing the man ſoze wounded, and wel-nigh 
dead with their blowes, And courſing as thep were vp and down 
in the Iſland. Daphnis by ill hap walking on the ſra- banke, was 
by them ſurpꝛiſed, fo2 pet was not Chloe gone foo2th wyth ber 
ſheepe, being early dapes, and fearing ( foz ſhe was alone) to be 
infozced, by ſome other of the rudeſt ſozt of the ſhecpheards. The 
rouers ſeeing this pong pouth, faire, ſeemly. and F rong, and thin⸗ 
king him of better regard than any part clſe ot their pꝛize, they 
made no further purſute afrer his goates, but contenting them⸗ 
ſelues with his perſon, and that they had beſides they returned 
a zaine to their Foiſt: Daphnis crpeng out vpon Chloe, the res 
3 of whome in this extremity did onelpe conſume 

im. 
Theſe theenes being ſcarce got aboard, and not pet makyng 


wap with their oares into the ſtreame, Chloe by this time was 
come 
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come vnto the pa tures with hir ſheepe , and failing ol Daphnis 
in the place of their actuſtomed mectings, ſecing there wir ball 
his goats and tender kiddes all ſtattered and piſoz2eied,here and 
there, ſhe began to feare the woozt , At lat, hearing his voice, 
pet ctieng and con plaining after her { fo? pet was hee within 
ſound) ſhe letc hit ſheepe, and thiowtn xr downe hexePipe, haſtney 
with all ſpeede poſſible co Dorcon, in minde to require his aide, 
whome bet weene life and death ſhee founde groueling vppon the 
ground, halfe ſ{1ine of the theeues, and ſcarce able toz fatntncs 
to deltuer his minde vnto hir, having lof of his bloud an creees 
ding quantitie. The cow-heard pet perceuing Chloe to be there, 
the remembzance of his anticnt loue, hindled in his minde ſome 
nauell fozces , whereby infozcing himlelfe a little, he thus ſayde 
vnto hir: My deere Chloe, thou commeſt euen nowe vnto mee 
at the rendzing ot my ghoſt, koz lonx J knowe J cannot liue, fo 
manp wapes haue theſe crucll rouers wounded me, and beat me 
downe as an ore in the all : neuerthelcs, ifchiu wilt, it is pet 
in thy power to laue Daphnis, and to be reuenged on the wicked 
creatures fo my death. J baue (Chloe) hitherto accuſtomed mp 
beats to the ſound of my pipe, and that in ſo certaine and aſſu⸗ 
red manner, as in the hearing thereof, be they neuer ſo far from 
me, they wil yet by all meancs poſſible dzaw hemewards again: 
takehcre my Flute quickly, and haſſ ing to the ſea coaſt, ſound 
vnto the bea*s mp tune, that often befoze this thou haſt heard me | 
teach vn'o Daphnis, and wherein thy ſelke J knowe , art reaſo- 
na'lp well inTructed by him, at che hearing whereof, mp beaſts 

T dare aſſure thee will ſhift to tome backe, and Daphnis there⸗ 

bp map be ſaued. Mo Flute I freely giue vnto thee fo2 thy tra ⸗ 
uell, whereon heretofoze J haue gained the p2ize emong all the 
h:ardſ\men, onelp fo2 recompence J require at thy hands but once 

to kiſſe me, whilef pet J am now dieng, and that my ſonle ſhal 
foozthwith depart the vodie . and when J am gone, bewaile mp 
death, an yet thinke vpon Dorcon et the leaſt wiſe when heres 

after thou ſhalt beholv any others @ keeping of cheir cattell, who 


Dauing deliuered vnto her theſe ſpeeches, the kiſſe Fe retep⸗ 
ucd of Chloe, and his life ended at one inTant togither . TUhere* 
| = vpon 
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vpon ſhe tooke his pipe, and foo2thwith ſette it to hit mouth, on 
which the blaſfs ſhe vle we were lo (hill, that the beaſtes hauing 
knowledge thereof,and the tune thereby deliuered, they altogi⸗ 
ther with one amaſe,buſled out of che Foiſt, and iointly with one 
poiſe ruſhed into the ſea, which being but onthe one ſide alone of 
the ſhip, the kaͤꝛce and waight of che multitude was ſo great, that 
therewith they quite ouerturned the veſſels , and whelmed men 
and all therein into the ſea, but not with one and the ſelfe ſame 
hovc of (ſafetie : fo2 that the theeues beeing clogged with they? 
harneſſe, (woꝛdes, and other defenſiue weapons, were not able 
by the waight thereof long to helpe themſelues, but Daphnis 
being licht as the Summer ſeaſon requtred,vnſhod and naked in 
the vyyer parts, eaſily came to land, ſuppoꝛted by the hoꝛnes of 
two of theſe oren iointly. betwene whome, hating caſt himſelke, 
he was eaſily carried to land, fo2 theſe kind of beaſts by common 
opinion hauing longer kozce of wimming than any other crea: 
cures wh atſoeuer, except onely the fiſhes and water - foules, the 
pꝛoofes whereof haue beene made by diuers . In this fo2te , as 
por haue heard, eſcaped the pooze Daphnis in dangerous aduen⸗ 
tures at one inſt ant togithers\, the one in becomming a perpetu⸗ 
all bondſlaue to the theeues, the other alter eſcape of that hazard, 
in being deliucred from dꝛowning. 

In being come foozth of the ſea, he found Chloe vpon the ſhoꝛe 
betweene hir fozmer diſtilled teares,and pꝛeſent reioicing of his 


ſafe arriuall, entertaining him at one inſtant togethers e wheres 


vpon, cating himſclfe betweene hir armes, he deſired to vnder⸗ 
tand of hir the cauſe of hir plaping at that inffant on the Flute. 
Chloe, vpon ſich demand recounted vnto him the whole pꝛogreſ⸗ 
ſton of ſpeech betweene hir and Dorcon, the vſe of his beaffes to 
that ſound, the robberte, ſpotle, and woundes by him receiued, ſi⸗ 
nally, his death, and befoze his dying, how he committed to her 
vlage the cuſtodte of his pipe, onely of modeſtie abſtained ſhee 
to tellot ber kiſſing him, as a matter auer and beſides the chance 
ok that.his pꝛeſent delinery , But Daphnis recreated of his heas 
nic 1vonrs, foꝛgat not foꝛ to honour the memoꝛie thereof in the 
perſon of Dorcon fo a perpetuall remembyarnce, and therefoze 
togither wyth his parents and kriendes celebzated accozdingly 


his 
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bis vnhappp kuneralles, as by the death cf whome grewe the cc- 
caſtou of his valooked foz eſcape out of io manikeſt perilles , His 
bodp therefoze being cloled in the ground , Daphnis with other 
ſheepebeards round about his graue, planted {wav}y trees ,, aud 
eache one hung, vppon the boughs ſeme part of his cunning mats 
fries, they cat alſa rhcrevpos hallowed grapes, eud milke, aud 
foz that he was cunning vpon the Flute, thep fired ouet his graue 
ſundꝛie ſoztes of pipes . Mis beaſts being come aſhoze,pitcouſlp 
belowed , and crped after him, which {ome heardlemen inter⸗ 
pꝛete d to be a ſoʒtowfull lamentatien,foz the want of their guide 
and maiſter, 

TUhen Dorcon was thus cuterred, Chloe tooke here Daph- 
nis, and led him to the caue of the M Mp, where ſbee cleanſed 
and waſhed his bodie, neat, and pure of it lelfe, as the whiteſt ala: 
blaſter, afterwards gathering together ſundzp loztes of floures, 
as the pleaſant ſealon of the pcate then freſhly ſerucd , they made 
chapelecs foʒ the images, and ouer the mouth of the caue amon⸗; 
geil the other inTruments , tendered vnto the Vynpbe the Flute 
of Dorcon, as an offering, which being finiſhed, they returned 
both againe to ti · ir flockes, whome they founde all ſozrowfullp 
couched toget hers on the tender graſſe, abſtaining(as it ſeemed) 
from their foode , fo2 the loſſe of thoſe who were woout to go⸗ 
uerne them, whome they deemed to be vtterly periched. But 
hauing againe the ſight ol the ir beloued guides, they fell afrcſh 
to their palkures, the (ſound of whole voices and mclodious pi⸗ 
ping, made chem foz to taſte the better their accuſtomed ſees, 
ding. 

The goats couched befoze in the loweſt buhcs, began now to 
peke to the hilles, the kiddes Ripped foꝛ top , the ſbeepe and ten⸗ 
der la;nbs amazed no moze, bu; vniucrlally retoiced at their pꝛe⸗ 
ſence . Sitting therefoze downe on the hillockes, while Chloe 
wearied with ernc{ labs2,+tmotled with traucll fo2 the ſearch of 
hir Daphnis, gaue hirſelfe to the fountain, wherein to bathe and 
wach hir tender limmes: the parts diſconered vnto the pong goat⸗ 
heard, carrieng in themſelues the pureneſſe of bir comple xion, re⸗ 
nued afreth in his imaginations the thoghts of his loue. Now be⸗ 
gan he again to pant & bzeath,as if newly he were to be 2 
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for a pm ts the theues,nowe languiſhed he in like (o2t by his ſe⸗ 
cret imaginations, and ſo much allo inwaroly ſwelled, as it had 
bene one that had dꝛonke popſon,his pulces furiouſip bet by a diC- 
oꝛdered heat, as if yet his ſpirits had beene chafed;he liued & lon⸗ 
ged., and looking was neuer latiſſied of char, which'alwates hee 
mot defirev, The chꝛiſtall waters conte ined onelp in one ſlender 
ſpꝛing, in which the VMynphe waſhed herſelfe, bet ame vnto his 
ſight, moꝛe fearefull than the verie depeſt (cas, Pim ſeemed ther» 
vpon.bts lite as pet food in Hazard, at the hands of the moſt mers 
erles rowers, And thus continuing in theſe variable fits, Itued poze 
D 1phais ſequeſtred from the due accompt and benefit of all his 
paſſed pleaſures. like vnto ſuch a one as him ſelfe , who beeing al⸗ 
waies nouriſhed in the fielves,knewe not howe co make decerne⸗ 
ment of Lone 02 any part of his ſubtilties. But ſhee whole graci- 
ons lookes were repleniſhed with all kinde of fauour towardes 
him, perreiuing the melancholie Paſe wherunto he was d2inen, 
now freſh as the criſfall dewes had made her, and much like vnto 
one of theſe daughters of the Springs , o: Neptunet detling, the 
faire Venus her ſelfe iſſuing out of one of her fathers riners , in 
ſuch maner appꝛoched ſhe his pꝛeſente, wherfoze f2 9 ſhe was the 
ſoneraicn guide and directo) of all his thoughts,ſhe quickly could 
finde the delay wherewith his coatinuall courſing fancies were 
pꝛeſently to be mitigated. TUhereupon ioyning her ſelfe ſide to 
ſive vnto him, each greting the other with many louing imbꝛa⸗ 
cements, they enterchangeable framed their tunes one to the o⸗ 
ther, concluding that dates traueill with this ſonet folo wing.

2X Þ this time had the harueſt ſeaſon ripned and caried 
in all the cozne, and the vintage began a pace to bee 
ozought in hand, Bacchus feaſted in his glozie ſate 
cnuironed with che vines and the Bacchanals of the 

" pouthful god were now to be cellebzated. The people 
of Afuelene each where prepared their veſlels fitte and meet foz 
this ſeaſon, ſome beginning to haue in a readines their pzeſles,0- 
thers to wach their tannes, (ome to make pots and patifiiers whetr⸗ 
in to conuey the grapes, others to ſharpe their hookes,ſheares and 
kniues where-with to cut downe the ſtalkes, this man pꝛepared 
peſtles to b2ule the grapes, they againe ſcaled hempe to be beaten 
where - with to make creſſet- light to continue burning foz them, 
when the wine wared readie foz tunning , Daphnis and Chloe 
were not idle in theſe companies, who putting them-ſelues alſo 
fozwardes to the common labour, were of all ſoztes of the people 
gencrallie cche where liked and commended , Pee fd} his part, 
carted the grapes in the panyers,and trove them in the troughes; 
afterwardes alſo tunned the newe wines, and gaue bim ſelfe 
with trauell vnto euerie etertiſe. Shee {tkewile tricking her 
ſcife neatlic,mave ſondzie chings readie fo2 the workemen , dꝛel⸗ 
ſed their meates, and pꝛepared foz them wines of the olde peare 
paſſed,and mingled with milke , and when (hee had ſo dene, then 
would the re:ourne againe to the vines, and frem the bzaunches 
that che might ealelie attaine vnto, cut downe the grapes, foz the 
vines of Vieneroble in Mitelene, dot all for the moſt part growe 
zlowe, oz at the leaſ- wiſe neuer to hte, oz ſpꝛeading to much on 
the trees, whercon the bonches pendaunt alſo are commonly ſo 
weightie and great, and ſpzeading themſelues there-with into 
ach length and vzeadth , as that a childe of foure oz fiue N 
| old, 
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olde,may almoſt reach vnto them. 

And as the cuſlom is in theſe Bacchanales, whe the grapes are 
in this (ozt gathered in, thep call from all places of their viliages, 
their neighbours, as well men as women togethers to help in che 
vintage. Accozding wher- vnto they being chere aſſembled a won⸗ 
der was it to ſce the womaniſh demeanozs of the moll part of 

thoſe goſſips, what cenſures each of chem gaue of p pong ſhepe⸗ 
beary Daphnis. They ſetmed eache of them to bee en: mozed on 
all his particularities, ſome of them hauing in chorſeN recening 
his talke and ſcemelp ſtature, ſome his peuthfull countcnances, 
not pet fullie growne vnts manly tipencs, others his abourne 
locks curled naturally in the fazepartes gfives, and artificiallte 
kemed and treſſed behinde, ou his ſhoulders ,this againe had in 
eſtimat his faire ⁊ goodly fozte head, eies, other ſeemlie pꝛopoꝛ⸗ 
ctoned fewturs not to be deſpiſed, hee looked on his legs ſtraighe 
and bie calued, that commended his amiable fauours, bee ing ſuch 
as where - wich the Aymphes them ſelues might not dildaine 
to bee acquinted , TUith thole , his actiuitie was greatlye pꝛai⸗ 
| 2 » and by them againe his \ kill in Puſique pzincipallie extol⸗ 


One amongſt the ref? vnpacient, as appeared of her feruent 
ffcion, rung ve a ſudden to the baſhfull Shepheard, 
Kilſed ere dte was aware his dclicate lippes , whcrewith as one 
that had beene picked oz Tong with a waſpe , the bluſhing youth 
angrie in his minve at the wꝛong to him tendzed in his Chloes 
pꝛeſence, rubbed and reuſed his lippes, as if thereby he had ſuf et- 
ned ſome notable blemiſhe. | 

Nowe as the women kedde thus their galing etes vppon 
Daphnis, fo likewiſe the men on the other ſive vppon the ſurpal⸗ 
ſing demeanours of Chloe grewe greatlye to bee amazed. Her 
geſtures to them appeared of ſo notable ercellencie, as with the 
like whereof their groſſe concetptes had ſeldome befoze beene ine 
bred. The vnaccuſfomed gaſing of whom had caT in her ſceme⸗ 
lieviſage, a bermillion moze perfect , than reſted in the ſreſhe 
ſpꝛinging roſe , wherewich the verie coloure ol the fine and freſh 
garden lillie beeing conferred, a mixture ſo exquiſite and veins 
tie thereout aroſe , as tha it oy the pureſt and my 
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counterfe: of t weet favoured beautie, that might be, had taken 
var gut tu yir countenaunce , They daunced ottemimes, and 
ca pued about bir, as whilom did the Satyres in their madding pas 
ſiim:s, full sftentimes wiſhed they themſelues to haue become 
as the Heepe and tender lambes, the rather to be reſtant in the 
co:npaip of ſo ſeemelp a ſheepeheardeſle , and often to be dallied 
with and touched in hir delicate hands , The inducements wher⸗ 
of, gre ve vnto the ſeclte Chloe, ſo tedtons, as Vefoze the ſeu erall 
vlages of :he others had bene vnto Daphnis. Often wiſhed they 
iointlpe, that theſe vintages were once paſled, and that their li⸗ 
bertie ſequeckred from thoſe vnuſed ſocieties ) might returne to 
the a zaiu in haunting the valleis, as they were to-foze time accu⸗ 
ffomed, and chat in Teave of theſe fawning pꝛaiſes, thep mighe 
once heare againe their melladtous Flutes in the fields among 
thelr flockes freſhlp to be lounded. 

After a fewe vaves nowe paſſed , and the vintage ſomething 
ſpent, their wiſhes therewith began alſo to take effect, by means 
wh:reof Chloe in woonted guiſe ledde earelie in the mc2ning her 

dene to the paſfures: Daphnis alſo ſetled amongeſt his hearvs, 
as ane that had a long time beene eſtranged from his delights, 
began with pleaſure to haunt the downes , and ſemetimes with 
his goats to clime the ſteepeſt rockes. It was a wozld of liking 
v1:9 him, to toine his pipe and tunes to her notes, ſometimes 
alſo plaied He ſweetly vppon his Flute, wherevnto, one while 
with his voice, an other while with his muſtke would Daphnis 
anſwere againe artificially . Then dootng their woonded obſer⸗ 
uances to the Mh, they viſited their caues, groucs, and plea- 
{ant fountaines , and on their ſtatues hung they many bunches ok 
their faite t grapes: Chlocrenued againe their heads and treſ- 
ſes, with freſh herbs and floures, and dallieng afterwards toge⸗ 
thers, as bceing returned to the plate and reſiaunce of all they} 
bappinelle, they entred into their woontev ſheepeheardes paſs, 
times, 
Now as they were thus plapieng, and ſpending the time togi⸗ 
thers, there hapned into their company on a ſudden, an auncient 
heardſman, his head and beard ſnowich white foz age, but pet not 


altogether ſpent tn yeares , who beeing clothed in the faſhion oa 
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the oldeſt ſheepeheards, laluted theſe darlings, and pꝛeſentes 
the wich ſundzp fruits which he had bzoughe thither in his buys 
get. And reſting himlelfe vpon the ſoft turfe hard by their ſides; 
beganne to enter wpth them into divers diſcourſes, The yoong 
ſheepeheard and his V had pleaſure to heare him, and with 
great attention gaue heede to all che ſpeeches, that by his aunct- 
tient experience were deliuered, which hee perceiuing, the good 
old man continued with great good wil, x hauing ended the lame, 
and they both woondzing Gill what hee was, hee entered at the 
laſt with them into thele termes following. 

Jam, my ſonne(ſaid he) the aged Philetas, which heretokoze 
haue honoured theſe /Vy-phs, and haunts, with diuers and ſundzy 
ditt ies, and pet recoꝛd I mp Flute at this dap, nothing wozne 
from the ancient melodie, in the honour of the mightie Van. Ma⸗ 
ny ſtately heardes heeretofoze haue I guided, and onelpe by the 
ſound ol my Pipe , to all thinges conſtrained, and to this ende 
tame J nowe vnto pon, to tell you what J haue ſeene, and what 
on pour be halte. hath by the mightie ſoueraigne of Laue beene de⸗ 
linered vnto mee. There is no hill noz groue heereabouts that 
bath beene vnknowne vnto me, no valley that J haue not haun⸗ 
ted, no} ſpring oꝛ fountaine, but J haue taſted, full vfte in my 
pouth haue J repoſed theſe decaped limmes vppon the ſweeteſt 
graſſe, and with pleaſure haue J ſoong vpon theſe hillockes our 
ſheepeheards merry lapes and paſtimes. 

And nowe vaverfande pee, that J haue heere · by a verp faire 
nurlſerye, which by mine owne handie ererciſe J haue ſowed; 
planted, laboured, and crimmed, with all kinde of oelicacies, e⸗ 
uen ſithence the very time that (conrained by creeping age) J 
haue abTained any moꝛe to feed and watch my beaffs, vpon theſe 
goodly plaines, TUithin my nurſerie, there ts nothing, that foz 
the ſeaſon of the peare map be deſtred, but J haue it there ſeated. 
Fo? the ſpzing time, Jhauc roſes, violets, flouredelis, hearbs, 
and other dt uiſes of ſundꝛp ſopts : fo2 the ſummer, peares, apples, 
cherries,plummes, berries, and fruites of all kinre of pleaſure. 
Now foz this ſeafon of autumae haue J alſo, grapes , figs, nuts, 
ozencces, pomegranats, mirtles, and twentieother uke pleas 
ſurts. To this nurcerie by reaſon of the ſcituation and delicacie, 
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haue cuſtomably alwapes teſozted diners (c2tes of birdes . of the 
bꝛaueſ kindes, flocking in troopes, both to feed and ſolace theme 
ſelues, chanting onthe branches and hedge-rowes chetreabout, 
their harmonious ſoundes, wherein the couere being very ſpaci⸗ 
ons and wide, by reaſon of the great number ok trees, euery where 
growing. giueth vnto them the moze {cope and pleaſure a great 
deale, whereby at will they might recreat them ſelues all toge⸗ 
thers. 

In thꝛee ſundꝛy plates ok this plotte, ariſeth thꝛee pꝛincipall 

fountaines, iſſuing from the moſt we eteſt and boleſome ſpꝛings. 
watering wich their euer - flowing toppes, all oner the gardens, 
The grounde beeing ſo wide, and the trees ſo thicke, make the 
place ſeeme a farre off as if it were a woode. CTAhileſt warilp J 
haue dape by daye attended mp fruites, and wich great pleaſure 
hearkened after the ſound ok theſe gentle birdes, beholde, fo2 a 
great ſpace together ech day about noone, J baue perceiued trips 
ping in the ſhade, vader my mirtle trees. & pomegranats, a faire 
pong boy, holding in ech hand pomegranats and mirts. is ſhape 
white as the colour of milke, an other time red as the glowing 
fire , bis (inne pure, ne ate, and clrane, as if euen nowe he were 
tome foozth ol ſome pleaſant riner, naked is he alwayes in ſhew, 
and ener alone, and without companp:him ſeemeth to haue great 
felicitic,in gathering my floures, mp fruits, and mp berries, and 
that doth he lo freely and ſo careleſſe of checke 02 controlment, as 
ik the plot were his owne , and not belonging at all to anyeother 
but himſelfe, which hauing often perceiued , J indeuozed manie 
times to runne vnto him, fearing leaſt in his tripping and ſkips 
ping vp and downe, he might happen to bzeake mp mirtle twigs 
v2 pomegranat bꝛanches, but not fo this could I euer ſo muche 
as once reach neere vnto him, ſo nimble is he in his flight, and 
tberewithati ſo ſwift, and beeing ſo eſcaped;, then cooleth bee 
binſeclfe couercip, ſunowding vnder the roſters , and ſo 
bnder the bꝛoad tpreading pcppies , no otherwile than if it were 
ſome pꝛeatie flicng partridge. 
Map times haue J coutſed after the yoong ſucking kivves, 
und often falowed after my tender talues, but this ihan thoſe, ſee⸗ 
-meth à tatte moge contratpe paſfance, fo2 doe what I; 8 
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might neuer attaine vnto bim, no, when ſometimes hee hath al⸗ 
mont ſcemed to be vnder my bandes. Therekdze, ſceing that 
no pirluce auailed, and conſidering, that by reaſon ok mine 
age J became wearie, and fainted, J leazev once on my affe, 
watching alwapcs his goings, that ili J might keepe him in 
ſix6t, and the eripping lad, dꝛawing ſomething neere mee, 1 be» 
gan to reaſon with bim after mp manner, andtemaunted theres 
vpon, what neighbourhoode he had vnto vs, and vppon what vc 
caſiou hee cooke vppon him in luch manner to enter mp nurſerte 
and garden, and without leaue oz other demaunde, in ſo2te as 
hee did to gather mp floures and fruites, wherevnto he anſwerev 
me nothing, but app2oching lomething maze neere vnto me, he 
ſweetely beganne foz to (mile , and daintily ſecmed fo2 to ſpozte 
at mee, caſting with his delicate handes, the mirtle berries on 
mp face and bzeaff . TAhat operation. the ſame might by nature 
haue receiued I knowe not, but with the ſott touching blowes, 
J felt mp ſenſes and minde (mmeDiatly towardes him co be mol» 
lified , neither could J afterwardes foz my life, ſomuch as ſeems 
angrie. 4 j 7 
Being thus calmed of all mine eager purſute agatuſt hym , J 
conuerted therevpon mp calloprito intreaty, gently pꝛaping that 
vpon aſſurance, and wichout:any feare 02 doubt at all hee woulde 
come vnto me, (wearing by mp Mirts and all my pleaſant ſruits 
and nurſeties, that wu as much good wil as might be, Z would 
let him go againe, and veſides of mp mirt le berries, and laireſ 
pom granats would giue vnto him allo the beſt choice and plenty, 
and ſuffer him at all times after when hee liſted, to gather both 
floures and fruites at bis pleaſure, onely that (oz all theſe court es 
ſtes and offers, he would permit me at his daint ie cheekes to haue 
but one ſole kiſſe . Mert -vppon the gentle lad beganne to laugh 
right hartily and apaſe, and with a gap any plealant che cre, file 
led with alt kinve of delight that might be, hee tendzed vnto my 
bearing a found ſo lwerte, amiable, and weil pleaſing, as there is 
no nigheingale, thꝛuſh, o2 other kinde of bird whatſoener, chat 
haunteth either worns oz Hedge-rowes, that euer gaue foozththe 
uke, oz carried in hit tunes, (o-dzlightfull a melodie, and in the 


veliuery thereof thus he ſaide vuto me. 3 
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It can not, no2 ſhall (Philetas) bee vnto me a peine to kiſſe 


thee foz that of mine owne inſtince, and pꝛoper condicion, the as 
nu le cuſtome thereof , is giuen to delight mee, and moge elli⸗ 


mise and pleaſure haue Atherein, then there is deſire in thee to 


retouer thy pouch and wonted paſſed ſpoztes, wherein thou haft 
bene conuetlant, agatne. But take hecde that what berein thou 
demaundeſt of me, retourne not in the end to thine own hurt and 
damage, as athing altogether vnfit and viſagreing to thy pꝛeſent 
age. Fo} that J can aſſure thee, that not withſtanding thine aun⸗ 
tient eſtate, whetein thou thinkeſt thy ſelfe to be vtterly freed ; if 
but in the leaſd (ozt that might be my lippes ſhould couch thee, 


thou ſhoulve( pet as horelic bꝛoile in deſire , and couct to ſollewe 
me, as anic others. Nowe is my flight ſo great, as there is neither 


Egle, falcon, noz other foule whatſocuer, be their winges neuer 
ſo (wikte;that can ouertake me. 

J am not as thou deemelſt, a chile, albeit in my ſhape there is 
ac all no other appearance, but fo my ofſpzing am moze antient 
then olde Saturne, oz anie auncientrie it (elfe. Then thou Phile- 
ras waſt here a poung- man, and in the flowze and pꝛime of thy 
youth and iolitie, when thou feddelt thy heardes in theſe mari⸗ 
ſhes, chen and long befoze that, did J knowe thee. Thy playing 
here on theſe hillockes and plaincs, whereon thou often ſoundeſt 
vnto the hilles and rockes thy wonted tunes, are not to mee vn⸗ 
knowen. Neither thy fatre Amarillis on whoſe pouthfull beawe 
ties, thy amours ware then ſo feruent, and notwithſfanding noz 
bee, noz thou coulde euer perce iue mee, pet was J fill in the 
middell of pour lones ,neere, and euermoze here and there about 
pou, By me Philetas thou enioycdſt her as thine owne, by meanes 
whereof thou haſt obteined many child1en, who as thy ſelfe are at 
this inTant growen vp to be good heardſmen and labourers . ©0 
nowe haue J alſo in like charge two impes of the ſame kinde, ſa⸗ 
cred from their infancie tothe Mynpbes, and honouring in their 
ſhepheard habits, both the paſtures 4downs,Daphais and Chloe, 
derlings vnto bewtics ſelfe, and vnto whole [affections both Pan 
and Satires betome charie. Pauing thismozning bꝛought them 
together vnto the. downs. Jentred immediatly fox mp viſpoze 
into thy nourſerie, culling as thou ſceſt, thy fruites flowzes ann 
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trees, which thou by thy fruitfull labour haft there planted , any 
waſhing mp ſhape in thy fountaines, doe ſolace my ſelfe round as 
bout the lame, which is the cauſe Philetas, why all thyplantes 
and herbes do grow with lo great ſucccſle, and are in their pzime 
ſo faire and ſeemely to ſhewe , foz that bythe ſelfe ſame (pzing 
wherein my louing lunmes are bathed, thy flowzes and plants be 
watered. 

Fo p2oofe of this, behold thy trees, and al thy nourſerte ouer, 
round about, ant ſee if by reaſon of mp paſſage , ſpo2t o2 daliance 
there - on, any one tote be b2oken 02 periſhed, the fruites any thing 
ſpoiled,02 either ſtalke oz herbe, ſo much as by any of mp ſteps 
foiled,o2 thy fountaines troubled, and then repute thereby thine 
owne happineſſe, who only among all others of thine age, haſt the 
daily ſucceſſe and fruition of my wiſhed companies. De had no ſo⸗ 
ner deltuered vnto me theſe lpeaches, but flutcering fozthwith os 
uer mp Mirtes, no otherwiſe then if it had bin ſome pꝛetie pleſant 
re dbꝛeſt, he perched fro twig cotwig.thzough e beſides the green 
leaues and inthe end mounting to the verie toppe of the tree, J 
there perceiued his bowe,his arrowes,his quiuer and winges ac 
his backe, in the beholding and admiring whereof, he lodenly vas 
niſhed away,and J bcheld him no mote, Tf now my white heares 
and aged experience, map giue teſtimonie of any accident, oz that 
my iudgement thereby map be auatleable ineught, then dare J 
aſſure vnto you both, that you be chairie vnto Loc, and that the 
reſpectos and ſpectall diſpoſition of your actions are wholie ves 
ted vnto his godhead. Daphnis and Chloe giuing hecde to this 
ſage concluſion of theauntient Philetas,cor.c2tucd as great felicis 
tie therein, as ik he had repozted vnto them a matter in pot ing a 
mightie kingdome, vppon which occaſion, they began earneflp 
to demaunde of him, what maner or thing it mizht be, chat ſo was 
termed and called by the name of Leue, if it were an inlante, a 
birde, oꝛ what other thing els that might be conceiued, and what 
was the power and foꝛce, and in what manner i: ſwaied. Wher- 
vpon old Philetas anſwered them agalne. Leue, ſaid he, is a Gov, 
young, faire, and beautifull to beholde, fethercd allo with wings, 
by reaſon whereof his apparance is ſoden, and taketh pleaſure to 
be conuerſant with young kolkes, he r kauours, c maketh 
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the hearts of men to flie as it were with winges, his powze is 
michtier then that of Iupiter, hee ruleth ouer the Elements and 
ſtatres, æ ouer thoſe alſo who are gods as him ſelfe. Your (clues 
haue not ſo great ſoueraigutie ouer your flocks, as he hath powze 
ouer the wozld. The flow2es herbes and trees, are the labours of 
Loue, by him the waters coole, and the windes doe blowe . J haue 
ſeene in the verie beaſtes and birds allo his powze to haue greatly 
ſwaied. J mp ſelfe ſome-times being poung , loued the faire and 
freſh Amarillis, in which time of the continuance and feruencte of 
mine affection,mp feeding and appetite was taken away, J ca* 
red neither to dunke noz eatei, noz was capeable of any caſe oz 
quiet, melancholie and ſadnes miniffred my pleaſure , mp heart 
panted in the dailie imagination of her whome J loued , fome- 
times ſeemed J to be in a traunce,an other time as one that were 
beaten oz tozmented in his iopntes. Uerte flames as J thought, 
were kindled within me, koz the ſtanching wherof, J often cat 
my ſelfe into the riuers, and called often- times the mightie Pan 
to releue me, as he that once had beene amourous him ſelfe of the 
faire Pithys, and thcrefoze was not vnexperienced oł ſuch lonely 
paſſions, J often thanked the Mymhe Echo, in that beeing in 
the woods, ſhee ſondzie times would repeate, the name ofſweete 
Amarillis after me. In ſo much as perceiuing my ſelfe manie 
wapes to be perplered, I neuer could finde anie remedie whereby 
to leſſen the vehement and ardent flames that frettcd within 
me, ſaue onely the laſt and finall concluſion of all manngr of af- 
fection, which was the ſole andonelp linke whereby enchained 
eache to other, my long beloued Amarillis did at the laſt em- 
bzace me. Jnthe enioping whereof J founde that kiſſes gaue eaſe 
to ſighes, liking tolonging, and bedding eache with other after 
mariage concluded, tbe ſome of all our determined affection. 
Phileras hauing thus debated with theſe ſeelie louers, leuing 
(by diſctiption of him ſelfe ) within them, a platne and euident 
diſcouerie of their owne knowne diſpoſitions , and continued 
griefes, deparced at the laſt vnto his dwelling , Upon all which 


peaches, Daphnis foz his part was not vnmindekull, but finding 


in him ſelfe, a perfect patterne of all chat by Philetas was befoze 
diſcourſed vpon,he founde himſelle nowe in greater _ — 
3 


Daphnis and ( loe 
befoze,fo2 that Loue had long ſince alreadie begon to touch him 
to the quicke, wherefoze ſeeing by all ſimilitudes of comparing 
bim lelte with the diſcourie vttered by Philetas betweene him 
e his Amarillis, that the paſſion be ſuſtained, was only by Lowe, 
and that to the quenching and ſatiſfaction chereof belonged , that 
eche of them might freely ano loly iniey eache other, hee began 
now to ſtudie by all meanes poſlible how & in what ſoxt he might 
beſt endeuout to compaſle the ſame, And hearing that Lowe was 
a God, andremembzing there-withall that the like ofthe ſame 
ſhape and pꝛopoꝛtion which Philetas had to them deſcribed , aps 
peared to their parents in a viſion, at ſuch time as by expꝛeſſe di⸗ 
rection both hee and Chloe were committed to their cattell kee⸗ 
ping, hee began in minde, with humble obſeruaunce to reuetence 
him. But ſoꝛ aſmuch as the extremities repozted by Philetas to 
be continued in his loue, had bzed in Daphnis mote perſeuerance 
then the euent alſo therein deliuered, could by anie comtecture of 
bis owne, ſucceed to good and pꝛeſent end, the Shepe heard vered 
with his auncient paſſion (renucd by a freſhe conceipt of an other 
imagination) brake ints this complaint, which as a teſtimony to 
Pan and the other Nymph , of his vnuiolable meaning, hee reſer⸗ 
ned at one time 02 other in ſome of the trees there-abouts to be 


engraten,

Concludiug in this ſolitary fantaſte the love-Carrc of his hap⸗ 
pineſſe, who foz a little time after the departure of Phileras , had 
wandeced downe to the rivers, appꝛoching apaſe, the very appa⸗ 
rance of whome was as the comfozcable Sunne in the Spzing 
time, caſting his radiant beames to ſtirring vp and quickening 
of all carthly creatures. Their entermeeting togither was not 
without the accullomed pleaſure and tozments , the mixture 
whereof , neither grewe altogither exempted from the danger of 
one other particular moſt range kinde of accident, and thus fell 
out the matter. ; 

There was a company of rich and wealthp youths of the towne 
of Metelene, who intending to take a little pleaſure on the was 
ter, coaſted in a calme ſea , as it happened from the tcrritozie of 
their owne citte, downe along the coaſt of Metelene , the boure« 
nelle whereof, made the paſſage the moze pleaſaunt , in that the 
ſame is curiouſiy decked with faire ano moſt excelent buildings. 
Mheſe pong men peſſ:ng along as they did, by the Jfland ſide, 
landed in diuers places at their pleaſure, not offering violence oz 
hurt to any thing, but quietly till tooke the delight they came 
for, and departed. They fiſhed, angled, and fowled, with ginnes, 
nettes, and hookes at the ir pleaſure , and the country being ker⸗ 
tile of it ſelfe, they not onely ſatiſfied their delight with pzeſent 
paſtime , but filled alſo the table the better with good vittelles, 
And fozfomuch as their intendment was onely to be merrye a⸗ 
bzoad, thep refolued to faſten their boat foz one night, with their 
coꝛde vpon the ſea ſide, and there continue themſelues in a towne 
bard by vppon the ſide of the Zfland, 1

It chanced that the vintage, not pet being fully gathered in, 
the labozers wozking in the night as well as by dap, one of them 
by occ aſion, had to vſe a ſtrong coꝛde, which fo} that be hav none 
of his owne, he went to the coaſt hard by, and tocke the cozde 
wherewith the boat was faſtned. Thete pouths inthe mozning, 
ſeeing the hazard of their boat, being ſo at libertie, made carneſt 
inquirie of the wong doone , but the party that did it could not 
be found : wherefoze chiding with their hoſt alittle fo2 the iniu⸗ 
rie, thep retired backe againe into their veſſell,and hauing cour⸗ 
led vp along the coaſt about two leagues and moze , they came at 
the laſt on that parte of the countrie where Daphnis and Chloe 
pattured theic heards together. And foꝛ that the ſoile on that ſide 
the coaſt was altogither large and plaine, almoſt without anp co- 
uert, they determined to land there againe, and to haue a courſe 
oꝛ other wiſe to hunt, with their dogges oz houndes , if lo they 
might be ſuffered. Foz which cauſe they alighting all togither 
from their boat, dꝛew the lame as neere to the ſhoze as coulde be, 
and cutting downe the bꝛaunches from a greene oztar ſtanding 
hard by, they wzeathed the Urongeſt of them that they coulde 
bend, and therewith faitned their boat ſafe cnough (as they did 
thinke) to the land. 

Being now on the plaincs furniſhed with their dogs,hounds, 

and other neceſſaries, they began to place their toiles, on thoſe 
ſides and places that to them ſcemed conuenient and neccſſarie, 
but thrir vogges courſing verp euill, rannc here and there verpe 
diſoꝛdered, inſumuch. as leauing the game, thepranne into the 
miodeſt of the heards of Daphnis and Chloe, and their continu⸗ 
ally baytng at their very heeles.fraied lo much the goats & ſheep, 
that all of them beganne therevppon to be immediatly ſcattered, 
whereof the moſt part of the goats turning directly vppon the ſea 
coats, Daphnis ranne after the one part ofthem,and Chloe al⸗ 
ter the other. 
The goats there continuing, and hauing neither buſh o2 ought 
elſe to bꝛowze vppon, got them to the oziar wzeath, with whiche 
the boat was fa{ined. and bzoiwzing two oz thꝛee ot them vpon it, 
quickly riued the lame in under, whereby the boat being looſe, 
floted , by reaſon of the violence of the wautes, immediatly * 
3 t 
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the ſeas, The Methiniens milliking their ſpozte, and dzaw⸗ 
ing downe vnt2the coaſt , miſled the boat, and enraged deepely 
by reaſon that with ſuch miſaduenture, the lame, by tempell was 
thus vehemently carried, had no other reuenge, but alcogecher 
fell vpon the pooze and ſolitarie Daphnis. Nowe had the ſheep» 
bcaro na meane to make any reſiffance againſt a multitude, but 
defending bimſelfe as hee coulde, hee kepte them backe, till he 
bad cried and called foz moze aid. Ahervpon Lamon & Dryas, 
olde Philetas and others a number, that were nereſt about them, 
came foo2th , and deſirous to knowe the caule of the griefe of 
the Methiniens, they declared, as befoze pou haue heard, chat 
beeing at their ſpozt, and hauing faſtened their boat with a 
frong oztar band, the goates of Daphnis by therr cuill accen- 
daunce and keeping had bzow3ed the ſame in lunder, wherein 
their apparell, money, iewelles, and diuers kindes of pꝛouiſion 
being, in the ſame by miſaduenture of che looleneſle and tempeſt 
was vtterlp loſt. 
The whole fault and accuſation hereof, they vtterlp laid to 
Daphnis , and foz ſentence therein they were content to bee ad- 
fudged by Philetas. Daphnis, hee contrary-wiſe pleaded fox 
bimſelfe , chat in keeping his goates there a long time together 
they neuer did ſpoile oz offence to anp man, but that che badnes of 
their hounds, g their owne vnſkilful hunting dziuing themſelues 
amongeſt his heards , made them to take the ſea-coaſf, where 
whileſt he was gathering the greateſt number together, two of 
them lap bzowzing vppon the greene oz1ar without his knows 
ledge , Philetas hauing heard both allegations , freed Daphnis 


fra hurt, and imputed the whole fault as it was to the Methi- 


nicns, the pong men enraged herewith , beganne to and vpon 

foxce,and anſweared, that either they woulde haue Daphnis as 

— fo the treſpaſſe, 02 otherwiſe be there recompenced then 
oſſes. 

Pere · vppon enſucd on all ſides a great hurlie- burlie, and the 
Metelins dzawing in ſtill to their aides, the Meibiien were 
quite beaten out with their loſſes and diſcomſited. Being re⸗ 
turned home to their Cittie, they enfozxced marueilouſlie to 
their rulers, the wzongs receiued by the Metelum, not one lye 

affirming 
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alfirming, that they had beat them, but Noncly alſo and vntt aclp 
inſerted, that they had robbed and taken their goods from them. 
The Methinien conceiuing greate diſpite heereot in ſuche ſozte 
to haue their citizens vſed, and thep alſo deltended of theit moſk 
nobleſt parentage and houſts, denounced immedtatlie war in o⸗ 
pen fielde agaiuſt che Mutelenians fo2 the reuengement of theſe 
wꝛongs, but ſent them no wozd at all of this their ſpeedie intends 
ment, Foz the accompliſhment of this exploit, they gaue charge 
and direction to their Captaine onely foz the arming and furni- 
ture of 12. gallies, commaunding him with the ſtrength there⸗ 


of, to enter the fielvs and teritozies of the Aeteleniant, and with⸗ 


out all pitie to fozage, waſt, and ſpoile them of all they could get. 
And farther ſtrength then this they thought not meet at this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent to ſend, winter dꝛawing on as it did, and therefoze the leſſe 
meet to truſt a greater flote on the ſea, than thole which were on 
ſnch maner by them pꝛepared already. 

The captaine ſlacked no time, but furniſhed with al things ne⸗ 
ceſſarie, coaſted that part ofthe countrie of the Metelene, which 
altogether bozdexed bpon the ſea, and on that ſide of the land next 
vntothem , fozaged and waſted all the countrie ouer , carryeng 
awap diuers and ſundzpe booties and pꝛaies, as well of cattell, 
cone, wine, and a great multicuve beſides of pziſoners, all foz 
the moſt parte labozers, and ſuch as at that inſtant holpe in wyth 
the vintage. This doone, hee pꝛoceeded further, and foꝛaged al⸗ 
ſo al along the plaines, where Daphnis and Chloe mainteined 
their paſtures, and they being there in like maner, as the others 
vnpꝛouided of any reſiſtance, they tooke and did what they wouly 
on the bozders . Daphnis was not as then with his heard , but 
trauelled a little wap to gather greene boughs fo2 his poong and 
tender kids to bzow3ze vpon, ⁊ ſeeing a far off the great concourſe 
& fozmoſt entrance of his enimies, crept into the hollowneſſe of 
acertaine crooked paſſage vnder a rocke, and there hid himlelfe. 
Chloe was then a keeping the flockes, who no ſooner perteiuing 
the bzuite and outrage alreadie begun. tookt hir to flight. & thin⸗ 


king to ſaue hir ſelf by ſwift nes, got into the caue of the V.. 
But the fozagers hauing quicke ſight of hir, followed the tract 
lo neere, as they purſued hir cuen hard to the very caue. There 
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ſeeing no other remedy, the fell flat vnto the ſouldioꝛs, pꝛayeng 
them fo2 the reuerence and regarde due vnto the Ny»p-s, that 
would tender no hurt, neither co hirſelfe, noz to anp of hir beaſfs, 
But this petition of hers pꝛeuailed not, fo2 che Methinian ſonldis 
ours after many villanies and diſpites, doone and vttered in diri⸗ 
ſion of the Images, led both hir and hir beaſts away as a ſpoile, 
chaſing and dziuing both hir and them befoze them, in moſt cruel 
manner, and without any pitie 02 compaſſion. And ſeeing nowe 
that they had fully laden their galloʒies, with all kind of ſpoiles 
and boot ies of cuery ſoꝛt, they ceaſed to tyꝛe themſelues any fur⸗ 
ther: but fearing the vncertaintie ok the winter weather, beſides 
the hazard of meetings with any enimies, they deſired qow none 
other, but in ſafetie to returne home to their owne houſes , and 
finding the weather ſoztable to their purpole , they laid ſfrength 
to their oꝛes, and made way abzoad,the ſeaſon being ſo calme,as 
there was not ſo much as one puffe of winde where with to reſiſt 
them, 
ZUhen all the harrieng of this great ſpoile and bzute was at 
the laſt appeaſed, Daphnis ſozted himſelfe aut of his hollowe 
chine, and came againe into the plaine, where he lat their heards 
when hee went a feeding , and finding there neither goates no2 
ſheepe , no2 any newes at all either of them oz of Chloe, but 
onelie the emptte fieldes and pla ines alone without anye other 
creature 02 cempanye , and the flute whereon the Myphe ſweets 
lve was woont to ſound , calf downe and-lping on the ground, 
his heart ſweltred within him by erceeding ſozrowe, inſomuch 
as hee was not ſcarce able ro ſtand, but lykelie fooꝛth - with 
to haue ſwooned, and ſhedding foozth aboundannce of teares, 
ſo great was his griefe , as hee could not chuſe but crie out vp- 
pon Chloe, and that alſo right biterlie . Firſt ranne hee to the 
foot of a hie and vmbꝛagious rocke , whereon cuſtomablie they 
both were woont to ſit and talke togethers, and not hearing any 
newes of Chloe thercabouts,he then trudged as faſt as hee could 
downeto the ſca coaſts and there not finding her, he laſt of all res 
turned to the cane of the M Nhe, whether him ſecmes at the firſt 
incurſian of theſe ſouldiers ſhee made haſte toflie, and cating 
him (ele downe pꝛoſtrate there, at the feece of the Jmages. hee

ther comfozt than che which hee ſolie expecteth in thy happie 
pꝛeſence, ſigheth and evermo2e longeth after thee. O Godes and 
Nympbes, to whom theſe woods and walkes haue at any time bin 
charie, reuenge the wꝛong done vnto thoſe who haue honozed you, 
and let not my inkoꝛtunate he ardes and faireſt.bewtp of mp deere 
Chloe become an honoz to that their cruell conqueſt, 

Dauing run htnſcife a great while into thele & ſuch likewos 
full remembꝛantes, us it often happeneth vuto minds lurchar⸗ 
ged with too extreme ſoꝛrowes )a bꝛoken ſlumber ſuxpꝛiſed at laſt 
bis reſtles fautaſtes. And lying befoze the ſtatues of the Nymphs 
in ſuch kind of Extale, there appeared to him in a viſion, ihꝛe wo⸗ 
men ſeming by their poꝛt to haue bin godaeſes,thelt attire altoge⸗ 
ther Nimphlike, their countenances freyght with manifeſt plea⸗ 
uri s, who pelding vnto him ſondz ie and moſt amiable grates, ap⸗ 
peared to put fo ward to his relicfe many occaſions of comfoze, 
- Afterwardes the moſt ercetlent.as well in fature poꝛt and bewty 
of them all,cafing vpon the fozlozne ſhepheard ,her amiable ge⸗ 
Fures ſaid vnto htm: Ceaſe $epheard, thy plaintes and inceſſant 
dgnencations, and hencefozth be-recomfdzced , aſſuring thy all 
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that thy Chloe ia, and ſhall tonrinur lin uetie . The Men is 
aut t harge, ta. whom her peartes and ttutataa haut bin commits 
teo fcom her fa maſt cradle. and be ing left an infant in this taue 
we haue purueted hetherto fo2 her and ſo will continue to haute 
ſpectall conceit reſpect. towards her. Thinke not Daphnis that 
ſye is the daughter of Dryas, 02/bozneg tu this village as — 
fuppoſcd;d2 that this eſtate and calling wherein her nom is, befic 
teth her place and parentage. But know chat in keping het flocks 
bere, x doing vnto vs obſcruances, we haue ſuſfittently laid down 
and prouided what ſhall become of her, aud to what ende ti mai⸗ 
neth boch pour foꝛtunes. She is not nag halbe lead awap pʒiſo⸗ 
ner to Methimns, noꝝ ſball as than doubteſt become any part oz 
parcell of chr it ſpoyle. To aſſure chee the bettte wheeeof , knowe 
that we haue made meancs vnts the cod Pau who refivech heres 
about this large Pine, to become kaucurable and atdiug to our 
purpoſe. foꝛ that his power is moze pliable , and better exerciſed 
then ours1nfeatcs of watre. Me is tuen nowe parted. from vs, 
and gone fozwardts at our traue ſtes in cht cauſt. intending to 
decome g daungetous enen tathe Methimmlans. be 
of gend courage, and rayſe thy ſelte frum this ſolitarie Ca 
dome tu chy foftering pareutes LatnowanpKfirtale;andſhewthy 
ſelfe vmothem foz their better comfogt, who ſuppoſiug thee with 
Chloe to be taken, and ſpopled in this hurlie hut lie. haue ſerchey 
and ſozrowefullit ſengit the tound about theſepaſtures. Thy 
Chloe, oꝝ euer the fatrefdoor« next pal haue quite vailed of her 
purpie coner powdered withglumplingfars} together wich both 
pour flocks;wholerſafe and encier halbe hert againe teturntꝭ un- 
to thee. Such is the pleaſure of the My, that haue endeuozed 
to perfeurme this with ſuch ſpeede in drmontratieu ofthe fone 
and care they haus ot the: d 4303 ER 0%? 
Daphnis, aſſerteined in his imaginations vfthe truth of his vis 
ſion, a monke. and werping as much fo iop; a5hre M for ſop 
rom. ade his -devotions befoge the Mp nudthere vawed 
— — Ce nn flecks vnblemi⸗ 
Sed were returned; he would then ſacrifice toshẽ ene ot his fat 
teſt kim. And tuunlug ſrõ thence incontinent. t wardsihe imagt 
_—_ Seim whoappe eng. mn Tree 3 
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the feete of a goate, and two hoꝛnes on his bead, and heldednane 
of his handes a flute, and in the other a young kidoe, leaping as it 
were and \ kipping about him, he alſo made his pꝛapets to him; 
to become fozward in the purpole, pꝛomiſing in like ſozte vnto 
him one of his hie ſt and fatelielt goates. The enening dzawing 
on he tovpke vp the twigges and ſmall bowes which hee had ga» 
theredfoz his goates, and depatted home to Lamon, who glas to 
fee him, contrarie to expectation to be retozned in ſavetie 5 kciop⸗ 
ced with bis wife Mirtale. 

By this time nom the capt aine of the Methimenians,hauing 
long traue iled on the ſeas in his way homewards, and laden with 
great ſpoiles, and finding bis people alſo to bee ſome thing ouer⸗ 
weried, thought co take a har boꝛ hard by. and there a while with 
victuals and ſome teſt to tefreſh them. Ans finding at che laſt a 
place conuenient did there caff ankets, and gaue chem to all mas 
ner of ſpozt that might be to delight them, as thoſe that beſives 
the rich bootie they had taken, had no want of wine oz other deli 
tate vi andes, that the Jlande whence they came, could any waies 
affoꝛ de vnto them. And:careleſſe as they were of all things, freed 
and ſecure af foes 02 arte other hazard; it feemed at night in the 
midveft of their banguueging, that alt the land about them was of 
lire. and a ſodaine noiſt aroſe in their hearing as of à great fleete. 
and armed nauie fo; the ſeas, appꝛoching towardes them. The 
ſound whereot ann vit anfull ſight,mabe @me of th to trie Arm 
Arne, und athers to gathet᷑ together their tompanies, c weapons. 
One thoughthis fellomenert hi him was hurt, an other fraret he 
ſhotthat he beard ratlint in his cares, this ma thought his tom⸗ 
panion ſlaiue hard by hig ſide, an other ſeemen to fumble on dead 
tate aſtes. In birefe.che hurtie and tumult was fo wonder full and 
firaunge,as they almoſt were at their wittes endes. 18 

This great atrate tuntumed in ſach ſot ag ydu haue heard all 
the night long. and that in fo tetribte manner as that they vehe 
ment lie miſhed foʒ the daie,hoping in the appraring the reot᷑ to be 
telitued. But pet their reſt grewe not hy the moznings ſhewe as 
was expected, but each light thereof diſcouerev vmo them 
farre moze fearefull and ffraunge! effectes ;foz the goates and 
ede Daphnis wert all wzeachev and enutroned ny — 
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bomes with vine leaues and grapes, their weathers, ſberpe, am 
{amves,howleo as woolues, vpon diuers of their heads were gar 
lands of pite-trees, The ſeas alſo them-ſelues were not void of 
theſe wonverfull ewes, foz when they that ruled the oares went 
about to ſtirre them, they ſhtuered all in fitters. Then they went 
about to hopſe vppe their ankers They cleaued falt to the ſeas, 
The dolphins tumbling about their veſſt ls, bounſed them fo 
hard, that they were ready to fall in{under, and chemſelues to be 
mowned in the ſeas. A dꝛeadful noiſe was heard from the rocks, 
not as the ſound of any naturall trumpets, but far moze ſh1il and 
hideous , which ſhewed an onſet to be giuen vppon them by ſome 
waighty armies. TAyerof the Methimnians being in erceeding 
dꝛead, hurled altagethet to theit weapons, ſuppoſing , that the 
enemies fromwhome they had reft chat ſpoile , had come vppon 
them on a ſudden, without giuing them reſpect to gather their 
weapons, | 2. 35 0 

Byp the tonte it hereof map eaſilp be gathered, howe Pan the 
mightie ſheepe heard iayning with the M Mphe, became aiding 
to their petitions, and that txe rein upon theſe cruell rouers, 
de power ol a god, hee velinered vatortheir knowledge, how the 
night powits were nat fo lum eauſe vx other pleaſed with 
Mole their ſpoiles and robbertes. But he occaſion by theſe Me · 
thimiians could not be diuines, fox chat they tould not imagiut 
themſelues to haue reft away any thing ſacred either to Pan oʒ as 
np other ofthe Mb. And beeing as they wert in this muſe, 
About the mien or the dan, che captaine of their galleies not 
6 eie diuine pꝛouidence) was caſt in a deepe and heas 
nie ſtumbet . And as he lay ſlerping in his cabine, to the great ay 
maze of all che np, conũdering thoſe tumults, Pan hunſell 
twa viſion Foode right vefoze him, and beetng as hee was in the 
ſpupe vater the Pine 'vefoye veſcribed, he vſed-vucohimthele en 
the ute ſpee ehes following. 3.203330 075 332: 11 3150) 
2:1 erdeirany iſchiefoirs ſacretegers, home haue portyared 


with te tent und vneontrolled bolones, in armes and ſhewe of 
wat, ed enter thus ctuelly vppon my haunts and paſtures, dears 


to me alone, as where vpon repoleth my ſpectall velights, why 
N vou tauiſheb from me ny flockes and hear ds, my catteſt. and 
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becnes, and ſo thereby diſhondurtd my walkes and valleis, they 

telling as parcell of mp charge, and vnder my lode pꝛotection 
And not contented herewith haue moſt contemptucullp, and in 
greateſt viſpice that might be of the Vm ondot mee, who 
baue (cene it with our own etes,carted away the fatre ſhrepebcar- 
deſſe Chloe, cuen whe the remained in the caue, as comniticed ts 
their patronage and charge . J heere pꝛateſt and denounce nta 
vau, £8 J am theſgod Pan, and as the hiucly flockes and hr ars, 
arcjvnts me of ſatted pleaſance, that no one ot vou ſhali euet ſee 
Methimne agame, if pou do but ſo much as make meant to paſſe 
fo2wards with this pillage . Noz ſhal poueſcaye the witake ot 
thoſe htveous ſoundes that pou haue heard, u ithaut leauing ſo 
much as one of pou aliue but that the ſea it ſelle halt ſoake pou 
vppe, and pour carcaſſet vetome a foope vatachefiſhes: Render 
therefore backe againe vnta the My then Chloe aud to nie 
the flockes and heards pou haue taken, and let them immediat ly 
am land, that I may conduct them backe againe into theit haunts 
and paſtures, ſo dooing, I may remit the reſidue of the wzong, 
and ſuffer pon in ſafcie.careatue ag ame into pour countries,; ©; 
Che Captaine whoſe name was Btiaxia, beeing awaked, of 
fhis viſion, grewe into greater feare and amaze of this beaups 
charge and ſpeeches , Aud calling-cogether his ſouldiozs am 
tompanies. he tauſed pꝛeſent ſerch to be made fox Chloe thzoghs 
out all the galleis, among their number of pziſoners , and ſhee 
being found with a chapelet of che Mine tree leaues vppon her 
bead , hee declared vnto them the expꝛ eſſe counmmaundemen any 
direction ot the god: which doone s ibey all by eur cop ſent ſet hir 
al and. Chloe was no ſotner parted out of the veſſelſ where ſhee 
was, but they heard frem the hie rockes a ſound againe, but 
nothing dzeadfull as the other, dut tather much ſwerte, melo 
deaus, and pleaſing, (uch as the moſt cunning ſweephes cos ple-hey 
foze their flockes and heards, leading them une eu padnreg; 
Acche noife whereol the gontes, hiddesz end ſbecpe togither with 
tbeir tender lambes. iſſue d oner the ganzes, wit hauß feare on 
aup;regard at all of cuil. ſuipmina and le aping about Chloe. as if 
they ſeemed to haue iniutly with bit xejoiced at their meſent 
liue runtr. Bua che nchrt be ads ones 
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ſane onelye theſe; to whome it ſceined , apperratncd the ſounve 
from the rocke, whyerewirh thep alone were called. This the wer 
vnto the beholders a great wander which made them frarcfullp 
co regard thr power and puiſlance'of the mightie Pan. Another 
thing as ſtrange alſa as this was thewed vnto them, foz chat the 
ſheepe and goats ot Chloe led by the out ly muſikt, without ſhe m 
of any perſon at al that canducted them followed on the paffures, 
. kedde togither as they went, as if they had beene therevnto 
guided. | 

It was now about the time that the heardſmen after the mid⸗ 
veſt of the day paſſled, did accaſtame to dziue their beaſtes and 
flockes to be paſturev, when Daphnis a far off ſtom the top of a 
bie mount watching the time of his delightſome Chloes appeas 
rance, percetucd hir comming with their heards . Therevpon 
deſcending with all haſte poſſible into che plaines, with intent to 
meete hir, he called and cried with loud voice. O ſacred Nymph, 
© honoured and gentle Pan, and without beeing able to ſpeake 
the reft, he ran wich maine foꝛce vnto Chloe, and embzacing bit 
kaſt tuchis armes. grew ſo vehemently ſurpꝛized with the thoght, 
that he had no power to vnlooſe himiclfe againe, ſo great and ex⸗ 
teeding was the top whereinto he was whelmed, by the ludden e 
long looked fo2 ſight of her deſired pꝛeſence. But Chloe during 
this long embꝛacement, ſo louingly chafcd his ſpitites as that ſpe 
quichly recouered his ſurcharged conceits againe And then re⸗ 
counting tagither this long ſet ming time of:their ſhozt diſſeue⸗ 
rance, impatient cach one at the rchearſail of the others cuilles, 
they got them tothe vmbzagious rocke , wherein erſt they were 
accuſtomed with great pleaſure to be recreated. 
' There being let, it is not like but he with great deſire ſerched 
of ber rhe manner of her bereauing, her vſing and entertainement 
during all her ablence, the ſumme and effect whereof ſhe gently 
fecompted unto dim not fozgetting, there-wichall che hazarvs 
and daungers that fo; her lake thep were in, and finally , howe 
that by the gentle conduction of Pan, ſhee thitherto had beene 
carded and deliuered, whereat the pout bull ſheepeheard won⸗ 


dering, and knowing howe mightily bis pꝛapers had wzought 
in the cares of the Mamhihe like wile vnlolded to her his foztune 
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fo2 his patt reckoned vnto her his griefes,his ſerch lamentat ion, 
and all things chat ener he had heard oz ſeene in her abſence. 
Now when they had thus ech to other recounted their griefes 
and cares, and ſeemed both of them to be well contented and ea⸗ 
ſed ok their ill happes, they then deuiſed of theſe their ioyfull 
meetings,to ſend woꝛd to Lamon and Dryas: and one iy to make 
pꝛeparation thente · ſoꝛth foz their pzomiſed ſacrifices . Daphnis 
bauing perfourmed what he would oz deſired herein, the antient 
heardſmen were by this time come, wherefoze they deuiſev im⸗ 
meviately to go foxwardto their ſacrifices . Daphnis fo him- 
ſelfe firſt wieathing the pong hoznes of one ol his fatteſt kiddes, 
with bꝛoad vine leaues , in (o2t as at the appearaunce of Pan to 
the captaine Braxia, they were decked in the gallets, he bzought 
the lame befoze the caue of the Vy»9phs, and there flaping the 
kiode, did flea off the (kinne , and ſpunckling wine and milke 
thereon , hung it vppe befoze the Vymphs fo; a memoziall , then 
banquetted thep with the fleſhe bythemſelues , and with manie 
pꝛatſes and notable ditties framed, in their (weete remembꝛan ; 
ces, pꝛaied all togither the Nymph: to become vnto them fo e. 
uermoze fauourable and gratious. | 
But the next dap appzoching vnto them with a nouell pas 
lime, bꝛought allo a new kinde ofobſeruance vntothem,the mas 
ner whereaf they wholie dedicated to Pan, in whoſe hon til this 
time, neither Chloe noꝛ Daphnis had euet emploied any ſeruice, 
To this action alſo were aiding and aſſiſfing both Lamon and 
Dryas, Daphnis thinking no rewarve ſufficient to him that had 
done him ſo great a benefic,as not only to reſfoze vnto him againe 
his heards whole and ſounde, which vtterly els had miſc aried, but 
alſo to bzing vnto his boſome againe his Deere Chloe, which of 
all other things earthly. he moſt oblerued, tooke foꝛth of his heary 
the goodlieſt and faireſt of all his goates, amongſt the which hee 
chooſe the greateſt and moſt ppincipall bucke, him vdecking with 
wꝛeathed bowes of the goodlieſt Pine, and al bedewing his foze⸗ 
bead and hoznes with newe wine, the milke of one ok his ſpecks 
led ccoates,he began to make ready his ſacrifice. 
To this newe obleruance doone to the god of ſheepeheardes, 
came alſo the good old man Philetas, and with him his 2 
onne 
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ſonne Syteruu, and filling his lap with bunches picked of the ſinelt 
and moll deintie grapes, fruits ſtraunge and dellicace fo2 that lea⸗ 
ſon, Mirtle bowes, and pomegranats pet hanging vpon the bꝛan⸗ 
ches, and enuironned with their greene leaues, hee appꝛoched the 
Image of Yan, and honozing the fame with theſe lundzie pꝛe⸗ 
lentes awayted the reſt that ſhould bee doone and perfourmed 
by Daphnis. 
Before the pinetree where loode the image of Pan, compaſſed as 
it were in atabernacle, there was an alter paſtorall made of a 
great ſquare fone, fit and p2opotctoued in auntient time to the 
ſhepheards Cod, whereon the oldeſt ſheapheerdes and greateſt 
heard kepers, were wont fo2 the ſauetic of them and their heards 
pearely to perfozme diuers offerings and banquets, the retoꝛda⸗ 
tion wbercof, bought good Phileras to this paſtaunce. | 
Thither Daphnis hauing bzought his gift, killed the ſame 
beſides that ſtone , and taking off the \kinne With head, hoznes, 
and feete,hanging ill about it, faſtned the ſame to diners bꝛaun⸗ 
ches of the Pe, and hong it ouer the image of Pan, then cauſing 
the fleſh thereof in diuerſe ſoztes to bee dzeſſed, they ſpzcad their 
clothes on the ſtone , andthere-wich firſt of all began to furniſh 
their banquet, Then tooke Philetas in the honour of Pan and 
Bacchus, a great goblet of wine and milke togethers, and dzonke 
thereof as much as hee woulde, and gaue it afterwardes to 
Daphnis. 

During all this feaſt, appointed to the memoꝛziall of this ſeems 
ly ſheepheardeſſe, the antient heardſmen and ſhccphearrs, when 
hey had well dꝛunke and vit led themſclues together, took great 
delight torecozde amongſt them, each to other their trauels pal⸗ 
ſed, then beganne they to reckon the ſpozts and paſfimes ckthcir 
pong peares, their feeding of flockes, and keeping of cattell toge⸗ 
thers, their p2izes wonne by diners kindes of actiuitics, thepz 
ſhepheards loues, their laies, their many and hard kinde of ads 
uentures to compaſſe their likings : and finally , out of all theſe, 
how many dangers and thzeatned perilles, acwell by thecues, as 
otherwiſe, both by land and ſea they had eſcaped « One of them 
vaunted himſclfe in hispouth to haue killed a mightie weolfe, an 


other, that with ginnes and trappes he had - the n 
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of ſundzy rauening wild beaſts, this man declared how well & 
thziftily he had kept his cattel, only aged Philetas, fozgecing theſe 
long paſſed mem2oztes, reco2ded howe many times befoze all the 
hcaroſmen.t al that h3nozed Pan vpon their downs,he had in the 
ſeruice of Leue, ſound of al their bzaueſt muſik gained the victa- 
rye : Inſomuch as, but onelp Pan himſelf with his lweet Syrinx, 
there was neuer any ſhepherd found, that in his dates was able to 
excel him, The pꝛaiſe of this Philetas ſkil, hartned the freſh & iol⸗ 
ly Daphnis with his faire Chloe, to pꝛay of him, that at that ins 
ſtant in honour of the gentle Pan, he would manifeſt vnto them 
ſome part of his ſcience , as the only gift wherein they had grea⸗ 
teſt deſire to be inſſructe d, and wherewith the god of ſhepebeards 
delighted moſt to be ſaluted. Philetas would not denie them ſo 
iuſt a demaund, albeit he ſomething excuſed himlelfe , by reaſon 
of his great age, which permitted him not ſo good bꝛeathing, 
and of ſo long corf®nuance, as whilom in his youth he had. Nots 
with tanding, he tooke in hand the pipe of pong Daphnis, and 
bexanne to p2ofer thereon, but he found the lmalnes thereof to be 
too litle to compꝛehend thereon anp excellencie oł cunning, as be⸗ 
ing the pipe of a poong beginner, and luch as whereon a man (a 
wel pꝛactiſed, as himſelfe was able to ſhew no great ſkiil, Foz 
which cauſe, he ſent his ſon Tyrirus to his lodge, which was diſs 
tant from thence but halfe a mile at the moſt, willing to fetche 
him his own? pipe. Tyrirus thzowing off his tacket , tripped as 
light as vooth the tender fawne , running away in his ſhirt, to 
(ewe vnto Philetas, and the reff,his agilitie, and great nimble⸗ 
nes, during whole abſence, to thintent therby ſomwhat to recreat 
the hearers, Lamon tooke vpon him to recount in their pzeſencs, 
the hiſtoz ie of the faire and beautifull Syrinx, which hee {aide he 
heard in his youth deliucred by a Dicilian goat-heard. 

The company gaue heed to his ſpeaking, and Lamon thus be⸗ 
gan therevpon in their hearing. This Syrinx, ſaid he. the muſicke 
wherof hath bene from Pan recounted alwapes ſo excellent, was 
not by the foʒmoſt antiquity therof at the firſt an inũ rument but 
was a faire pong maide of fauoz and feature moſt ſingular & pers 
fect, wel loued the to chaunt and ſing foozth hir laies, with grace 
moſt wonderkul, and harmonie right pleaſant , Dfcen frequented 
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ſhe the downes,# had great kelicitie in keeping hir flocke . The 
ſhcep ſhe fed ſtood amazed on their paſfures,and when they heard 
hir tunes imme diatly they lekt their appetite of eating, At hit 
voice thep danced a lkipped, the lambs chemſelues frequented hir 
ſounds, x at the hearing therof, would trip vpon the hillocks, T he 
Nymph: regarded much hir muſike, and had hir oftentimes to ac⸗ 
company their diſpozts. Pan frequenting at this inffant the ficlds 
e paſfures, and hauing pleſure to chaſe the fewnes # kids round 
about the groues, heard vpon a time the faire Syrinx, ſitting by a 
pleſant fountain vnder the ſhady thickets, melodiouſly to deliuer 
fooꝛth hit tunes, heating the wonderful and variable notes ſhe 
ſang,vzew neere and necre vnto the plate, and kering that alwel 
with excellent cunning , as with moſt rare and prerting braut ie 
the wa3repleniſhed,he boldly ſept to hir, bicauſe he was a god, x 
pꝛaied at hit handes the thing be mol deſired, &beingercee ing 
amozous as he was, he began to tempt WOES h gifts. 
manp other faire pꝛomiſes, ſaying chat ik ſhe would incline to his 
loue, he would cauſe, that twite a pete hir ſyer pe and goats ſheuld 
peane and bꝛing foꝛth their pong. foʒ the giratet increaſe of hit 
flocks, hould baue two at once, beſives, the paffures ſhoulve vnto 
them be euermoze fruitfull,  - * 1 
But Syrinx nothing tegarding theſe amoꝛous offers; vnto bir 
made by the god, ſcoffed rather at his ſhape thi otherwiſe, ſaping 
the aſpected nt the lone of any one much leſſe of ſuch as he, who 
thoghhe were a god, pet was in pꝛopoztion mote like to one of p 
goats ot hir troop, than to a man. The god angry at bir diſdaine⸗ 
fol vlage, intended to take hir by fozce , but ſhce pꝛeuenting his 
fraud by flight, indeuozed to eſc ape, c he Nil putſueo bir. And fre, 
ling hirſe lt in thend to be gretly wearied, ſhe ſudenly got at laſt 
among the reevs,and therin treeping from place to place, woond 
hirſelfe out of ſight. But Pan inraged with greater veh mencic 
than befoze, in that hee coulde not ouertake hir, cutte downe the 
reedes in haſte. in minde to ſee ke q ſue after het, and not finding 
any thing elſe beſides the mariſhes, foz that hee was vteerite 
vaniſhed, hee then perceiued the great inconuentence whercvne 
| to he was dꝛiuen, and ſozrowing greatly foꝛ the 75h, whome 
| he kne we to haue beene conuerted info a rtede, hee croppc the 
ü 2 ame 
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ſame reede alſg krom the place, and thereof framed in leauen 
quils his arciſiciall and excellent pipe, che moll ſweete and de⸗ 
licate inſtrument of any other, the plealantnes whereof recozding 
pet the melodie ok hir from whence it came, beareth at this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent the p213e and honoz of muſike among all the ſheepeheardes. 
Lamon hadde no ſooner finiſhed his diſcourſe , and that Philetas 
wich all the reſt hadde highly commended it, but 1ytirus was 
quickely returned againe with bis kathers pipe, which was com⸗ 
poled of diuers reedes great and (mall togethers, trimmed at the 
toppes with Laton, and to him that hadde not beene acquainted 
with the difference it migbt haue ſeemed the lozmer indrument 
of Pan, which he had framed out of the faire Syrinx, 
. Philetas then raiſing him ſelfe on his feete from off his ſeate , 
begaune firſtin gentle ſazt,.to aſlay the quilles, and finding them 
to be in, ozder, and without, any impeachement of the ſound oz 
black, he. ne to ſhew his cunning . The noiſe thereok, was 
que ũ lonlalle molt pleaſant, and therewithal trange to be heard, 
wherein his artificiall handling the ſlops, was ſuch, as he could 
at e them go loft oꝛ hie, as him liſted. Then began 
Philetas foꝝ the moze inlargement of his cunning, to ſhewe vnto 
them vypon his pipe all loztes of pleaſures and paſtimes that hee 
could, the moodes whereoß he handled with ſuch perfection 7 as 
all that he plaied, you woulde haue thought almoſt to haue beene 
a thing indeede effected, whether it were in actions be long ing 
to the feeding and garding of all kinde ok beaſtes, which in ſun⸗ 
D} 5 oꝛderly tunes he diverſly had expꝛeſſed. oz in any ſozte other⸗ 
Wile. et 1e a Ty ' 11 157 1 
the compauie were whulſht and verie attentiue vnto his 
ſoundes, without one wo2de oz other ſpeaking at all, till Dryas 
at the laſt riſing from his ſiege, pꝛaied Philetas that hee would 
ſound fooꝛth (ome excellent tune in the honour of Bacchus, wher⸗ 
vnto himſelfe likewiſe daunced, and there handled the manner of 
their vintages, one while ſeemed he to carry the pots, then to 
bzing the grapes in a trough, after to lade the tuice into diners 
veſlelles , laſtly, to tunne the wine when it was made, al which 
ſo pꝛomptly and readily he did, and with ſo naturall a grace, as 
vato the beholders vid miniſter occaſion of great plealure, inſo⸗ 


much 
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much as them ſeemed verily beloze their eies, to ſee the vines the 
grapes, the troughs , the cunncs, and Dryas himſelke, dzinking 
in very deed of the newneſle thereof, 

This olde fellow hauing ſoncate and finely done his denoire, 
ranne immediately after to Daphnis and Chloe, and winding 
their turnes next wherewith to conclude the paſtime, the faire 
poong goat-heard counterkeating himſelfe to be Pan, and ſhe the 
faire Syrinx in their daunces, he firlt beganne to woe hir, and ſhe 


refuſed, then would he inkoꝛce hir, and ſhe then departed, he fol 


lowing hir, ſhe fled , then ranne he to ouertake hir, and ſhe leem⸗ 
ing wearie, bicauſe the reedes wanted, hid hirſelfe cloſely behind 
the buſhes , Then Daphnis taking in hand the great flute of 
Phileras, ſounded thereon a dittie lamentable and piteous, and 
of one amozous, that knewe not to be ſatiſfied:of one ſuing, and 
fill was refuſed, then ſounded hee the ſozrowe and griefe of hys 
want growne by extremitie, and that in ſo rufull manner as mas 
ued the hearers generally to compaſſion and pittie, after cloſing 
bis pipe puder his arme, as one deſperate of hir hee purſued, hee 
chaunced foozth in their pꝛelence this rufull complaint kollo⸗ 
wing: 


Te heauens (if heauent haut power to iudge of things amiſſe ) 

Te earthlie guides that ſwaie and rule the ſtem of all my bliſſe, 

Ye flarres if you can indge, ye Planettif ye knowe 

Of haynous wrongs, that tendred beene to men on earth belome,

Daphnis hauing ended his ſong and mulique togethers, the 
olde Philetas could not but commend therein both his youth and 
verie fozward inuention , and abaſhing him ſelfe wonderfullpe of 
his ſo great towardnes,in ſigne ofloue and good aſkectionhe bare 
vnto him, he gaue him his flute as he that fo2 his pꝛeſent ſ kill had 
well ſhewed himſelke of all others neereſt co appzoche his cun⸗ 
ning. The guyft whereof Daphais taking right thankefully, 
offered immediatlye his owne pppe vnto the Ood Pan, and al⸗ 
ter he had fer fozth Chloe and kiffed her, as one whom newlie he 
had found & receiued from a very flight indeed, the company diſſol⸗ 
ued here-vpon, and cach one returned home ſeuerally. The night 
dꝛawing on, cõmanded euerp man to the reſt, p daics trauel alſota 
king end, thep iointly repoſed their heards in their peculiar places 
But theſe two loucrs not hauing here with fully cõcluded, al their 
determinatid, began in their going home wards. eche one to make 
a particular intereſt of the others affection. And to the ende the 
better aſſurance thereo! might paſle to both their contentments, 
they iointly agreed to geue eche to other an interchangeable oth, 
5 In ſo much as Daphnis firſt beginning, returned back to the J- 

1 mage of Pan from vnder the Pe, and taking bis Chloe by the 
hand, ſaid. 

JT ſweare and here pꝛoteſt by the Cod Pan, thꝛough whoſe ſa⸗ 

. cred aid, J purchaſed thy late deliuerante, and whom foz this pur⸗ 

7 poſe J ʒealouſlie do here call to witneſſe, that Chloe of all others 

N " ſhall euer be vnto me moſtdeereſt, and that without her J ſhal not 

1 at any time think my life to be pꝛolonged in happines. This done, 

Chloe leading him alſo to the caue of the Nymphe, (woze and p20- 

teZed there the like othe in their pzelence , affirming ſolemnelie 


1 | that 
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that ſhe would euer line and die with her Daphnis , But Chloe 
as ſhe that was young, platne and ſimple, ano vauſed bekoꝛctime 
to the fivelicte of mens pꝛomiſes, recounting with her (elfe that 
_—DPaphnis in his othe had called the god Pan to bee a wirneſle, 
wauld needes haue in the ſame caue by othe alſo to make her a 
newe pꝛomiſe. This Pan (my Daphnis (aide (hee) is a wanton 
god, verie ſubtil and amoꝛous, in whom there is at all no credit oz 
affiance. he hath beene enamoꝛed on Pitys he hath loucd Sirinx be 
purſueth alſo dailie p Naiades, likewiſe the Vp Dryades, 
in him is nothing but inconſtancte and chaunge , ſo that if ſwea⸗ 
ring by him, thou alter wardes doeſt fallific thy pꝛomiſe to me gi⸗ 


uen, he will do nothing but ſpoꝛt at thy deceit, becauſe he is truſt⸗ 


leſſe himſelke, though thy loue tend to as many as he bath canes 
in his Syrinx. But ſweare thou me here befoze theſe VD,, by 
the tender goat, vy whoſe louing care # ſack thou waſt pꝛeſerued, 
that Chloe neuer louing anp but thee, thou wilt not fozſake her, 
And when ſhee failcth at any time vnto thee of the othe and pꝛo⸗ 
miſe ſhe hath ſwozne bekoze the \ymphes,then chaſe her heere and 
there, oꝛ ſlea her at one ftcoke as if ſhe were a wolfe. 

Daphnis greatly contented'in minde at this hote purſute of 
Chloe, would do nothing at all that might impugne their fanta⸗ 
ſie , wherekoꝛe ſtanding befoze the caue of the Vymphe-s, in the 
mid? of his heard, hee tooke the hozne of a buck in the one hand 
and of a ſhe goate in the other, and there ſwoze vnto Chloe the 
othe and aſſurance ſhe required, wherewith the \Vymphe beeing 
rigbt well ſatiſfied, eſteemed of the ſheepe and goates to bee gods 
moe pꝛoper and meete vn:o ſhepheards, whereon to haue pꝛote⸗ 
led then any other pcrlons , that thercunto might better bee acs 

cepted. And ſealing vp che memozte hereof with manifoly 

embꝛacements, the (tarz now ginning to peare thzough 
out all the ſkies , commended the reſidue oftheir 
meanings, to an other daies coference, wher- 
by their loue and pa limes were at 
this inTant concluded 
togethers.

Ko | the mindes and courages of the Metelenians againſt 
: 55 | thoſe of Methimne, tn that without all lawe and oz⸗ 
der of armes.they had thus centred vppon and pillaged 
their landes and countrics, thepeſlecwed it a thing to karre vn⸗ 
meete this eſtate and ſetgnionte to put vp the repꝛoche of fo great 
a damage, conlidering that the reputation of their ſople was ne⸗ 
uer befoze enabled to the diſhonozable tolleration of ſo heinous 
and expꝛeſſe inturics , Wherefoze belibcrating with all poſſible 
ſpceve to be reuenged vpen chem, the Pznce andcouncell of that 
ffate,cauſed incontinent to be leuied in their Tfland , an armie of 
ſeuen thouſand lootemen, and thꝛee thouſand hozſemen, and ther- 
of made Captaine generall , a notable and right valtant gentle- 
man, whoſe name was Hippaſia, commanding them to leaue the 

ſea (fo2 the winter ſtoʒmes appꝛoching) and to marche witheaſie 
tournetes by land, into the territozics of the enemies. 
Hippaſia hautngrecetued his charge, departed from Mete- 
lene, and with his compante made ſuch ſpeede, as that in verie 
ſbozt ſpace he came to Methimnia, where behauing himſelf right 
honozablie, wherein he vſed neither crueltie no} tyrannie, anie in 
the countrie where he came, neither fourraged he their landes, oꝛ 
tooke at all anie pꝛape, ſpoyle, o2 bootie from the pooze people 02 
labourers. Fo2 that ſtanding highly vpon the honoꝛ of a Captaine 
and his owne reputation, he veemed choſe kinde of pzoferings to 
be th@wo2kes rather | of ſome thiefe oz rouer , than of him that 
ſhould be a Captaine, oz among ſouldiers eſteemed as a generall. 
Caherefo2e to auopde this [launder,and to the intent by ſome no⸗ 
table valoz toaccompliſhe the matter hee came fo2 , he tooke the 
direct waye leading towardes their citie, intending there by!fozce 
4 of armes 
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of armes to make his conqueff honoarable, and not otherwiſe, Tn 
which pzetence he well hoped by his moze then common induſirie 
to vie lo great expedition as that vppon a ludden hee might enter 
their poztes betoze thep had time to knowe, oz leiſute 10 pzouide 
fo: anie reſitance at all if it were poſſible, 

But he in this reſolution being now come within a ſix miles 
of the citie,contrarie to ii erpectation, reſpecting the great bza⸗ 
uado they had tokłoze time geuen, encountred with a Herault of 
armes (ent vnto him from the Magiffrates & people of the ſame, 
Aho had in requeſt with all ſubmiſſion to delluer, that the Me- 
thimniaas not lecking warre at his handes,02 to haue to to with 
armes, deſired only to haue peace, And that breino enfozmed that 
che vpꝛoꝛe committed in Metelene, began at the firlt by the inſo · 
lencie of a fewe poung men of their citie, and only beeweene the 
peaſantes of the Illande and them, and that the wozthieſt ſozt of 
the Metelenians neuer conſented to the cauſe , no2 had hetherto 
till this preſent entermedled in the matter, they were therefoze 
hartelie ſozie foʒ the iniuries by them on their partes offered, and 
deſired there foze, that as good and louing neighbours , they both 
might thencekozth trafique and line ane w togethers , and foz any 
wꝛongs by the Methimnians to them tendzed, 02 pjiſoncrs take, 
oz ſpoyles made, they were readie toreſſoze and make amendes, in 
anie ſozt that reaſonablie might be required. » 
Pereupon were theſe articles with other conditions of peace 
therein alſo inſerted. aud to the Herault delivered in wzicing,pzes 
ſented tothe generall Hippaſia, who being a man alwaies honos 
rablie conceipted, and well weighing of the cauſe in hand, toge⸗ 
ther with the largeneſſe of their offers, albeit he had in comiſion 
by full power and aucthozitie to do vppon them what manner of 
ſpople he might oz could, pet neuertheleſſe abſtained hee viterly 
therefro, and pet continuing his fozces hard by vpon them, gaue 
leaue andlibertte bnto the Ambaſſadours of Methimnia, to paſle 
though his armie , and to goe with their ambaſſage vnto their 
Punce, and both to the ſame Pꝛince and councell, aduertiſed hee 
alſo in repozt the laid articles and offers, deſirous to know therin 
their ſpedie opinions and pleaſure. The conſiderations of this 
treatie ſeemed vnto the Councell of Metelene to bee of ſo great 

A conſequence,

conſequence, and the condicions eke of the ſame to them ſohono⸗ 
rable, as that vpon a litle debatement had with thambaſſage they 
re ceiued their offers, g foꝛ the moꝛe confirmation of what on each 
part intended (after pꝛeſent reſtitution made of ſuch wzongs and 
treſpalſes agreed vppon : and hoſt ages giuen fo2 a ſurpluſage of 
mony ſhoꝛtly to be paid vnto them they alſoſiated other commilſi⸗ 
oners to Hiſpaſia, and by effectuall letters returned, gaue ozder 
bnto him and them of a new league and peace to be made. 
Hiſpaſia hat kened to allthinges to him on that behalte entop* 
ned, a ttaueiling with thoſe perſons to whom his aucthozitie was 
herein naw annered, bzought the matter kozth-with to very good 
concluſion, Thus wes the Methimnian warre being enterpziſed 
and taken in hand by a ſtraunge beginning, aſſoone as the ſame 
came in bzuite, by this meanes all at one inſtant both publiſhed 
and ended. Toe finiſhing of this ſtrike, brought the Winters ens 
trie vpon their backes: the ſharpe ſeaſon whereof, by reaſon of the 
great froſfes and ſnowes immediatlye enſuing there-vppon in ſo 
great aboundance, became right piercing and htveous. Now was 
the vacomfoztable time wherein nothing then ſtozmes, and blu⸗ 
ſtering noꝛthzen blaſtes were ſo rife, the ſnowe lay thick line d on 
the ground, ſhutting the pooze labourers with the great depth 
therof faſt into their houlcs , the ſpꝛings ratled downe the moun⸗ 
taines with their icie ſtreames, the trees ſpoiled of their gallant 
bꝛauerie ſeemed as dead ehe earth appeared no where but even 
vpon the verie bzimme of the riuers and fountaines, It was now 
no time to leade the beaſtes to paſtures, noꝛ to ſuffer them almoſk 
to go dutiot dooꝛes. The freeſing Boreas called foz great fires, 
tohich accoꝛding to ancient hoſpitalitie of ſhepheards, was made 
on a large harth in the middeſt of their halles , the blaſiug ſht we 
wherof immedlatly after che moznings cocke, inuited each one in 
the cold froffie ſeaſons, to dzawe round ahout it: ond there with 
farre moꝛe caſte labour then abꝛoade, to diſpatch their houſholde 
buſines, The hindes and ſuch as tilled and labozed the groundes, 
tooke herein great pleaſure, in ſo much as the bitterneſſe of the 
weather , became vnto them foz the time being), a releaſment of 
their hard endured labour, ſo that ſpozting themſelucs in diuers 
houJolde paſlimes, they chaunted their countrie tunes , and di- 
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uers ſonges accuſfomed in their vintages to p honoꝛ of Bacchus. 
But young Daphnis, ccmembung himlelfe of his Chloc and 
all their plealures palled,accuted the gods(as enemies to nature, 
and her goodly bzauerte ) in this lozt to macerate and puniſh the 
mother of all earchlp creatures, Chloe whoſe fancie was allo as 
bis, thought ſome manifeſt wzong to be tendzed vnto Pan and the 
Mumphlitze fountazncs, wm thus bilcolcring then daintte ſpzings 
and walkes, F Aeing without mercie vpon their nurſes boſoine, 
the lweeteſt of all their derlings , It ioyntly grieued them when 
they lawe their lachell wherein they wont to carte their foode to⸗ 
gethers, their bottel allo wherin their wine was many timcs fil- 
led, how in a cozner thep lay deſpiſed and vnoccupied, the hillcs 
alſo, the groues, and lweete ſmelling colantine , and woodbindes 
growing on cueric buſhes, did wonderkully vere them co ſec how 
all their glozie was ſpoiled. Often would they whiſker x murmur 
in them (clues ſaping, O when ſhall the earth againe recouer her 
wonted fozccs , when wil the (oft and freſh coloured greene with 
motlie pinkes & ſweeteſt pzimroſen ſpꝛing vpon theſe hard knot⸗ 
ted turfes;4 cluſtered clods againe . And when they beheld their 
flutes aud pipes lying by the walles vnoccupted,che echo whereof 
was wount to reſound ouer all the woods, then grieued it them to 
thinke what enterchangeable notes, each of the accuſtomed ther» 
on to deliuer vnto þ other, æ how their ſheep & goats, would with 
great pleaſure I kip #daunce at the hearing cherof. Thele & ſuch 
like remẽbꝛates, renuing in them a kinde of pleaſure mixed with 
ſozrow,fo2 their ouerlong debarment of theſe deſired recreations, 
made them eftlones to pꝛap, the Nymph: gentle Panſconethers, 
to haſten their deliuerie from theſe cruel euils, that at che leaſt 
wiſe thep would naw in the end diſcouer vnto them & their beaſfs 
the glozie of the faire ſonne ſhining beams. And in making theſe 
p2aters vnto the gods they began to imagine ofdiucrs & lundzie 
inuent ions wherby to compaſle the compame cche of others, but 
to to hard was it fo2 Chloe anie wap to enter therinto, foꝛ Þ ſhee 
was alwaies watched vnder the wings of her ſuppoſed mother, x 
kept hard co ſpinning of wol and other ſuch countrie exerciſes, 
There was befoze the houſe of Dryas two Myrtet, betwene 
whome did growe allo an Jule, the vaines whereof wound on 
both ſides ouer the others boughes , on which the ſe 
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were as if they had veene bunches of grapes, by occaſion wherok. 
the winter being hard, and the ground thicke with lnowe, there 
flocked thither continually a great multitude of birdes, as well 
thzuſhes, red-bzeaffs, larkes, ringdoues, and ſundzp other foules, 
Under the colour oftheſe, Daphnis, by pzetence of going a bird: 
ing, 1 pꝛepared his lime-twigs and other neceſſaries, fo 
come befo2e the houſe of Dryas, and vnder the .17re- akoztlaide, 
pieched his nets, and laid his lune-twigs. 

The diffaunce betweene both houſes of Lamon and Dryas, 
was bout halfe a mile, and were it not, that the furie of Lowe is 
ſuch, as neither feelech heat noꝛ colo, weather oz winde, whereby 
to compaſſe the latiſkaction veſired , it happilye might haue bin 
(the ſeaſon being ſuch as it was the fowler would haue had litle 
liking at that inſtant, to haue paſſed betweene both houſes to lap 

his twigs, conſidering v̊ the ſame hauing no tract at all, ſo moi⸗ 
led the labouring ſheepeheard, as with long Tanoing afterward 
in the colde and wet, he might peraduenture haue had his paines 
but vadly rewarded. | 

But theſe, andſuch like warie contectures, being ſcaled from 
Loue, the ſheepeheard neither felt no2 regarded it, ſo well able 
was his pouth to out-countenance the burthen therok. Not long 
bad Daphnisſfaid there, befoze his nettes placed, and the twigs 
therevpon in oꝛder pepared; but downe came the birds by heaps, 
and flattred immediatlp, by the legges, he tooke and kept which 
he lift, and the reſidue let flie. Then returned hee backe to his 
nooke ggatne, and there watched his birdes, and faire Chloes 
alſo , to come thither togethers , but the enutous ſoile hadde ſo 
rammed tn their doozes, by ſharpeneſſe of the weather, that there 
was not ſo much as a cock 02 a pullet ſcene to look ont either at 
dooze 92 windowe. Thus ſtated the amozous lad all the foze⸗ 
noone long, and till atfo the middeſt of the day was rcaſonablye 
well ſpent: his birdes were vppe in his budget, and pet Chloe 
came not, noꝛ any body elſe appeared to take notice ok his bee⸗ 
ing there, accopding as hee hoped, and faine woulde by ſome 
meanes 02 other haue pꝛocured, which ſeeing the diſmated pouth, 
he began to accuſe the vahappy houre. and vnfanozing planet that 
ratga2d at his foozth-gotng, deeming that her had uot well pic ⸗ 

hae bes of ked 


Daphnis and ( hloe_ 


ked bis time, that the gods were vnto his wiſh at that infant no 
moze fauourable : yet reſolucd bee not ſo to depart and looſe his 
long cmploted trauell and watching, but deſperate howe by anp 
chaunce ſhe might haue occaſion to iſſue foo2th , hee beganne to 
imagine with himlelke, what coulour oz excuſe molt credible, 
hee might let vpon the caule , whereby to take occaſion to viſite 
her. 

Ik (Caid he) J ſhould ſap J came fox fire , they might aſke me 
whether neighhozs neerer hand were not to giue it, and ſo laugh 
at my follie . It J Gould, being thus farce from home, and now 
infowling , crane of their vittelles , they might by ſearch of my 
budget perceiue that J had enough. Tf J ſhoulde aſke of their 
wine, why, we are not without our ſcltes,f5} it is but thother day 
ſince our vintage was in. Tf J ſhoule counterfeit a feare of the 
woolfe , then where is the trace . Tf £ ſhall tell them, I came to 
catch birds, why am J not then packing when J haue doone mp 
buſinelle: If plainelp J ſhoulde then deliuervnto them howe 7 
came to ſee Chloe, that toie were too plaine, fo2 who is hee fo 
ſimple that woulde lape to a father and mother, J come to pour 
daughter? Inſomuch, as none of thele occaſions ſeemed vnto him 
to be voide of ſuſpicion, as that in handling of anpe of them bee 
coulde nat needes be deſcried. Foz which canſe , ſeeing no way 
nowe lekt to ſatiſfie his intendment, he concluded to make ok ne⸗ 
cefſitte a vertue, ſaping to himſelſe:UWel,thistoo cruel ſeaſon and 
peruerle enimie to our affections will not euer holde, one day wil 
the ſpꝛing time be returned to his pzime , and then ſhall I ſee a» 
gaine at libertie my Chloe. 

cUbileſt the loning lad was thus concluding vppon his impa⸗ 
cient affections, and hauing buckle» vp all hrs trinkets, in full 
minde to be gone: It ſeemed that Love expꝛeſly pitieng his hard 
and ouer long ſufferance, ſuggeſted a ſudden accaſion, which mar; 
uellouſly ſoꝛted to the effecting of this his awaited purpoſe. Dry- 
as and his family within doozes being ready to haue ſetten down 
to meate it foxtuned, their faces being turned from the table, and 
the meat ſet on the booꝛde, a maſtiffe that was in the houle, ſee» 
ing none to regarde him, luddenly caught in his mouth a great 

peece of meate from the table, and as it hapned, of the beſt and 
3 p2incipall 
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pꝛintipall part of the lame. Thich Dryas ſeei ng, as the dogge 
chaunced to go out cf doozes, he followed, harrieng, and rating 
him with a great cudgell in his hand, and paſſing along to beat 
the dog, (awe Daphnis without, pet Tandiug vnder the Artes, 
with his trinkets on his backe. Whom when Dryas perceiued, 
fozgetting at one inſtant both his dogge and meate togethers, he 
louingly turned himlelke to the pong ſheepheard, and taking hym 
by the hand, led him into his houſe. 

Daphnis ſeeing the good fortune heereof, coulde not frame 
bimſelfe to make any ſhe w of refalall,co that which he had befo2e 
ſo feruently longed after, but entred willingly with Dryas. 
There the firlt obiccr that pꝛeſented it ſelte befoze h1s.eics, was 
the ſweete Chloe, who meeting alſo bir veloued on a ſudden, 

with great paine, thep both with held themſelues that they were 
not ſurp2iſed and quite ouerwhelmed with top, but moveſtie,and 
ſeemely baſhfulnes, caſing on hir a {ſecret couert, and meere con- 
ſkraint in him. that in any ſozte hee might not be renealed, they 
topfully eache foz the pꝛeſent ſaluted the other, as befitted,anvſo 
parting on ſunder Daphnis was by Dryas led fozward to Nay 
to be welcommed, 

To tell pou of the olo Dryas, how much he made of the youth, 
were wonderfall,fo2 that being once entred, he could not be ſul⸗ 
fered that night to returne backe againe , O thzice bleſſed hap, 
how fauourable waſt thou at this inſtant to the mutuall deſires 
of theſe louers, and thou Leue, well might it be ſaide, that thy 
care in them was not ſo much as in one tote periſhed, Daphnis 
looked not to be demanded of his carriage,noz what lucke he had 
then in his birding, but vnbuckling freely his budget, he referrev 
vnto his friendly hoſf, both the choice and plenty thereof, at his 
pleaſure to be accepted, 

Che dayes naturally appꝛoched at this infant to their grea⸗ 
teſt ſhoꝛtneſſe, and nowe the purple couert of Iupiters ſegniozy, 
beganne to take hold in the element, and chaſing the faſt fleeting 
Aurora, into her weſterne cabbin, all bedewed as ſhee was with 
bir duſkie ſnowiſh couering, made Dryas both in fire, chere, pꝛo⸗ 
uiſion, and all ot her intertainements co ſeeke to welcome with⸗ 
| in yu his gueſt . Chloc was not behinde hand to doo him al 
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the fattours ſhee might, yet was ſhe woced of a great many, and 
many wealthy pꝛoffers were daily made vnto Dryas to obtaine 
his good will comaity her, but the faire ſhepheardeſſe, wholp de⸗ 
uoted as ſhe was to an other purpoſe, freely now ireioiced at the 
ſight of him ſhee liked, but not ſo frankly , as when beſides the 
Downes they paſtured the it fruit ful hearos ſoʒ the times, and ſea⸗ 
ſons thereof affoꝛded vnto them a farre greater bleſſednes, Yet 
Lone continuing his good graces in their auowed furtheraunce, 
made Dryas and Nape about ſome ſecret occaſions to withdzaw 
a little their pꝛeſence, whereby the amazed pouth ſurpꝛized at the 
ſudden mot ion, and loth to leeſe the oppoꝛtunitie, raught Chloe 
quickly vnto him, and ſtale froin hir a kiſſe ere ſhe was aware. O 
howe honp ſweete vnto him was the pꝛeſſure of thoſe hir candie 
lippes, and howe much caſed hee his minde therein, the con⸗ 
tent whereof was ſuch as hardly he would haue exchanged foz a 
mighty Seigniorie. 

But when the \wph allo beganne in louing ſozte to chal⸗ 
lenge him, and ſeemed to counterfeit an amozous miſltke of 
that hee meant ſoneare to appꝛoche the place where ſhee was, 
and pet would not come in,if he had not bene of Dryas required, 
howe neere then beganne his very thoughtes to melt and cons 
ſume him inwardly , when excuſing the manner thereof wpth 
ſome baſhfulneſſe , ſhee was faine to pꝛonounce a free parvan 
vato him, oz euer hee was able to demaunde it, ciſe hadde hee 


bin in the retourne of Dryas viſcouered by his very countenance. 


But Dryas hauing no other minde than howe to make cheere 
to Daphnis, whome by a moe peculiar affection than to an o- 
ther, hee feruently embzaced , called fo2 what might bee hadde 
to ſupper, and afterwards ſpent foozth the tune, unt ill the length 
ok the night called them to bed- ward, where, with what kinde, 
and howe many loꝛts of imaginations pooze Daphnis repoſed, J 
le aue co the full ple aſing content of cuerp leuer to be diſcerned, 
The next day calling them ſooꝛch to the celebꝛation cf a cer⸗ 
taine yearly fcaff, euermoze with great and moſt religious deuo- 
tion honoured among. all the ſh2epeheards from the higheſt vnta 
the loweT of that Illand, and all the territozics therevnto ads 
iopning, made Daphais (ho till his comming to the os of 
ED 4 ryas, 
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Dryas,and the pꝛeparation there ſeene was ignozaunt thereof)to 
beſtir himſelfe carely in the mozning, with intent to prepare him 
alſo with the teſt to theſe ſacred obſeruances, the cuſtome and oc 
caſton whereof grew thus. There was at that pꝛeſent a Princeſſe, 
by lyneall diſſent ſprong from out the auncient and moſt renow⸗ 
med race ofthetr woꝛthieſt Kinges, who ſwaying the Scepter of 
that J\land had wich great happines to her people, fame toherſelf, 
honour to her coumtie, admiration to the wo21d, and loue to her 


ſubiects, in a farre eſtraunged manner of pollicie,peace,and moſt 


wonderful ſucceſſe ruled and raigned by the ſpace of many peates 
puer them. Their Queene was then, and ſo alwaies continued a 
virgin, wiſe was ſhee as the ſageſt, requarded as the mightieſt, 
honcured as the rareſt, followed as the faireſt, and reputed of as 
the wozthieft: Oer peares as it ſeemed, were vnto her [ubicctes 
molt pꝛecious, ſoʒ ſhe might aſſure herſelfe of all the Pꝛinces that 
lined in her time, to be moſt entterly beloued. Her ſoueraigntie 
and rule in the greateſt reputation thereof , it pꝛincipallpe bare 
ſwaie, and chiefe honour olf that Jſland,yet was ſhee of auntient, 
intitled to farre greater gouernements, and as then allo beſives 
poſſeſſed of larger juriſdictions and kingdomes, The recoꝛdation 
of her happines, her rule, her power, ber honour, and vertues, foz 
the mantfolde benefites thereout dailie reaped by her exceeding 
wozthines, vnto the vniuerſaltke of all her louing ſubiects,made 
this daye foz euermoze ſacred among them, in which ſhee liuing 
they in teſtimonte of cheir inſeperable and gratefull pietie, loue, 
dutie, and affection cowardes her, with ſundzie accuſfomed tri⸗ 
umphes, pzaters, vowes, feaſtes, and banquetings, do ioyntly al⸗ 
together reioyce, and ten thouſand times beſeech the ſoueraigne 
directoz of all humaine acticns, that long and euer ſhee map line 
bleſſed, famous, happie, and in all her vertuous actions moſt hie, 
peireles,and inuincible among them, 

Df this daies teuerend and moſt ſeemely obſeruaunce, were 
kawtozs the grrateſt and mightieſt of all the Shepeheardtes, foz 
that them. ſelues challenging in the fertilitie of their fieldes and 
flocks, whereby their heards mightilie fill encreaſed, and they in 
riches abounded, to be in this action vnto her rare and moſt ſingu⸗ 
ler clemencie of all others moſt deuoted, as they that by her ver⸗ 
| cues 
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tues and long continuance had euer receiued the greateſt benefit, 
did alwaies thereloze topntly and willingly', foꝛmoſt of all others 
p2ocede in this enterp)ize. The pouthfull and gallanteſt troppe 
of themrichlp trimincd on hozſe-backe and on foot, exerciſed in 
ber boner diuers and ſundzye feates of actiuitie, the reſt,and thoſe 
that were moze auncient , attentiuelp reiopcing and behol ding 
them, Afterwards they altogether came to a publike place, to that 
ſole end and purpoſe , ſpecially of long time reſerued, where re- 
uelling and ſpozting themſelues vniuerſally in all kinde ofſhep- 
hervs,paſtimes & dances, they ſing befoze Pan and the \ymphs- 
reuerencing allo with like regarde the Paragon, whome they 
aflent to their tuues and mulique, and ptelde therevnto fo; 
the greater beautifipng of the ſame, al ſwertnes and pleaſure that 


map be, 

To this feaſt came the good Melibœus and Fauſtus,the yong 
and gallant Thyrſis,Philetas,and Tytirus, with ſundzie the moſt 
antient and ſkilful ſhephearvs,deſcending out ofthe places moſt 
Cacelic of all that Jfland , they bzought thither in ſigne of their 
loues, manp kappe and gallant meſents. which they offered fo 
her ſafetie, whome they honozed to the facher oſthe gods, to Pan 
and to all the Nymphes, Eliza was the moſt excellent and baue 
Princeſſe,in whole fauoz,memozie,regarde, and kingly wozthy- 
nefle,chey iopntly thus aſſembled , to celebjate with perpetuall 
vowes,her famous and long continued happineſſe. And to the in- 
tent, this feſtiuall , as it was che dap peculiar and moſt pzincipall 
among the ſhepheards , and wherein each one then indeuoured 
to be commended, in the greateſt and higheſt agions,ſogaue they 
it a name ſingular and pꝛaper co their owne intendments, calling 
it vniuerſallie che Holidey of the Shepeheards , which in loꝛt ful 
lowing beganne to be efteaced, 
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r Heir ſacrifices, vowes and triumphes, with 
all reucrente required being perfourmed, the 
24 molt artificial ę running ok the ſhexherds loy⸗ 
unted togither in company, & their deltuery dpd 
their instruments fundzy ſozts of muſtke, ha⸗ 
ning among them all moſt excellent comfoꝛt, 
e + knowing the great wopthines of Melebce⸗ 
vs, E large accbpt among them that vntuerſally her had atcatney, 
they pꝛayed him fir@,tn example to all the reſidne,co fratnhis an⸗ 
tient tunes to the religious adnauncement ofthofe their fozward 
ſeruices. 

The graue old men renied not at all their ſutes, but glavly ca» 
king in baud his harpe, plaied thert on a tight ſolemne ſound, ſuch 
as whiſom Topas danbłed mn the banquets ol Dido, at what time 
in her pzincely palliceſhe fenſte the noble Troian duke F neas, 
ſ 02 moꝛe exceeding farte were the ffrokrs of this hond ed they 
heard, which done, he reuerently vnconering himſelfe-, and ftart- 
ding vp befoxe all che companp, dellurred bnto them in ſong this 
imentionfollowing; 748

And calling firſt the immoztal gods to witneſſe how 
much both him ſelke and all others, were bound to their ſacred 
deities foz the happie enioping and pꝛeſeruation of this their 
pierles pꝛinceſſe, willing to honour the teaſe, and to ſhewe hotwe 
bee conteiued of all their purpoſes then pzeſently ins 
tended;he framed his auncient yeares to refreſh renewed memos 
rie of his pouthilong ſince paſſed, wherein he was-knowne in all 
kinde ol chepheards paſtimes to haue excelled. In the recoꝛdat ion 
whercofperceiuing that he was already mellowed in peares, and 
grieuing that by reaſon of his dꝛawing age, he was now debarrev

loſe the opeztunitie in hand, would not pet ouerhafelte conclude 
any mat eh, o that him ſeemed ſhiillrohaue a mind to harken afz 
ter hir parents, and koꝛ this cauſe found he diuers meancs any 
doubts, whereby to delay the matter from one time to an other, 
wherebp che ſubtill gno fte, being of a great many required , ob⸗ 
tamed alſo at their hãds great plenty of gifts, the fertilitp wher⸗ 
of he \viſhed by all pollicie ſo long as he might to | dzawe on vnta 


Chloe was not all this while ignoꝛ ant of thele denies i as 
thee that was apꝛincipall partie therein to be acquainted, but 
loxrowing in hit minde of long time in feare of the diſſcuerance 
to be made of hir and Daphnis, hee at the laſt, aftermuch ſighs 
ing and lamentation reuealed it vnto him. he yoong youth a; 
Ronied at the ſtrſt, beganne to bethinke himſeife immediatlp of 
the miſhap intended, and his owne trrecuperable griefe , if the 
ſame ſhouldpzoceed to be effected, but recomfozting foz the pꝛe⸗ 
ſenc her werte imaginations , and oner tender ſpirites, hee ves 
cared vnto hit, that he had good ſuppoſe, that if hee demaunde d 
bir hiwſelfe ol hir father, de would not greatly ſap himnap; fox 
chat be thought he mas not fa much backe ward, hut that He eaſe- 
Ip might ſut mount in anp thing, but in wealth, the greateſt of 
all the other ſheprheatds . Dncly this ſomewhat quailed his aſ« 
ſurante in that his foſter father Lamon was not rich, but rather 
& verp pode man, and ſuch as no way could deuiſe to ſatiſfte the 
couctaaſneſſe of Dryas . ' NotwithFanvding which, hee pet re⸗ 
ſolued;;-whatloruer came thereof, to putte cherequeſt in aduen: 
core , and this to accompliſhe., Chloc hir-leike didde m aduile

Hot fo; all this dutſt the baſhfull youth , at the firſt time fo 
reueale it to Lamon, but rather chole, as with-whome hee might 
be moſt boldeſt, to make knowen his laue betoe hand to Myr+ 
tale. Myrtale, ſhe held uo ſecret of it hut the iſame night alla 
tolde it to Lamon. The blunt tellom, quite contrary ta expecta⸗ 
tion, accepted the motion but very hadly, calling his wife, bear, 
dolt. aud ſottiſh aſſe, that fo raſhly wit heut xonſizeration at all, 
would become a meant ta beſber their nurcerie (whom of what

heardeſſe; the teſtimomtes ok whoſe reputation, being found with 
bun, dio pꝛomiſe vaꝛo them a farte better foztune, and whole pa⸗ 
rents, it happily by his beiug in their cudodie might be found, it 
might not one iy perchance be a meane to infranchize them from 
that their poke of ſeruitude, but happilp alſo enrich them with 
polleſſions of greater value than thoſe that then they liued vp⸗ 
on. 

Myrtale hearing her huſbands toniet ture, would not foz this 
diſcourage the pouch in his fanc ie, for fcare lcaſt quenched of all 
hope therot {being lo ſharpe in loue as he was) ſome wozſe mat⸗ 
ter might betide bim than they expected: wherefoze laping ther⸗ 
vppon ſome other deulſes. ſhee pꝛopoſed vnto him their pouertie, 
and the riches of thoſe that were tendzed vnto Chloe, likewiſe 
their ſeruage, by reaſon of which nothing was their owne that 
could be imploped to his pzxtterment . But (ſaid ſhe) be ruled by 
me, the girle J knowe doth loue thee, and in reſpett thereof veſi 


atquaint hir father with the purpoſe, and happily being her own 
ſute, he will the ſooner aſſent vnto thee, and require my huſband 
Lamon ſoz thee, By this txcuſe Myrtale ſuppoſcd with berſelfe 
honeſfly co haue ſbifted uff Daphnis: fox well Roode ſhe aſſured, 
that Dryas fo2 his parte waulde neuer confent vato it: but the 
fimple gote - heard neuetcheles'tooke the deferment in good part, 
and knowing with him ſelfe, that there was no ſuppoſition of 
$rcaſureco be had to ſet fo ward his demaunde, he did as many 
other ponze louers, intend ta pꝛoceede by intreat ie. | 
Foz the furtherance hereof, it foxtuney; that the Vymphs euer⸗ 
moze gracious vnto their ioint affections ( Daphnis ſleeping at 
nicht) appeared vnto him, to whome, being in ſhape accuſtomen, 
the eldeſt declared, that the patronage of his loue. reſted in the 
perfectionofa greater deitie than themſelues, hut to giue hym 
meane to atcompliſi it, by mollificng the flintte contetted diſpoe 
ſition of Dryas, that could they do: And it to hing to paſſe re- 
turne ther to,moztow next ſaid the to the place where the lat 
pere the bote of the Methimnians by vnlooſing the oʒiar twig 
ſth it was tied, was loſt and dꝛiuen to the Dea, mw 
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reth to eniop thee aboue any:other ; Doe this thercfoze, that ſhoe '

by tempeſt of che weather ſhale thou finde in the banke vnder a 
buſh hard by th? lame oztar , a bagge of thzee hund2e9 crownes, 
which in ouerturning of the ſame boat, the waues did there dzine 
on lande, and toz that it hath hetherto lien couered with lande and 
moſſe thzowne out ofthe lea, no man bath yet euer found it, take 
that purſe, and giue the monep to Dryas, that ſhalbe ſufficient fo2 
the pꝛelent to ſhew thou art not vtterly deuoide of riches. 

Daphnis awakened out of the dꝛeame, longed earneſtly fs2 the 
mozming,and the day appearing; , ran in all haſte tothe ſea coaf, 
where lerching in the place apointed,he found the purle and gold 
therein. Nowe thinkiug him ſelfe to bee the welthieN man of all 
the ſhepheardes, he hied him firſt co the fieldes with his flocke, & 
after vebatech the matter ta Chloe, and without farther ſtate (re⸗ 
quiriag her to haue care ol theit beaſtes) hehaſtneth as faſt as he 
could co Dryas. Being thicher tome, he ſaluteth the man, and al. 
ter ward ſetteth fozth vnto him his occaſion of comming . Jam 
aid he, Dryas as thou knoweſt thy neighbour, well know J what 
belongeth in euerie thing to the countr ie, the ozdering of Uines, 
— buſbandzie,is not to me vnknowen. How able Jam 
and with what good ſucceſſe andſkill I haue garded mp heary, 
Chloe her ſelfe can witnefle , and the pjofe it ſelfe will viſconer, 
Thy daughter is woed of a great manie, none of which as J, can 
oʒ map ſo wel deſerue her, they pzofer the fo2 thy good will, goats. 
ſher pe, oxen 4 coꝛne, as much as will bring the vp thzee oz fome 
chickens. But Dryas, though both foꝛ neighbour · hood and theſe 
cauſes befoze alleaged, I might ſeeme in this action to be pꝛefer⸗ 
red, pet fo that thou ſhalt know that as well as in other qualities 
J will note bee behind them in giftes, gene me mp Chloe in mar⸗ 
tiage. and take here thzee hundzed crownes foz thy labour, which 
vnto Nape heere , and thee, I frankly and freelie doe render: but 
with this cõd ition that you boch pꝛomiſe me neuer tobe aknowne 
of the pꝛeſent, no nat to Lamon hunſelfe, for whatſoeucr hereafs 
ter that hercinmay be ſuppoſed. 

Dryas # Nape ſeeing ſo groſle a ſam , the like quantitie wher⸗ 
of they bad neuer ſrene befaze , beeing oduertaken with the coue⸗ 
touſnes of the ſame,. gaue their immediate conſents without atite 
furcher deniall, and both tooke vpon them thereunto to dꝛawe the 


good 
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good liking of Lamon. All buſines therefoze nowe laive ade and 
the purſe firſt locked vp with the gold, Dryas goes fozward to 
ſeeke out Lamon and Myttale, and to them bzeaketh foozththe 
purpole intended. The leclic man with his wife was winowing 
of cozne, and at the firſt ſight began to complaine of their harde 
peniwozths , and the bad ycelving thereof, all which (after the 
maner) Dryas in his blunt & groſlike condicton recomfo2ted, and 
pꝛoceeding from out thereof began to demaund ot them Daphnis 
fo2 his daughter inmartage, & added further that albeit of others, 
be had bene therefoze fairely offered, pet of them hee demeunded 
nothing, but rather was willing tocontribute of his own to haue 
their conſentes his reaſon fo2 that they had bin noziſhed, brought 
bp, liued, and kept beaſts togither, and that he ſtood moſt aſſured 
of, they loued and intirelie fauoꝛed and deſired ech other. Lamon 
who could not foz the obiect ions afozeſaid excuſe hunſe lle by po» 
uercie,by want of age of che pouth, by difference of education, noz 
otherwiſe, and fearing to diſcloſe the thing it ſelfe, which in veri⸗ 
tie vid withdzaw him, which was the doubt and expectation of 
his parentage, thanked Dryas hartilie of his good ſuppoſe, com- 
mended the maiden, and pꝛaiſed his courteſie verie highlie, but 
pet anſweredtherewithall, that he was a ſeruanc to another man, 
and that lining in ſeruicude as he did, he was not by reaſon ofhis 
bondage to diſpoſe of ante part of his owne, without his lows con- 
ſent . And loꝛſomuch as fo the agreement ofthis match, it ſecmed 
a thing meet and pertinent to his dutie, to haue him therevnco 
required, he perſuaded him they might continue freenvs, and lee 
the concluſion of the marriage ſuſpend till the time of the next 
vintages, which not being long, his L. he had vnderſdanding 
would then be there in perſon to ſurmew the fate of his houſe 
and maner of the countrie,e then with the good liking on ech part 
they might be the better folemnized . But heerewithall Drias 
(ſaid he) J will ok one thing aduertiſe thee, that thou ſhalt not 
in matching with him marrie thy daughter to one of baſe birth, 
place of meant calling,bat better a great deale deſcended than 
either f vs TIT ſo giuing dzinke ech to other, they vpon 
is reſolution fo2 the pꝛeſent departed. 
” Nrias mb had not put theſe 3 ol Lamon a 
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veafe eare, as his wate laie home wards, reuolued in his mind the 
ſtate of his Chloe with that of Daphnis, which by the few ſpee⸗ 
ches that by Lamon had veene oppoſed, he found to be by likeli⸗ 
hood of good place, which made him not a little inwardlie tores - 
ioice that therein was ſome hope that ſhe ſhould not be much dil⸗ 
paraged: in the conſideration wherof, he began to bethinke hims 
lelte whcther Lamon finding him as he did, had therewithallre- 
teiued anie ſuch like oꝛnaments to ſhew his birth as himlelfe had 
doone with Chloe, ano tickled with the conceipt heereof, with 
twentie pꝛaters made to Pan and the Nimphs that it might be 
ſo, he came in theſe muſes to the place at laſt where reſted yoong 
Daphnis, togither with his beloued Chloe, to whom hauing 
recounted the Boie hecreof, a wozld of totes befecll immediatlie 
vnto the youth, conſidering that Autume was now at home, and 
the marriage ſhould no longer be deferred, and thanking his ſup⸗ 
poſed father in lawe Dryas athouſand times the olde man des 
parted. 

No after theſe ſhepheards had both diſpatched their buſi» 
nelle, and the ſunne reavie to go downe, they paſſed homewards, 
gathering in the waies diuerſe ſozts of apples, the yeere was 
plent ie, and frutes were now in their ripeneſle, among the num⸗ 
ber whereof, they chant ed to come by ene tree, the frute whereof 
was all gathered, and the tree thereby of the leaues lett almolt 
naked, onelie one zpple excepted, the bewtie of which was as 
the colour of the ſhining gold mired with an ozicut red of the 
freſheſt and bꝛaueſt hew that might be. this apple ſtood on the ves 
ric top ofthe bigheft bzanch of all the tree, and foz the hight ther» 
of ſeemed to be left vngathered : the louelie lad, caſting eies 
therebpon, thought that it was a pzeſent fit to be giuen fo2 a 
loue token, and ſuddenlie getting vp tothe tree, climed ſo nim- 
blie chat he bzought it downe in his hand from the top where it 


Chloe became greatlie miſcontented at his raſhneſle, and 
fearing to ſee him fall , and wound hir ſelfe from the place as 
mong the thickeſt of bir flocks, but Daphnis purſuing the gens 
tle Ny»ph, mp ſweet ſaid he, the faire and beautifull (eaſon hath 
bzought foozth this frute , a ſtatelie tree hath nouriſhed it, the 


radiant 
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radiant and moſf comfoztable ſunne beames haue ripened it, and 
onelie good foztune as a thing moſt choice and perfect, hath h(« 
thetto reſerued it, the wooꝛthineſſe onelie apperteining to pou as 
to a creature molk ercellent , Jil had J beene diſpoſed to ſuffer 
ſs faire a frute by falling on the hard ground to haue beene bzus 
ſed, foiled, 02 otherwiſe trode vnder feet, oz periſhed , The ap« 
ple of gold was erſt on Venus beſtowed foꝛ the pꝛiſe of hir beau⸗ 
tie, and that by a ſhephe ard, and J likewiſe garding my beafks, 
haue found this apple, comparable to that in ſhew, where with to 
pꝛeſent my Chloe, who maicheſt hir in kauoꝛ, In this caſe am J 
Paris and thou the ſelfe Venus. 

The laſſe appaiſed with theſe delightſome ſpeeches, allen⸗ 
ted quickelie with hir Daphnis to be at attonement, and he 
thzowing the apple into hir lap, ſhe onelie gaue him a lovers 
kiſle, wherewith the well pleaſed goteheard held himſelfe con⸗ 
rented, 

In theſe continued paſfances, the often wiſhed and longed 
fo Autume did now dꝛaw on apace, and a meſſenger from the 
maiſfer of Lamon was alreadie appꝛoched, to infozme them 
ſhoztlie of their loꝛds comming, the bzuite of ſpoile doone by the 
Methimnians on the grounds thereabouts was cauſe thereof,and 
to that end was veliuered their maiſter intended to ſuruiew the 
harme by them committed . Jt was now no need to appoint the 
olde Lamon to his buſineſſe, who carefull of himſelfe to ſee all 
things well, indeuozed ſo to pꝛouide that no one iote might in 
the leaſt reſpect be amiſſe : Daphnis likewiſe tooke in charge 
neatlie to picke and trimme his heards, and o2derlie ech date to 
fre them fed on the veſt and moff frutefull paſtures, co the ins 
tent the heard being mightie and kat, they might haue the moze 
thankes fo2 their trauell, and be the better reputed of at their 
maiſters comming . Jt was vnts him a matter of great nouell, 
to thinke what maner of man ſhould be his maiſer, ſo much 
as the name of whome till that time dee neuer bekoze had 
beard. 

Lamon f62 his part began to paſſe thzoughout all the hearbers, 
the vines, the fruites,and the berries, thole boughes hee "_—

thoſe knobs he pared,thole bzanches he ſlipped, and them in anos 
ther place cut dowue and cropped , The ſhew of this plate was a 
thing of moſt excellent pleaſure , as well of che {cicuation,pzos 
ſpeccs ,'plentie and vartetie of deuiſes, as alſo toz diuetlitie of 
trees, and all kinds of fruits, To this had Lamon of all others a 
mot ſpeciall regard, wherein his carefull in-ſight aud continual 
trauaile had wzought ſo great perfection, as ſeemed to bee helde 
a thing rare and wonderfull. The trees hung pet laden with all 
kinde of fcuttes, plums, apples pearcs, mirtes, granades, ozinges, 
limons, ſigs, oliues, and twent ie other plcaſing conceits. Beſides 
the number whereok, the ozder pet curioſitie and bꝛaue diſpoſit ion 
ol euer ie thing was luch,as a man would haue thought it a para⸗ 
diſe, and deeplie haue ſozrowed to fozethinke that the leaſt ſpoile 
in the wo2 ld ſhould haue happened vnto it. 

The meCenger hauing leene all thinges in a teadineſſe pꝛepa⸗ 
red, returned to the Citie againe to aduertiſe his Lozd of the e⸗ 
fate ofthe ſame, who not being vurewarded of the pooze Lamon 
and Mirtale, they onelp deſired his good woꝛd in letting fo2th the 
manner of that he ſawe,to their greater commendation, che meſ⸗ 
ſenger omitted nothing to him in charge giuen, but bauing al⸗ 
ſerteined what he came fog, waited onlie the time ol his maiſters 
readineſſe. 

In this me ane while of the returne made of the ſeruant to his 
maiſſer, akter all this toſt beſtowed and trauaile taken of pooze 
Lamon, happened a foule and cruell miſchaunce , the euent of 
which made all the houſe ſozrowfull, and chem now one lie to 
feare the comming ok him thether, whome bekoze they carnefllie 
looked and molt inſtantly deſired, the caſe ſtanding as it did, vp⸗ 
pon a dzeadfull hazard of their veter vndooing, the occaſion of all 
which inſued in fozme following. There was neere thereabouts 
dwelling to them a cow- heard, a ſfubbozne and a knurleheaded 
knaue,whoſe name mos Lapes, who being of Chloe to- foze time 
exceedinglie enamoured, and ſeeing that by a conuention bes 
tweene Dryas and Lamon, hee was pꝛeuented of his purpoſe, 
and hope to obtaint᷑ hir in marriage, grew thereby into ſo cruel 
and pzeſuunptuous a conceit of doing vnto him ſome one 02 other 


notable miſchiefe, as that hee enveuszed nothing ſo much - bu 
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feeke occaſion, how, and by what meaues ta be teilenged⸗ 
De was well warie that the dependancte of this marriage 
conſifted ſolie on the fauour and good opinion to be by them tecet⸗ 
ued from their maiſter, whercinto if it were poſſivle , that hee 
cauld deuile by the commicring of ſome one 0} other notable vil⸗ 
lanp, to wozke a bzeach , tweuty to one hee thought, that ill 
mul needes betide them, and the marriage in haud ſhoulde ne⸗ 
uer be bzought in queſtion. This vilde and miſcheuous imagi⸗ 
nation in ſome {ozte to effect, the vitiaine avuiſed him ſelfe of of 
this beautifull plotte , the trimming and decking whereof had 
now of long time being attended, bzought the ſame to a molt ex⸗ 
ceeding perfection, belides the deuiles thereof being euerie walt 
(as they were) molt excellent, had made the maiſeer of Lamon 
to be of all thinges about his houſe the molt in loue with it. 
Hereuppon as the thing that on all ſides might turne them to 
molt vilpleaſure the cruell aud wzetched Lapes deſired to bee 
= molt reuenged . TAherefoze ſppeng a tume conuenient , one 
night when all about the houſe were vninerſallp at reſt: this 
falſe and villanous churle , woond himſelte ſecretly into the gar» 
den, and there moiley and ſpoiled, with hookes, with hatchets, 
and other cutting inſtruments, the moſt part of the hedgerows, 
vines, fruites, and trees of all the hearberie and garden « which 
being doone he returned himlſelfe ſecretly againe, without being 
perteiued of any man. | js 
Lamon, the next mozning early, entring into his gardeine 
with intent to ſurue we and tricke what he might in the leaſt iott 
ſee thereabout amiſſe, perceiued the ſpople and notable miſu- 
ſance euery where daone vnto it, and not knowing from whence 
it came. but moued erceedingly with the diſpight q villanie ther» 
of, as the onely thing of all others that his matiter loued, looked 
fo2 no other reliefe at all, but to be beaten to death oz hanged. 
Mherefoze oucrcome as he was with great griefe, hee tare his 
garment from his ſhoulders , and therevpon [kritched and cried 
molt lamentably. "39%: 
Myrtale hearing the clamoz, left what was in hir hand, and 
ranne in all haſte vnto him. Daphnis alſo which euen then had 
but led his beaſts to the field, moued with great GY, 
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returned backe againe vnto them, And ſeeing this great dif- 
grace molt vile and deteſtable hauocke and wzacke doone and 
committed on all partes of the hearberie, it could not but great: 
lie become vnto them a matter moſt ſozrowefull , foz to ſape the 
truth, were a manne there-vnto but a meere ſfraunger , hee 
coulde not but haue deepelie greeued to ſee the malicious and 
cauſleſſe ſpoile of ſo faire and pleaſaunt a dwelling, the partes 
pet vntouched whereof, fo2 all the diſozder therein committed, 
carried notwithfanving ſome maner demonſtratton of the beau⸗ 
tie of the other. The greuoulnes ofthe ſight made them al to ſhed 
teares abundant, foz their vndoing ſfoode vppon it, Lamon one 
while fo: hym-ſelfe , and an ether while foꝛ Daphnis erceedings 
lie weeped . Duting the continuaunce of which diſcomfozte, 
Eudrome the page and meſſenger , that befoze had beene with 
them, from their Pailker was returned againe, declaring , 
that after thꝛee dayes paſſed, their olve Maiſter intended to bee 
there pꝛeſent, but their poong Maiſter his ſonne woulde come 
thither the moꝛrowe. 
Pieparation heere-vppon enſued on all ſides, and nowe the 
monſlroulneſſe of the euill doone didde trouble them mote and 
moze . But Eudrome beeyng of his owne diſpoſition, a pouth 
6f verye good nature, they deutſed amongeſt them-ſelues fo 
to eall hym alſo to councell about this enterpziſe. The caſe 
beeing made knowen vnto him, Eudrome ſeeing their erceſſiue 
ſozrowe and mone made, recomfozted them, and aduiſed as moſt 


meete, that the matter were firſf made knowne vnto their pong 


Maiſter, whome hee aſſured vnto them to be of louing and moſt 
kinde condition, and that vppon their ſubmiſſion made, hee 
woulde not ſticke ſo farre foo2th to pittie them, as that by his 
good and fattozable conceit , ſome one thing oz other fo; redꝛeſſe 
might there be the better pꝛouided. 

Lamon notwithſtandiug was not pet idle, but ſlipped and 
eropped the hanging boughes and twigges rounde about the 
arden, hee didde what hee coulde by all the arte and cunning 
e had, to make the hauocke ſeeme leſſe, inſomuch as by hys 


diligent looking too, and attendaunce, hee hadde reaſonablie as 


mended the matter in diuers places. Their poong Paiſter ac⸗ 
cozding 
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coding vnto appointment came the next day, whoſe name was 


Aſtile, and wyth him bzought to accompany him fo his diſpozte, 
a paraſiticall gefer , whoſe name was Gnatho , The gent le⸗ 
man was yet verpe poong, vpon whole chinne the tender downe 
hadde ſcarcelie crept, and thertwit hal ofmoſt gentle and friends 
lie condicion : bee was ng ſooner entred the grounds, but Lamon 
# Myrtale his wife togither with poong Daphnis fell pꝛoſtrat at 
bis feete , deſiring his fauour and foꝛgiueneſſe, aud that ber ing 


tampaſſionate vppon the olde pcares of his bondman; het waulde 


indeuour ſo farre as he might , to withdzaw his fachers rage and 
diſpleaſure from them. 94 

Aſtile rewed the miſerable complaint, and the better to re⸗ 
lieue them , out of their woonted dib reſſes and ſozrowes , hee 


pzomiled , that at his fathers comming, hee woulde endeuooe / 


to make ſome pꝛe apt excuſe of the matter, and fa2 to take the 
cauie and choice occaſion thereof wholly vpponhim-ſelfe . They 
thankefully herre vppon tooke his agreement, and tndeuou⸗ 
ring by all the meangs poſſible to conttut him, both Lamon and 
Daphnis, with diuerſe notable pꝛeſents din aftetmardes enter 
taine him. they pꝛaied God alſo in refpecte ot their diſabllit ie, 
that it would pleaſe him of his goodnefle to tequite him, 1 
Nome Gnatho this paraſite being a right belii-god , a vile. 
laine by nature, and one that loued none, but where hee might 
be ſedde, no} cared fox any, but onelye fox his p2ofite ; ſeeing: 
the fweete and naturall fauour ofthrs-poong Daphnis, beganne: 
as an vnnacurall beaſt, ſo agaiuſt nature become wanton-ouet 
him. The paunch-filled raſcall, ſeeing that Aſtile was a baue 
pong gentlem m, tooke pleſure in hunt ing, and to haunt the flelds 
abꝛoad with his hawks and ſpaniels , deuiſed from time to time 
ſundzy ſhifes , where hy tori>de himſelfe of his company, And in 
theſe ſpaces would he haunt the heards ol pong Daphnis, & one 
while hearing him ſound his flute, and another while ſing;thoght 
there was no felicitie in the woꝛld ſo great, as to be accompanted 
with his pleaſure. The wꝛetch mouing to the goat-heary manie 
queſtions, e perceiuing his ſimplicity and vnacquainted diſpoſi⸗ 
tion to villancus purpoſee,one time by watching his goings and 
comings wold haue found means in fozcible maner to abule _

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But the inſinuat condition by nature and his former birth, plan» 
ted in the imboldned ſpirits of the poong pouth, with a maner of 
ſweltring kind of dildaine. ſhooke the ral kall off, and that ſo tude⸗ 
lte, as his pampered dzunken carc as ſquatted againſt the ground 
wich the pezant and vnweldie burden thereof, 

The paraſiticall tricker percetuing the vnmollified ſpiric of 
the baue goatheard, and weieng therewithall the maner of his 
vnerpecced colour and courage, luch as feldome falleth in thoſe 
that by nature are bozne to be ſlaues, thought that in his natiut- 
tie the ſtars and planets were vnto him too ſiniſter, in that vnto a 
mind g fauo2 ſo cozreſponvent, they peelded an eTate # condition 
ſomighcilie different, Neuertzeleſſe though in ſo foxcible maner 
be vared no moꝛe to affaie the youth, yet foz all that withvzew he 
not fro him his ſenſuall & beaftlie diſpoſition, but conſidering that 
the lav was but the ſonneof Lamon reputed; & therefoze thought 
as a vtiletne to belong vnto his lozd, be deemed wich himſelfe co 
pꝛactiſe another deuife moze eolourable , whereby when time 
ſhould ſerue, he might the caſter attaine co that his wzerched and 
molt abhuminable veſite. an! | 

This could he not immediatlie bxing to paſſe, foj chat che olo 
man with his wife, childzen and familie were now all arriued at 
this his tounttie dwelling , In the ſtrit two daies after whoſe 
axtiuall, there was nothing but feaſting and bankerting, Diony- 
ſophanes was the old mans name, and Cleariſta his wife. After 
then that he had repoſed himſclfe by che ſpace of two daies, he 
chen began to viſit his herberies, his gardens, walks, and other 
fine and pleaſant deuiſes, in all which he found no kault at all, 
ſave onelie the ſpoile which befoze you beard of, which poeng Aſti- 
le had ere this to him execuſed and taken the matter vpon him⸗ 
ſelle where wirt Dionyſophanes held himſelfe contented / Then 
walked he fo watds to ſee the heards and flocks, at the ſight of 
which companie of ſo manie frangers, Chloe baſhfull on a ſud⸗ 
ven, and being in che fields, as ſhe that had neuer bin accuſtomed 
to their view, ſole awaie ſettetlie, and hid hir ſelfe in the woods, 
but Daphnis ſlood ſt ill awaiting their comming . Lamon then 
pointing out vnto his maiſter his goats and ſheepe that ſo dainti⸗ 
lie had veene les and increaſed, added further vnto him, that the 
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youth ffanding by was his goate : heard, wha by bis dilligent 
care and attendaunce had thitherto conducted them. 44 

Dionyſophanes and Cleariitz beholding the excellent fauoz 
and ſweete geffures of the youth , who furniſhed in euery con⸗ 
dicion as a heardleman , and haupng a faire large ſkinne of a hee 
goate, {moothelie dꝛeſſed with the haire faſtengd vnto his necke, 
and hanging ouer his ſhoulders , thought that there appeared in 
him a kinde of beautie , moze commendable farre , than cuſfo« 
mablp was to bee ſeene in cuerp other cheepehearu, Daphnis 
beganne to make vnto them mulike-vppon his flute, and with 
diuers and excellent layes and ditties of the (heepcards to enters 
taine them, all which ol the company generallye; but Cleariſta 
eſpeciallie, was in him both rewarded; liked, and highly com» 
mended, belives commaunp ed ſhee him, and likewiſe. Diony- 
ſophanes his Maiſter expzeſip-entopnep him, not to bee abſent 
from the houſe during their abode and continuaunce in the toun; 
erp, but alwayes there to attend them. : - 

All this vnto the vile and beaſtly tonceipt of Gnatho , didde 
but adde fire vnto the flame, -who-beeing wbalie dedicatedvnto 
luturie and bis bellie, was not able tacontaine himiſe iſe within 
limits, but taketh Aſtile on a time a tone ſioe, and thus caute⸗ 
louſlp , the better to accompliſhe his purpoſe delinereth vnto 
him. J haue (Sir) heere-tofoze never in my life peelded ap» 
petite 02 liking to any thing ſo much, as to quaffing companye, 
and aboundaunte of feeding, but nowe is my minde chaunged 
there · kro, and ſince I ſawe this freſhe poong goate - heard plays, 
ing on his pipe ſo me lodiouſly as hee dooth, me thinkes than the 
ſole and (weet pleaſure thereof, there is no delight in the wozlve. 
Nowe Str, albeit he bee the ſonne of pour fathers villaine, pet 
ſurely reſpecting the ſeemely fauours he beareth: fo2 eſtraunged 
in ſhe we from ſo ſimple a p2opoztion , mee thinkes pou might 
doo verp well to er aue him ot your father , and to take bim from 
theſe heards to dwell with you at home in the citie. Aſlile har⸗ 
kened heere · vnto, and thought it not amiſſe, and onely atten- 
dev, but time conuenient to mooue his father thereok , This 
ſpeach by Eudrome the page, being ouer-heard, who knewe the 
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chelt comming hither this continuall fawning and purſuite of 
the gentle Daphnis, and howe many exerciſes therewithall he 
tendered, thar bee woulde pꝛocure hys freedome, thought this 
faire weather was not all fo; naught, and therefoze ſpeeding 
dim ſelfe to Lamon and Myrtale ( as one compaſſionate of the 
pouchs miſtoztufſe;; if the wap in queſtion ſhoulde be taken) hee 
reuraled vntothem both the pꝛactiſe, and allo what of the e⸗ 
nent thereok, not without good cauſe he had coniectured. 

The pooze olde man furcharged nowe , with karre greater 
griefes than tuer befoze hee was peſtred, fo2 that the loſſe of his 
life coulvenot hane beene moze miſerable vnto him than the loz⸗ 
rowe of this milchiefe , ſawe that che diſguiſe of this youth in 
ſerving his ſonne , ſhouldye nowe wichour ſpeedie pxtaencion, be - 
come mt ans to make him the bea ſtiy pꝛay and ſpotle (vnder pꝛe⸗ 
tert ot baiuging him to the ſeruice o Aſtile) to a baſe, vile, ſer - 
nile, and (02 belliev d2umkard . This thought the pooze man, 
rather to die than to ſuffer : whercfoze reſoluing him-ſelfe to re- 
urale (tfneeve compelled) whac he was, that the woozthineſle of 
his birth might the oonev fret him from ſach intollerable ſer» 
uaxe; hee onelye attendev but fox the opoptunitie when Aſtile 
ſhoulde begge him of his father, which beeing'by the concinuall 
ſuggeſtion of Gnaro the next day put in pꝛactiſe. The ſimple 
bondman ſanding fooꝛth, fell pꝛoſtrate tmaneviatly at his lozves 
feete, and embaacing ſtraigbtiy his knees beſought him to haue 
compaſſion of dis humble ſute and petition then to be made vnto 
bim. Dionyſophanes willed him ta ſpeake . and then taking 
Daphnis by the hand. Cleariſta pꝛeſent, and the moſt part elſe 
of the familie, Lamon therevpon ſatd:J am not/ſir)diſcontentey, 
that it is pour good pleaſure , and my poong L. Aſtile heere ,to 
cake from me this yoong pouth out oftheſe countrie laboures, co 
attend, and there to remaine with him in the citie, fo2 ſo mighe 
it thereby happen, that a woozthie and noble Maiſter, migbe 
alſs eniop of him by this meanes, a free and noble ſeruaunt , but 
that by pꝛetext thereof , and vnder colour to dzawe him hence to 
an other place, whereby in moſt vile and inſufferable manner to 
abuſe the woozthineſſe of his ſhape ag ainſt nature, onely by no⸗ 
tite, that he is the ſonne of a bonvilaye , and bꝛed or my loines.

And in che parting ol my 
polleſſions bet weent you, J will that this bouſe, theſe lands, the 
moouables heere in my heards, flocks, ſeruants, and all things 
elſe therevnto belonging, doo rematne and continue vuto thee, 
Daphnis at the repetition of theſe laſt wozds, not ſuffermg his 
father to ſpeake foo2th the reſt, fart vp quicklie on a ſudden, and 
therewith O M mph, ſaid he, mp heards haue not all this while 
beene watered, and I ſtand hcere fil a doing nothing. The comes 
panie heereat fell a laughing, to ſee that the remembzance ofthat 
wherein ſo long he had beene trained, could not pet make him fozs 
get what he had to doo when he was woont to be a ſeruant.

action, thep encountered Lapes by their haſt, and the reſloue of 
bis clownes that now were cuen readie to haue conneted awate 
the N:mp-,and buckling heerenpon togithers, with hard ſtrokes 
on either (ſides, Dryas and his companie in the end had the bel, 
1 Chloe againe lambl kind the rude lob bins welfauo⸗ 
redlie, 

Gnatho ſuppoſing that he had behaued himſelke reaſonable 
manlie in this enterpʒiſe, chalenged the hono? of the conqueſt in⸗ 
ts his hands, wherof he now thought to make a gratefull pzcſenc 
vnto his yoong mailker Dryas, was not therewith miſcontented, 
but accompanied them both co Daphnis, where being come, 
Gnatho made offer ofthe bzane Nymph into his hands, humblie 
ſubmitting himſelfe therewichall at his feet, and pꝛaicd him of 


pardon for his miſdemcano2s paſſed, and that he might againe be 
reſkozed by 


his meanes to the fozmer enterteinment that in his 
fathers houſe he woontedlie tecetued. a 

Daphnis gladded inwardlie at the ſight of his Chloe, accep⸗ 
ted his teruite, and imbꝛating hir manie times, he was in miny 
ed hate committed bir aguine to Dryas, with great deſire that 
their loues night be kept ſecret, But Dryas vttetlie denied that, 
but rather veliberating to make the matter platne, ſeeing the o⸗ 
ther was alreadie by foztune made knowne to his parents, tooke 
Chloe agatne fo2 that inſtant, and the next mozning leading hir 
with him to the houle of Dionyſophanes, ę deſiring at the hands 
ofhim and his wife a little attentine hearing, he made knowne 
vnto them the finding of Chloe, hir education, hir putting to the 
charge of keeping of flocks in the paſfures, the viſion to him and 
Lamon appearing touching the diſpoſition of their fofferlings, 
Daphn ing alſo ed the feeld, the mutuall ſocietie ot him and 
Chloe thet᷑t begun, continued and concluded vpon after in mari⸗ 
age, and therewithall pꝛaied that the Nymph by change and alte⸗ 
ration of the ſtate of Daphnis might not now be deſpiſed : and to 
the intent that they might the beeter Cand aſſured ol hir paren⸗ 
tage be ſhe wer alſo the call. mant le, ſlippers and other attire and 
iewels that he found with hir: and thoſe with bir, recommended 


efcſoones to their patronage, loue, care, and common de denſe. 
5 4 Diony ſo pha- 
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Dionyſophanes and Cleariſta beholding the beautifull and 
ſeemelie parts of the ſhepheardeſſe, and weieng allo, that by like 
enſignes and badges as theirs, ſhe had beene laid foozth, conclus 
ded the likelihood thereof wich their owne intendments, and the 
rather in reſpect of thole teſtimonies which ſhewed in ſome ſozr, 
the reckoning of hir parents, and al king alſoof Daphnis his wile 
lingneſſe therein, they accepted hir immediatlie as their daugh⸗ 
ter in law, and confirmed the liking, wherewith befoze he had res 
teiued hir as bis wife. 

Time wearing out the period of euerie determinat purpoſe 
and reſolution, made Dionyſophanes & his wife to thinke them⸗ 
ſe lues ſufficientlie by this time recreated with the pleaſure of the 
counttie : wherefoze apparelling Chloe after the maner of the ci⸗ 
tie, and as beſeemed their daughter, they iointlie with all their 
whole houſhold remooued, and came backe againe to Meteline, 
but fir in retompence of the painefull trauell of both theſe aged 
beardſmen, Dionyſophanes rewarded Lamon with his free⸗ 
dome, and beſides gane him afterwards wherwithto line richlie: 
to Dryas alſo of his bountie he gaue thzee hundzed crownes moze 
than thoſe he had befoze, and agowne furred, andother apparrell 
both foz winter andſummer . To Nape, and elpeciallie to Myr- 
tale Cleariſta was not vnthankefull, both (he and Lamon, beſides 
greatlie reioicing in their olde age to haue obteined their ftee⸗ 
dome. | 

Now grew there to be a woonder at their arriuall in Mete- 
lene vpon this range kind of accident, by meanes of which, di⸗ 
uerſe of the wooꝛthieſt of the citie and their wiues viſited Dio» 
nyſophanes to know the mauer and truth of the ſame : among 
all the reſt that were there to participat this nouell, one Mega- 
cles a wealthie noble citizen, hearing the recount ofghe-inving 
and knowledge of Daphnis made by Dionyſophangg; fighing 
deeplie in his mind, began at a ſudden to weepe verie tenderlie, 
and being earneſtlie ofthe aſſiſtants demanded the occaſion ther⸗ 
of, he ſaid : It is now about ſixteene peeres ſince, that by reaſon of 
my great charge beſtowed in trauell, and ſundzie loſſes hapned 
vnto me by ſcas, J had then a daugbter bozne vnto me by my 
wife Rhode, and fozlomych as my eſtate was at that inſtaut 4 
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weake,as made me in great hazard how J might recouer mp loſ⸗ 
ſes and foztune againe,and yeelded me alſo ſome diſpaite how,o? 
by what meanes J might afterwards line hauing ſo manie chil- 
dzen: in great agonie of minde I tooke the infant and gaue it in 
like manner as thou Dionylophanes to one of my ſeruants, with 
er other things about it, and willed him, in 
ſome conuenient place to beſtowe the ſame , recommending it 
thereby to the pꝛotection and guidence of ſome better hap . Py 
chilvzen then had, are ſince all of them dead, my wealth neuer- 
theleſſe not any wayes diminiſhed, but rather increaſed , but ah 
mp greateſt vnkindneſſe to that infant, hath nowe bereft mee of 
any childe at all, and there is none to inherit the poſſeſſions and 
goodes J leaue behinde me. Therecozdation heercof { Diony- 
ſophanes) repoztev by anewe relation and de liuerie of thy good 
hap in recouering thy ſonne, togither with che manner of thy de⸗ 
parting from him ſo iuſtly agreeing in euery thing with mine, 
maketh me onely in this to accuſe my ill hap, that can not allo 
in the ſelfe occaſion attaine the euent and foztune of other men, 
and lamenting the vntimely miſcarryeng of hir ( whome then J 
deemed ſome one 02 other beeing without childe might happilie 
finde , and take to their guidance, but nowe do expect veterlie 
to be deſfroied)vo with to continue fo2 hir ſake the reſidue of mp 
life in perpetuall ſoꝛtow and heanines. 

This pititull diſcourſe of the olde Megacles , bzedve in the 
minde of all the compante an extreame ſadnelle, where ſoze, as 
well on a ſudden to alter che dombe conceit therof,as otherwiſe 
to manifeſt vnto them all, a double occaſion of his gladneſſe:this 
aged Dionyſophanes firſt bzought foozth to Megacles the ozna- 
ments found with Chloe(htr-ſelfe hitherto remaining vnſpoken 
of, and vnſeene, but altogether in ſecret) and thereof demaun⸗ 
ded of Megacles if he had any knowledge, affirming, that in the 
recouerie of his ſonne , ſuch manner of thinges alſo came to his 
handes . But Megacles well knowing and remembzing the to- 
kens ofthe ſame , fell heereby into a greater extremitie than be- 
fore, thinking, that hee by this might well be aſſured, that his 
daughter could not nowe otherwiſe chooſe but be dead, and that 


ſome heardſman ol the field had by chance _ vp theſe things, 
and 
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and bꝛought them allo to Dionyſophanes tagither with Daph- 
nis, Dionyſophaues ſeeing hecrebp, that it was not requiſie 
vnto the intendment of a totfull meeting long time in this (oz to 
dally, began then with lweete wozds to coinfozt this Megacles, 
and allured him, that his daughter was 4ining, and therewith 
p2eſenting vnto the vie we of all the company , the mecte diuine 
and exquiſite pzopo2ttou indeede of very Bean 1e it ſelfe, harbo⸗ 
red in the amiable lookes of this faire and excellent Chloe, hee 
made known allo to their hearing the whole maner ok hir conti⸗ 
nuance cuen to hir pꝛeſent finding, | 
Megacles not (ufficiently able vppon a ſudden to digeſt his 
ioyes, ſtraightly embzaced the M pb, and being alloinfozmed 
of the marriage intended to be celebzated betweene hir and 
Daphnis, deſired no better aliance. And in ſigne how well and 
wozthily he deemed of the match, he freely there gaue and beſtgs 
wed vpon hir, to hir pꝛeſent aduancement, the inheritaunce of al 
his lands, wealth, and poſlſeſ.ons whatſoeuer, onelp reſerued vn⸗ 
to thoſe that ſo charily had vuto that eſtate conducted hir, ſuche 
liberall rewards and p2eſents, as to the reputation ofhis perſon, 
and the benefic at that infant receiued, might ſeeme molt agrees 
ing and cozreſpondent, | | 
Che citizens all thereabouts , commending highly the rare 
and woonderfull accompliſhments of theſe two noble creatures, 
extolled the indifferencie of the match, and pꝛaied Himenzus to 
giue vnto them, a happie, fruitfull,andgladſome continu⸗ 
ance : where by were finiſhed in molt honourable, 
and ſumptuous maner, tothe reioycing of 
al the beholvers,the ſinall determi⸗ 
nation of all cheſe paſto⸗ 
rall amours, 
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
